Part B, Medicare 
to Have 20-Cent 
Premium Increase 


HEW Secretary Elliot Rich- 


ardson recently announces a 
new premium rate effective July 
1, 1972, for Part B of Medicare, 
the 
voluntary 
doctor-bill 
m- 


• surance 
program 
for 
older 


people. 
The new rate will be 


$5.80 per month, up from the 
current $5.60. 


Provisions of the Medicare 


law require an annual review 
of the cost of the medical in- 
surance program and that ad- 
justments in the premium rate 
announced January 1. The law 
requires that a rate be set which 
would be sufficient 
to cover 


estimated expenses incurred 
during each premium period. 


The premium' increase is the 


lowest in recent years and re- 
flects savings attributable to the 
new Price Commission guide- 
lines and to administrative ac- 
tions taken by the Social Secu- 
rity Administration. 


In announcing the premium 


increase, the Secretary at the 
same time urged the Congress 
to give prompt consideration 
to President Nixon's proposal 
that the monthly premium for 
Medicare be eliminated entirely 
for older people insured under 
the social security program. 
Under this proposal the doctor 
bill insurance part of Medicare 
would be financed through regu- 
lar social security contributions. 
Thus people would contribute 
toward their medical insurance 
protection in advance while they 
are working, as they do now 
for hospital insurance under 
Medicare rather than having 
to pay premiums during their 
retirement when incomes are 
lower. 


The medical insurance pro- 


gram supplements the basic hos- 
pital insurance part of Medi- 
care by helping to pay doctor 
bills and a wide variety of 
other medical expenses in and 
out of the hospital. About 19.8 
million people 65 and over are 
enrolled for this supplementary 
protection. The premiums paid 
by people 65 and older who 
are enrolled cover half the cost 
of their protection. The other half 
comes out of general Federal 
revenues.

Let's talk for a bit about 


our" environment and wildlife. 
.Let's look at the present situa- 
tion, and tender, the future. 


What is the basic * keystone 


for wildlife management as we 
know it today? 
In fact, we 


don't really manage wildlife at 
alU Sound like an important 
statement? Well, it is. First 
we manage people and secondly 
the land and if these two are 
managed properly wildlife is 
a natural by-producOAll species 
of wildlife depend directly upon 
the land for both food and 
a place in which to live. Of 
course some species have dif- 
ferent requirements than others. 


Now, if we will consider for 


a moment, man, as a species 
of wildlife, you will agree that 
we also depend upon the land. 
But, "man being the most intelli- 
gent of the species has gained 
control over all the land and 
the means in which to manipu- 
late it. Therefore, we hold all 
other species of living creatures 
within the palm of our hand. 
Whether we simply crush them 
or allow them to (exist is up 
to us. The choice\ we make 
can well decide our own des- 
tiny. The fact that we need 
wildlife in order to exist our- 
selves is not questioned. What 
it would be like to live in 
a world where no other crea- 
ture exists except man would 
test ones sanity, Not to mention 
that if we so fouled the earth 
that all other living creatures 
died, so would be our own 
fate. No my friend, we need 
wildlife, all species of wildlife. 
We cannot separate what we 
feel are good species and bad 
species for both the good and 
the so called bad depend upon 
the other for existance9 And 
Wildlife needs its own areas 
for it cannot live on concrete 
and asphalt. 


Keeping all of this in mind 


then, let's look at our wildlife 
habitat in Tioga County. True 
we have come a long way from 
the rape of our virgin forest 
which laid waste too -much of 
our land. And we have many 
acres of public owned, wood 


land. But, still we -are just 
holding our own at best. 


Strip mining is a serious 


threat to wildlife in Tioga .Coun- 
ty. While much of ouPJand 
is held by the Department of 
Environmental Resources, they 
do not have the mineral rights 
under much of it. These rights 
are owned 'by a local coal firm 
which has-been trying to get 
permission to start operations 
between Arnot and Morris'and 
on Armenia Mountain. While 
we certainly need coal and em- 
ployment, wildlife cannot live 
on bare stripping and old "bony" 
piles, no more than it cpuld 
if you paved the woods. These 
operations should be forestalled 
until research provides us with 
a way of positively revegetating 
these areas, which is not possible 
at- this time, and a way- to 
insure no further acid pollution 
of our streams. 
••; 


While we are bn the subject 


of streams let's look at one 
of our streams more closely, 
primarily the Tioga River. This 
fine stream once teamed with 
trout, bass and aquatic 
life. 


A crystal clear river from .which 
a fJerson could drink the water, 
without becoming sick. Today 
this same river has been re- 
duced to a running chemical 
vat, not even pleasant to look 
at. This is not enough for us. 
however, for now we have per- 
mitted this foul water to be 
dammed up covering some of 
our finest bottom land, not with 
a 
fine clean lake but, with 


useless polluted water. A clean 
river or stream not only pro- 
vides a home for fish, but also 
provides valuable habitat for 
other species of wildlife which 
depend directly upon it. The 
bottom land being consumed 
by the Tioga-Hammond Dam 
is some of the best in the 
county. Good bottom land is 
far more important .to wildlife 
than a 
mountain " topH ,which 


contains poor timber and moun- 
tain laurel. But the saga of 
the Tioga River does not end 
here! The head of the river 
presently is one of our finest 
natural brook trout streams in 
the county and a battle is being 
waged to upset even this. (Con- 
tinued in two weeks.)

be dealt with completely by 
a Justice of fhe Peace or Dis- 
trict Justice, rather than the 
Court of Common Pleas of Tioga 
County.

kets, our competitors are thriv- 
ing. 
In recent years. Italy 


has shown steady "employment

Still Growing, 
But A Bit Slower 


The fast-growing 
Centex Industrial 


Park in Elk Grove Village continued to 
expand during 1971, although the growth 
rate declined somewhat from the pre- 
vious year. 


About 40 new industries completed ne- 


gotiations to move into the industrial 
park during 1971, according to unofficial 
estimates made by officials of Bennett 
and Kahnweller, a realty firm which is a 
partner of the Centex Corp. in the park's 
development. 


The park's rate of expansion during 


1971 was down about 25 per cent from 


Road Work 
To Change 
Bus Routes 


Students who ride buses down Arling- 


ton Heights Road to school won't be in- 
convenienced, but the scheduled Valen- 
tine's Cay closing of the road in Elk 
Grove Village Is causing some adjust- 
ment by bus drivers. 


The county highway department has 


announced it will close the bridge on Ar- 
lington Heights Road over Salt Creek 
about Feb. 14 to begin widening and re- 
building it. 


Students who attended Elk.Grove High 


School and live west of Arlington Heights 
road will receive free bus service to the 
school by way of Kennedy Boulevard, ac- 
cording to a High School Dist. 214 
spokesman. 


Residents of the area had protested 


last year when Dist. 214 canceled bus 
service for students who had to walk 
across the Salt Creek bridge to school. 
The district has been running a one-stop 
shuttle bus for students back and forth 
across the bridge. 


ONCE THE bridge is removed, the stu- 


dents west of Arlington Heights Road 
will be IVi miles from the high schools 
and wilt be entitled to free bus service 
under district policy, Nelson Lowry, di- 
rector of non-instructional services for 
Dist. 214, said. 


In addition, Davidsmeyer Bus Co., 


which transports students in Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59, has notified its drivers 
of the road closing, Earl Jarmuth, dis- 
patcher for the company, said. 


The bridge over Salt Creek is needed 


for bus routes to Grove Junior High 
School, Lively Junior High School and 
Queen of the Rosary Catholic School. 


Jarmuth said the drivers will readjust 


their routes to be able to make all pick- 
ups. "We have no plan yet to change 
pickup times or pickup points," Jarmuth 
said. "It just means the drivers will have 
to do a little more driving to get there." 


1970, A general business slowdown was 
blamed for the decline by Howard Kraf- 
sur of Bennett and Kahnweiler. The slow- 
down in business expansion was "a very 
marked trend" during 1971, reflecting 
the general state of the economy, Kraf- 
sur said. 


Land absorption in the industrial park 


also suffered during the year, Krafsur 
said. Most of the deals completed during 
the year were for small sections of land 
and "no single, individual large deal" 
was made during the year, he said. 


Krafsur pointed out that the Chrysler 


Corp. had completed negotiations the 
year before for its new $1.4 million, 
285,000-square-foot plant, although the 
plant is still under construction. 


The Chrysler plant, which occupies a 


32-acre site, took a large chunk of the 
more than 500 acres which remain to be 
developed in the industrial park. The 
largest industrial park in the Chicago 
area, the park has a total area of 2,250 
acres. 


Some 500 buildings have been built in 


the park since the venture was begun in 
1957 by Centex, Bennett and Kahnweiler 
and the Pritzker family of Chicago. 
From 35 cents a square foot in 1957, the 
cost of land in the park has risen to $1.10 
per square foot.

Beset By Personnel Problems For Two Months 
Anvan Resumes Full-Scale Production 


Ten weeks after being hit by personnel 


problems, an Elk Grove Village business 
has resumed its production of modular 
building units and expects to complete its 
first major project, a five-story Holiday 
Inn in Itasca, next month. 


Anvan Industries Inc., pioneers in the 


modular construction of high-rise build- 
ings, has resumed full production in its, 
plant at 1950 Pratt Blvd. after a series of 
problems between management and 
workers at the plant cut production off 
completely for a while during November 
and December. 


Company spokesmen said the plant 


now has 160 full-time workers, a number 
.about equal to that employed prior to 
early November, when workers at the 
plant threatened to protest layoffs to the 
National Labor Relations Board. 


Firings and resignations later cut the 


number of employes to between 12 and 15 
in mid-November and production of the 
25,000-pound modules ceased completely 
for a time, spokesman Cliff Drozda said. 


THE COMPANY is now producing five 


or six modules a day for the Holiday Inn, 
which will be built on Irving Park Road 


near 111. Rte. 53. 


About half of the work for the hotel 


had been completed when the labor prob- 
lems occurred 
in early November, 


Drozda said, but the company now ex- 
pects no more problems. 


"The company agreed with the union 


(International Union Local 96) to go un- 
der the seniority rule," he said, "and 
now has more qualified workers at the 
plant." 


He noted that the newness of the in- 


dustry caused a number of personnel 
problems, since none of the men had 


ever been involved in similar work be- 
fore. "The company had a lot of weeding 
out to do," he said. Few of the original 
employes are still working at the plant, 
he added. Anvan has had a number of 
inquiries on additional work after its first 
project is completed, Drozda said. 


The new technique, which involves 


stacking the units in building-block fash- 
ion, has been cited as a major time-sav- 
ing method. Company representatives 
have said a building such as the Holiday 
Inn could be completely put up in 10 
days. ,

The woman, Nancy A. Hewlett, 24, of 


1136 Berkenshire Ln., Elk Grove Village 
told police she was traveling westbound 


on Golf Tuesday evening when she'no- 
ticed the driver of the car behind her 
was flashing his auto's headlights. 


She said she stopped, but then drove 


away when the auto pulled up in back of 
her. The car continued to follow her, the 
woman said, but she stopped again after 
hearing what sounded like an exploding 
firecracker, according to police reports. 


The other auto then pulled up alongside 


her, the woman said, and a man in the 
passenger seat got out and walked up to 
her car with a pistol in his hand, accord- 
ing to police. 


SHE TOLD POLICE she became 


scared and drove off down Golf at a high 
rate of speed, scraping the side of her 
assailants' auto as she pulled away.' 


The car continued to follow her, the 


woman told police, and as she ap- 
proached the Golf-River intersection, she 
noticed the service station there and 
drove into it seeking help.

The Elk Grove Village Public Library 


board agreed Tuesday night to a recipro- 
cal borrowing agreement with the Chi- 
cago Public Library. Approval of the 
agreement came despite some com- 
plaints about it. 


Under terms of the agreement, which 


was negotiated between Chicago and the 
North Suburban Library System (NSLS) 
of which Elk Grove Village is a member, 
village residents will be able to check 
books out of the Chicago library using 
their Elk Grove library cards. 


In addition, Chicago residents will be 


able to use their cards to check books out 
of the Elk Grove library and any of the 
other 31 NSLS members who sign the 
agreement. 


Library Board Pres. Robert Fleming 


explained that Chicago "historically has 
given a card to residents of Cook County 
for no fee, but last year they decided to 
change that and dra^ up these agree- 
ments." 


He said he didn't believe the agree- 


ment would cause too much trouble for 
Elk Grove, but said it would cause prob- 
lems for larger libraries like Skokie close 
to Chicago. 


"THE PEOPLE from Chicago will be 


able to come in and withdraw their ma- 
terials. I think it stinks and I think it's 
official blackmail. But, if we do not 
agree to this, the people who live in Elk 
Grove won't be able to use the Chicago 
Public Library," Fleming said. 


In addition, Fleming-said he disliked 


the reciprocal borrowing agreement be- 
cause it is being used to force libraries 


• that are hot members of the NSLS or 


other cooperative systems to join sys- 
tems against their will. 


Several libraries, including those in 


Highland Park and Bellvlew have re- 
sisted joining library systems beeau* 
they believe it will destroy their autono- 
my. 


After discussion the library board 


voted 4 to 1 to sign the agreement with 
Fleming voting no. Board member Kath- 
ryn Fleming said, "We can grump and 
we can fuss about this. But the fact is 
we'd be cutting our nose off to spite our 
own face unless we approve it." 


IN OTHER ACTION, library Business 


Mgr. Virginia James reported that 17 
requests for courtesy cards have come 
from firms in the industrial park. 


A few weeks ago, she said, Ruth Griff- 


ith, the reference librarian sent letters to 
firms in the industrial park offering 
courtesy cards and inviting them to 
make use of library resources for busi- 
ness purposes. 


Mrs. James said the response to the 


letter has been reasonably good to the 
letter. "Some of those firms weren't even 
aware before that there was a library in 
Elk Grove Village," she said.

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School Board Fights Battle Of Aging Maryville Building 


by KAREN RUGEN 


River Trails School Dist. 26 is fighting 


a battle at its River Road School in Des 
Plaines — a battle against age. 


A 65-year-old building, deteriorating 


and growing obsolete, is the battlefield. 
Repairs, replacements and patchwork re- 
novations compose the arsenal. 


River Road School was leased in 1968 


by Dist. 26 from Maryville Academy for 
Dependent Children in Des Plaines. The 
lease was part of an arragement worked 
out between district and Maryville offi- 
cials at the time the district was taking 
over the job of educating Maryville chil- 
dren. 


The structure housing the school was 


built in 1007 as a dormitory. It was later 
used by Maryville as a school. Parts of 
the building are still used as a dormito- 
ry. 


In the years since the building was 


constructed, its wooden floors, tiled hall- 
ways and plaster ceilings have endured 
the wear and tear of hundreds of chil- 
dren and decades of harsh Midwest win- 
tors. 


SECTIONS OF the floors are warped 


and splintered. When it's cold, the drafty 
structure is hard to heat. Sometimes ceil- 
ings leak because the plumbing in the 
roof is worn out; paint is peeling from 
several of the high ceilings. One room 
must go unused because of the danger of 
falling plaster. 


School officials say that the present 


electrical system is not adequate to light 
the rooms and also provide a power 
source for audio-visual materials. 


"When we want to show a movie, we 


have to shut off lights in another room," 
said Principal Gene Kukla. 


Five days a week approximately 130 


Maryville children come downstairs from 
their rooms, walk along a corridor and 
through the doors to the 11 classrooms 
which make up the major portion of the 
school. 


Temporary repairs have been made by 


the district to keep the building safe and 
operating for those children. Sashes of 
the 10-feet-high windows have been tight- 
ened to prevent cold from blowing in on 
windy days. Carpets are being installed 
to cover damaged floors. And officials 
are working to improve the electrical 
system. 


But how much will that help? 
Dist. 26 architect Wayne Fritsch esti- 


mates it would cost about $100,000 "just 
to make the building livable." Bringing it 
up to meet standards of the Illinois Life 
Safety Code, he said, would cost a lot 
more. "It's just a problem with an old 
building that hasn't been maintained at 
all," he said. 


But according to the Rev. John Smyth, 


Maryville superintendent, repairs on the 
building were made when Maryville was 
educating its children there and when 
Dist. 26 first occupied it. 


"We just couldn't afford it anymore," 


he said. "We tried to improve the heat- 
ing, but we had problems jut-t keeping up 
the building." To prevent a sizable rent 
hike, Dist. 26 last summer agreed to take 
over repairs. 


Cost of repairs is one of the reasons 


Dist. 26 officials are seeking state funds 
for a new school. 


But there's another reason. Dist, 26 of- 


ficials want a building whore they can 
better educate children whom they say 
are "culturally deprived." 


"For all practical purposes, this is a 


remedial school. These kids have spe- 
cial needs that could not be met better in 
other schools In the district. Instruction 
and curriculum is geared to each individ- 
ual." said Principal Gene Kukla, who 
heads a staff of.22 teachers. 


According to Tom Warden, Dist 26 su- 


perintendent, a school for these children 
should emphasize career as well as ac- 
demic training since "many of them 
don't go on to college." Statistics show 
that this year about 50 per cent of Mary- 
vllle's high school graduating class will 
enter college in comparison to 71 per 
cent in High School Dist. 214. 


"We need a place where we can devel- 


op practical training," Warden said. "We 
want to pull those kids out of their 24- 
hour environment. They need to be away 
and In a new school. We anticipate hav- 
ing places to inject the clement of priva- 
cy for a child who now doesn't have 
much of It." 


The <IOO children housed at Maryville 


Academy, operated by Catholic Chari- 
ties, have been sent there by the courts 
because of a "breakup in the child's 
home." 
according to Father Smyth, 


Maryville superintendent. 


"THAT HAPPENS for reasons from A 


to 2." Fr. Smyth said. "Most of the chil-

Maryville accepts children from first 


grade through high school age. About 120 
(the 
elementary students who have 


"learned to adjust," according to achool 
officials) are being taught in other Dist. 
26 schools. About 150 attend public high 
schools. 


One-third of the 130 students at River 


Road are black. The rest are white with 
a small percentage of Mexican-American 
and Indian, 


It was during the summer of 1968, that 


Maryville officials made the llth hour 
decision that they could no longer edu- 
cate the children. Since Maryville is lo- 
cated within its boundaries, the responsi- 
bility fell on Dist. 26. 


At the time, the then Maryville super- 


intendent, the Rev. George 
Halpin, 


blamed the sudden decision on a short- 
•age of nuns and lack of funds for hiring 
teachers. But Father Smyth said the 
move was made to give Maryville chil- 
dren "a change in program," naming 
lack of finances as a secondary reason. 


MARYVILLE RECEIVES about 70 per 


cent of its budget from the Department 
of Child and Family Services, a state 
agency. That agency gives Maryville 
$8.03 per child per day to pay for individ- 
ual needs, as well as maintenance of the 
buildings, Before 1968, those state funds, 
plus donations, had to also pay for edu- 
cation. Now Dist. 26 is reimbursed by the 
state for a "tuition" for the Maryville 
students as well as the $5,000 a year rent 
Maryville charges for use of classrooms, 
music and science rooms and gym. 


Shortly before River Road opened as a 


Dist. 26 school, it was inspected, by Rob- 
ert Hayes, an assistant superintendent in 
the Cook County education office, to see 
whether it met the Illinois Life Safety 
Code. 


It did not, and the district was granted 


a five-year extension to bring the build- 
ing up to regulations. The extension is up 
at the end of the 1972-73 school year 


Items under inspection included heat- 


ing and ventilating systems, drinking 
fountains, toilet facilities, lighting and 
playgrounds. The fire alarm system and 
exits were also examined. As Kukla 


- points out, River Road students, are 
cleared out of the building 55 seconds af- 
ter the alarm sounds. 


However, Hayes could not say exactly 


why the building did not meet the codes. 
Pie said the district would have to hire an 
architect and an engineer to make such 
a survey. 


But officials are reluctant to spend the 


money for a survey of a building they 
may soon be moving out of. Another fac- 
tor is that Dist 26 cannot use money 
from its life safety, tax to improve a 
building owned by a parochial agency. 
' 
This spring State Rep.- Eugene Schhck- 


man, R-Arlington Heights, plans to in- 
troduce a bill into the Illinois General 
Assembly that would solve the school dis- 
trict's problems. The bill would provide 
state fundb for a new school, one that 
officials hope will, contain a lot of open 
space and individual learning material 
centers. 


But what if the bill never gets passed? 
"We'll just have to continue to use rub- 


ber bands, tape and paper clips to fix the 
building until the state realized its re- 
sponsibility is to provide educational fa- 
cilities for these kids," Kukla said. 


BLEAK HALLWAYS at River Road School in Mary- 
ville Academy are one of the problems River Trails 
School Dist. 26 officials want to solve with a new 


school building for the children at the academy. 
The school, located in one of the Maryville build- 
ings on River Road is Des Plaines, has been leased 


by the school district since 1968. About 130 of the 
children living at Maryville attend the school. The 
rest are bused to other public schools. 


Teller, 17, Foils Bank Holdup Attempt

A 17-year-old bank teller defied dark- 


ness and an armed holdup man Tuesday 
night'as she successfully foiled an at- 
tempted robbery at the First Arlington 
'National Bank's drive-in windows on 
North Arlington Heights Road. 


Wendy 
Jenkins, 
17, of Arlington 


Heights, told police she was forced at 
gunpoint to reopen the door to the drive- 
in bank after she had .locked up for the 
night and was preparing to drive htfme 
at about 6 p.m. 


While the would-be robber waited ner- 


vously for her to open the safe inside the 
small teller's cage, Miss Jenkins acti- 
vated a silent alarm that notified police 
, She then dropped the vault keys down 
a nearby heating vent, making entry to 
the safe impossible. 


"I'm just relieved that he didn't shoot 


me," she said afterward. "I was trying 
all the while to stall but he kept telling 
me that if I didn't hurry up he'd kill 
me." 


MISS JENKINS told police that as she 


was preparing to pull out of the parking 
lot behind the drive-in facility, a tall 
heavy-set man forced his way into her 
car and ordered her to give him her 
purse. 


She said the man brandished a black, 


snub-nosed revolver 


"I was carrying a big, carpetbag purse 


and I guess he thought the (bank) money 
was inside," she said. 


After discovering that there was no 


money in the purse, Miss Jenkins said 
the man ordered her to open the outside 
door to the teller's cage and bring the 
money out 


She said she told him opening the door 


would set off an alarm but he insisted 
that she open it anyway and threatened 
to kfll her if she did not. 


"I told him it was a bad idea to turn on 


the lights and in the dark I was able to 
push a button which set off a second 
alarm. Then I iust tried to stall him until 
the police could get there 


"I made excuses about why I couldn't 


get the vault open and finally was able to 
crawl across the floor and throw them 
(the keys) down the vent " 


MISS JENKINS said the man then told 


her to follow him back outside But after 
he was through the door, the girl pulled ' 
the door shut behind him, thus locking 
herself in the bank office. 


Once secure inside the building, Miss 


Jenkins said she telephoned Arlington 
Heights police.

She said that normally two tellers work 


in the drive-in branch but that Tuesday 
night the second teller had gone home 
early, leaving the high school senior to 
close up by herself. 


"You never really expect that anything 


like this will happen. But when he 
walked in front of my car, I knew ex- 
actly what he wanted." 


Miss Jenkins said the robber leaned on 


the hood of her car and tapped the wind- 
shield with his gun. 


ARLINGTON Heights police have cir- 


culated a description of the man to other 
police departments find are continuing 
their investigation into the case. 


Miss Jenkins said she has been work- 


ing as a part-time teller at the bank for 
about a year. She said she spends about 
20 hours a week working Saturdays and 
afternoons after school 


Bruce Dodds, an officer at the First 


Arlington National Bank, said this was 
the first such holdup attempt at the 
bank. He praised the girl for her alert- 
ness in what he called a "rather unique 
situation." 


"This kind of thing just doesn't happen 


very often here," he said. "This was the 
first and hopefully the last time at our 
bank " 


Miss Jenkins said she is not looking for 


any rewards or bonuses for her heroics. 
"I don't even want a raise," she told 
Dodds. "But I hope you give me some 
money to buy another purse."

Vernon hospital, in southern Illinois, is 
working toward construction of a 150-to- 
250-bed hospital on a 20-acre plot of land 
at Cuba and Old Harrington roads in 
Lake County, 


The proposed site is just north of the 


study area defined by the local ad hoc 
committee, which has representation 
from the villages of Schaumburg, Hoff- 
man Estates, Roselle and Hanover Park, 
and hospitals in Arlington Heights, Elk 
Grove Village and Elgin. 


The decision also affects a third hospi- 


tal planning group in Lake County, a 
Joint Committee for an Area Hospital, 
with 14 communities participating. It is 
in its second year. Meanwhile, an emer- 
gency medical facility and nursing home 
is 
being proposed 
for Streamwood. 


Proposers of the project say the facility 
could be expanded into a hospital some- 
time in the future. 


The Lake County doctors have re- 


ceived encouragement from state hospi- 
tal officials, claimed William Tenney, a 
private hospital consultant representing 
them. He added the doctors' group thus 
far has met all state requirements and 
currently is dickering with Harrington 
village officials for permission to tie into 
village sewer and wafer facilities. The 


proposed site lies just outside village 
boundaries. The group must also receive 
a zoning variance from Lake County. 


THE DOCTORS are proposing a "non- 


profit, private hospital for the public," 
Tenney said. 


"If they comply with all the technical 


requirements, there isn't any reason they 
can't go ahead," said Silverman,- who 
also is assistant director of the Chicago 
Hospital Association. 


Atty, Gen. William Scott, in his Mount 


Vernon ruling, noted that Dr Raymond 
Alexander, general practitioner spear- 
heading the hospital drive, had met all 
legal state licensing requirements, such 
as proof of adequate staff and 40 per cent 
unencumbered cash 


Opponents say the Mount Vernon hos-

Gas Price War: 
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Dealer Headache 


by LEA TONKIN 


The gasoline price war is alive and 


well in the Northwest suburbs. 


You can see it in the glaring price 


signs sandwiched between car wash and 
giveaway offers at the corner station. 
Dealers can see it in the appearance of 
the curious syndrome of the price-shop- 
ping driver who ogles the price sign, 
swings into his station, slows down to 
squint at the real price on the gas pump 
and then squeals- back onto the highway 
in a cloud of dust, searching for oven 
better bargains. 


"Those price shoppers just pull in the 


drive and before you can get out there to 
the pump they drive away," said Gerard 
Subtette, owner of the Northwest Stan- 
dard Station at 200 E. Northwest Hwy., 
Arlington Heights. "We were down to 
36.3 cents a gallon for regular gas, but 
then our oil company called and said 
they're pulling supports. "Now we're 
back to 40.0 cents a gallon," he said, 


The normal price level for regular 


gasoline is 40.4 to 40.9 cents a gallon, 
according to industry experts. However, 
during price war competition major oil 
companies often initiate price supports, 
allowing dealers to charg? less for gaso- 
line. The majors usually pay 70 per cent 
of the difference between normal prices 
and the lower price and the dealer pays 
30 per cent of this loss. 


SUBLETTE SAID Standard's move 


back to normal pricing is called "testing 
the market." If most of the other majors 


Mayor Atelier 
To Ask Uniform 
Budgeting 


Uniform budgeting periods for villages 


in the Northwest Municipal Conference 
will be proposed next month by Schaum- 
btirg Mayor Robert 0.

do not follow suit the firm probably will 
reinstate price supports, Sublette said. 
He said the ups and downs in gas prices 
have sharply reduced his profits and he 
has had to cut service staff too as a re- 
sult. 


Terry Masterson, owner of the Arling- 


ton; Shell station in Arlington Heights, 
said fickle motorists in search of the best 
gasoline prices often are stable custom- 
ers for service work. Although he low- 
ered his price on regular gasoline by 
several cents a' gallon following the price 
supports given by the Shell Oil Co., Mas- 
terson said he loses customers during the 
gas wars. 


"I've been down in my prices sinct De- 


cember," Masterson said. "It affects my 
gross sales. My volume drops when my 
prices go down. This is because prices 
are even lower in Chicago when the price 
war is on." He recently cut one service 
employe as a result of gas war losses. 


Albert Collyard, a Mobil station man- 


ager in Des Plaines, said he went along 
with price support program until Decem- 
ber of last year. "They call back and 
change the price supports every few 
days," he said. "But you don't have to 
take it," Collyard said the small differ- 
ence in his gas sales volume when prices 
are down does not make up the loss he 
pays for the participation in the gas war. 


"WHAT'S POSTED on the price sign is 


not necessarily changed when the price 
war is on" Collyard said. He noted that 
price-conscious motorists have to drive 
up to the pump to find out the total cost 
of gasoline. 


The move toward normal prices by at 


least three major oil companies this 
week does not assure an end to the cur- 
rent round in the gas war according to 
Philip Gianfortune, treasurer of the 
Gasoline Retailers Association of Metro- 
politan Chicago. "This may not succeed 
if the other oil companies do not follow," 
he said. 


The most recent slashes in gasoline 


pump prices have been in effect for the 
last three weeks in the Northwest section 
of the Chicago metropolitan area, he 
said. Gianfortune noted that price fluc- 
tuations at various stations ranging from 
31,9 to 34.9 a gallon can mean that deal- 
ers are suffering the same amount of 
loss in the price support program. This is 
because some majors offer greater sup- 
ports than other companies he said. 
< 


"The regional zoning for price supports • 


causes problems for dealers,"'said Gian- 
fortune. This policy means that a ma- 
jor dealer in one section of the Chicago 
metropolitan area may get price sup- 
ports while others do not. "This makes 
the dealer at normal prices look like he's 
money hungry,' said Gianfortune. 


"The oil companies are not generating 


any more sales in the price wars,' Gian-, 
fortune said. "All they're doing is victi-- 
mizing a lot of little dealers." 


Some gas suppliers are blaming a mi- 


nority of "maverick" dealers for touch- 
ing off the latest round in the gas wars, 
said Herbert Hugo, Midwest bureau chief 
for Plait's Oilgram, a daily petroleum 
industry report. "The big majority as of 
midweek 
are 
still at below-normal 


prices," he said.

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A Little Planning Makes 
Tax Time Easier To Face 


By this time most of us have already 


broken our well-meaning New Year's 
resolutions, so here is a chance to start 
afresh with a resolve that is almost cer- 
tain to keep more of those shrinking dol- 
lars In your pocket. 


"RESOLVED; I will begin planning 


now for my income taxes due next year 
(April 15, 1W2) and will be careful to 
keep receipts on any expenditures that 
might conceivably be deductible, and a 
record of income from any source." 


If you failed to keep adequate records 


last year it is probably too late now to 
compile them for your income taxes due 
this April. The result, the Illinois State 
Bar Association points out, is that hun- 
dreds of thousands of Illinois taxpayers 
likely will either pay more taxes than 
necessary or will unwittingly file er- 
roneous federal and state income tax re- 
turns. Either is costly. 


Most taxpayers with incomes in the up- 


per tax brackets long ago learned the 
need for careful tax-planning and the 
value of using professional tax counsel. 
Unfortunately, 1SBA notes, many tax- 
payers in the under $10,000 tax brackets 
— the ones least able to pay unnecessary 
taxes — are the ones most likely to neg- 
lect tax-planning. 


To help you keep the above New 


Year's resolution, the ISBA has compiled 
a list of suggestions that may save un- 
necessary taxes and certainly will save 
wasted time laboring over state and fed- 
eral tax forms, regardless of your tax 
bracket: 


- KEEP RECORDS of all expenses, 


even if you're not certain they're deduc- 
tible;), (Let a tax expert determine this.) 
Your state Income tax, incidentally, is a 
deductible item on your federal income 
tax return if you itemize your deduc- 
tions. However, the federal tax is not de- 
ductible on your Illinois tax return. 


— RECORD AND report all income. 


This includes bonuses, savings, interest, 
dividends and odd-job income from 
which there may have been no tax-with- 
holding 
deductions. 
Even seemingly 


small income Items must be reported 


and can appreciably affect' your tax lia- 
bility. 


— BE A PACK rat when it comes to 


s a v i n g receipts vouchers, cancelled 
checks. In Illinois it is advisable that 
such items be saved for 10 years, the 
point at which the statute of limitations 
expires for written contracts. You may 
be asked to produce those records for tax 
purposes, so have them easily accessible 
and in order. 


— RECORD MEDICAL expenses and 


contributions. Even though .they aren't 
deductible for state income tax unless 
considered a business expense, they may 
be itemized on the federal income tax 
return. 


— SPEAKING OF contributions, indi- 


viduals in the 20 per cent tax bracket 
shouldn't give to just any charity on the 
theory that there are big tax advantages 
in such donations; the deduction just 
doesn't pay off that much to taxpayers in 
low tax brackets. Give instead to those 
causes you believe in. 


— KEEP RECORDS on future income 


producers — including corporate stock 
purchases and any significant improve- 
ments to your home, such as a room ad- 
dition. These items may someday be- 
come reportable on your income tax re- 
turn as a capital gain, and you will need 
records of original cost, the cost of im- 
provements, and so on. 


— RELY ON authorities. If you have a 


question, check with the Internal Reve- 
nue Service, not a well-meaning friend. 
Or else, hire a qualified tax practitioner. 
Also use only those forms and schedules 
authorized by the IRS and the Illinois 
Department of Revenue. 


— START NOW to organize 
tax 


records. The longer a taxpayer waits to 
organize his tax affairs, the more likely 
he is to overlook deductions to which he's 
entitled or otherwise fail to include in his 
calculations all the tax-saving measures 
that are available to him. Good record 
keeping makes tax audits much easier 
for both the taxpayer and the, tax audi- 
tor, and in the long run less expensive as 
well. 


Libraries Here To Receive 
$15,000 In Federal Grants 


Northwest suburban public libraries 


have been designated to receive more 
than $15,000 in federal grants for the ac- 
quisition of library materials. 


The grants represent the first federal 


funding of library materials, according 
to Robert W. Sullen, administrative ser- 
vices librarian of the North Suburban Li- 
brary System (NSLS). 


Other federal grants have gone toward 


buildings and facilities. 


The $15,53" is earmarked for adult non- 


fiction books and for non-print materials, 
such as tapes, records and pictures. 


Books obtained with the grant cannot 


duplicate books already carried by the 
library. 


Awarded on the basis of population 


served by the library, grants have been 
appropriated 
as 
follows:

Heights, $3,244; Des Plaines, $2,861; Elk. 
Grove Village, $1,225; Mount Prospect, 
$ 1 , 7 4 0 : Palatine,

S c h a u m b u r g Township, $2,527; and 
Wheeling, $1,250. 


The Arlington Heights library has been 


notified that it may not receive the feder- 
al grant unless it fully participates in 
NSLS programs. 


The library board has declined to join 


NSLS' reciprocal borrowing program be- 
cause the library has a large supply of 
books and materials and, the board be- 
lieves, would not greatly benefit from 
participating in the program. 


An additional federal grant of $121,306 


has been awarded to the NSLS to coodi- 
nate the activities of the system and to 
build up certain book collections in the 31 
member libraries.' 


Bullen said these collections include 


the education section in the Arlington 
Heights library and the 'biography sec- 
tion in the Des Plaines library.

The next time you look through an Al- 


dens or Sears catalog and see the bed- 
room or living room you've always want- 
ed, chances are it's right here in Des 
Plaines under the same roof with 50 
other stylish rooms. 


Those rooms of your dreams, which 


can be dismantled and replaced in about 
an hour, are located at Nugent Wenckus 
Studios, 1100 E. Northwest Hwy., a glam- 
orous 
, (Commercial photography j;-fir;m 


housed near the junction of three rail- 
road 'lines in an industrial section of the 
city'. 


Nugent Wenckus has the aura of a 


large Hollywood movie studio, with more 
than 100 workers busily preparing 52 dif- 
ferent sets to be photographed for use in 
catalogs, brochures and newspaper cir- 
culars. 


Photographers 
and their 
assistants, 


photo lab technicians, woman fashion 
stylists, interior decorators, illustrators, 
carpenters, electricians, property people 
and of course models are all on the pay- 
roll. 


Today 
the 
studios occupy 
100,000 


square- feet of floor space, but the com- 
pany had its beginnings 24 years ago in 
much humbler surroundings. 


"When we first started in Chicago in 


1947 our studios were 287 feet long and 
only 18 feet wide," says Company Pres. 
R. C. Nugent.; 


"At that time we were doing work for 


Aldens, Sears, Continental Products and 
Ace Hardware so we were pretty well 
cramped," he says. 


After moving to bigger quarters in Chi- 


cago, then having to move again for lack 


of space, the company became one of the 
few major photography studios to leave 
the city and in 1967 Nugent Wenckus 
came to Des Plaines. 
.. 


"Besides space, this area allows better 


access to the large trucks that frequently 
deliver the'merchandise we use on our 
sets;" Nugent says. 
. 


"When we first started most of our 


catalog work was 90 per cent illustrated 
but today 90 per cent of pur work is pho-c 
tography," Nugent saidf 
'•. g "J; . 


"Even our billing and job estimating, is:!' 


different today," Nugent added. "We bill' 
our .customers and give estimates with, 
the use of a computer but it kind of. takes 
the fun out of business." . '

Photographing a particular set in- 


volves, the work of many people. Besides 
the photographer and his assistant, a 
fashion stylist takes care of what the 
model is wearing and how the garment is 
to be worn: A casting director deter.- 
mines the kind of set to be used for the 
picture, sees that the right decorations 
are in place:and the unit director super- 
vises the total operation. 


EVEN MORE Nugent employes might 


be involved in the shooting of a bedroom, 
living room or kitchen set. There's the 
planning stage where set design and 
page layout are determined and props 
and garments are made ready so the 
complete-set can be put up on an hour's 
notice.

Nugent says one of the more difficult 


products • to photograph are 
sleeping 


bags. 
:: "First they are soaked in water and 
boards are put in them, then the process 
is repeated a number of .times to get the 


wrinkles out in order to make the sleep- 
ing bags more photogenic," he said. 


Other tricks are also used to make 


merchandise more appealing. Instead of 
using mattresses, wooden boxes the size 
of beds are used to photograph bedroom 
curtains and bedspreads'. 


"IF WE USED real mattresses the 


lumps would really stick out in the pic- 
ture," Company Vice Pres..Clifford W.

Nugent Wenckus did a $2% million 


business last year, 70 per cent of that 
being catalog work, with film and model 
fees the highest costs. 


"CHICAGO MODELS get about $55 an 


hour on the average and usually work 
two hours for each picture but lately 
we've interspersed our work by bringing 
in New York models to have different 
faces," Nugent says. 


"We spend about $150,000 annually on 


film and about the same amount on mod- 
eling fees," he added. 


The glamour of commercial photo- 


graphy often associated with New York 
or Chicago has established a foothold in 
suburban Des Plaines.

With an eye on the international mone- 


tary situation, the nation's leading coin 
experts and dealers are forecasting a 
year of mixed blessings for numismatics 
in 1&72. All of them good. According to a 
majority opinion, public awareness of 
coin collecting was stimulated by the in- 
troduction of the circulating Eisenhower 
dollar. 


The January 1072 "Crystal Ball" edi- 


tion of Numismatic Scrapbook magazine 
is the 20th annual issue devoted to pre- 
dictions from outstanding professional 
numismatists and other hobby leaders on 
just what the New Year will bring. 


A majority of the experts have ex- 


pressed a feeling that President Nixon's 
economic programs have slowed in- 
flation, permitting many collectors to re- 
turn to Leisure-Living activities they 
were forced to abandon during much of 
1971 
This trend will continue upward 


through 1972. 


Of chief concern to most if not all pro- 


fessional and nonprofessional collectors 
and dealers is the industry's battle 
against counterfeit and replica coins. 
Congress is not approaching the situation 
with sufficient vigor, and cituens in, as 
well as out of, the coin collecting hobby 
are calling upon their representatives to 
speed up adoption of the "Hobby Protec- 
tion Act," (HR. 10600) introduced by 
Rep. Seymour Halpern, D-N.Y. 


A QUICK LOOK at some of the pre- 


dictions and ideas submitted to the 
"Crystal Ball" and this writer's reaction 
which Is based on the trends reflected in 
this column's reader mail: 


Schiller and Hom«a of McKeesport, 


Pa., suggest a return to significant U.S. 
commemorative coins started by the is- 
suance of the Eisenhower dollar. 1 agree 
wholeheartedly. 


Aubrey Bebee of Omaha, Neb, the 


man who paid $46,000 for one of the five 
known 1913 Liberty head nickels, feels 
that If the stock market continues at its 
low ebb during 1972, more collectors may 
become heavy buyers of U.S. coins from 
an investment angle. Confidence in the 
President's new economic policies should 


continue with a beneficial effect on the 
hobby. 


Aubrey's analysis commands consid- 


erable respect from this and many other 
columnists since he rarely calls a bad 
shot. His $46,000 investment in 1967 
brought an offer of $80,000 in 1971,' and I 
know for a fact the ante will be raised 
this year to $100,000. 


On a pessimistic note, a downcast pro- 


fessional numismatist states that in his 
opinion the Eisenhower proof and un- 
circulated 1971 dollars will sell far below 
their original issue price in 1972, a whol- 
ly unqualified expression that should 
never have been included among the pre- 
dictions. 


TRUE, THE proof and uncirculated 


Eisenhower 
dollars were overpriced 


when compared with similar issues in 
other countries But don't be taken in by 
vicious rumors designed only to talk you 
out of your coins.

Holes that are off center, cuts that are 


not square, shelves that are not level, 
installations that are not plumb — these 
all too often indicate a do-it-yourself 
project. 


You can avoid sloppy work. Measure 


everything twice, then again if there is 
any doubt. Use the proper tools 


Wooden yardsticks given away as ad- 


vertisements are fine for rough measure- 
ments but don't rely on them. Ends wear 
easily and the yardsticks get damaged 
and warped after a short time. 


Buy yourself a good rule for measui- 


ing Convenient are the folding six and 
eight foot rules that are only eight inches 
long when closed. They are tipped with 
brass so that they will not become in- 
accurate due to wear. 


Flexible steel rules are very con- 


venient. The rule spools up into a case 
about two inches square. Such rules are 
more finely graduated than wood. A hook 
on the end makes them easy to use. 


Get one with a case that has one flat 


side and a hook that is movable for in- 
side and outside measurements. When 
taking an inside measurement just add 
the she of the case. 


WHEN YOU HAVE measured and 


marked a line remember that the thick- 
ness of the line can affect the finished 


work if you are going to cut along it. A 
metal scriber or a knife will make a thin 
line Dull pencils make lines that are too 
thick for accuracy.

Peace Corps: 


A Dying Dream 


A once-proud symbol of what 


young and old Americans could do 
for their world has taken another 
body blow from which it may be 
difficult to recover. 


The Peace Corps, brainchild of 


President Kennedy in the early 
1960s, will cut in half its 8,000- 
member volunteer force in order to 
line up with recent spending reduc- 
tions brought about by Congress. 


Joseph H, Blatchford, director of 


the agency which oversees the 
Peace Corps, has ordered a halt in 
signing up volunteers, at least until 
July 1, although applications will 
continue to be accepted. About 
4,000 volunteers in 55 countries will 
be brought back home under the 
cutback. 


The Peace Corps reached its 


manpower peak in 1966, when 
12.500 volunteers were stationed in 
54 countries. It once received an 
annual funding of $113 million. This 
year that figure will be around the 
$40 million mark. 


Since the agency's birth, its role 


has changed from that of supplying 
liberal arts college graduates to 
supplying specialists where the 
need exists for them. 


In the beginning, it was a rela- 


tively autonomous agency. Today, 
the years of shuffling it through the 
Office 
of Economic Opportunity 


and into other channels have dim- 
med its stature. Too often it has 
seemed to resemble another face- 
less bureaucratic agency. 


Its luster dimmed, also, during 


the bloodiest days of the Vietnam 
War. as many returning volunteers 
wondered if it were not merely a 
tool for expansionist American for- 
eign policy. 


They reasoned that it served 


merely as a tool to promote subtly 
a capitalist foreign policy. The 
Corps will only be the first step to- 
wards opening up new American 
markets, they cynically reasoned. 


Perhaps the "imperialist" rea- 


soning has some logic to it. But in 
balance two other factors make the 


Corps a shining example of what it 
can do to serve this world. 


First, there is no requirement 


that a country accept a Peace 
Corps unit. The Corps is designed 
to function in the selfish interest of 
host countries, which may select a 
program in which young special- 
ists will work. But there seem to be 
few strings attached to that ser- 
vice, unless you regard American 
"presence" as a string, 


Second, the greatest value in the 


Corps has been for the persons who 
participate in it. As initially devel- 
oped it was a splendid opportunity 
for young Americans to be ex- 
posed to a foreign culture and lan- 
guage for one or two years. It still 
provides such an experience. 


For those who participated, the 


Corps gave one a perspective about 
this country which is not available 
otherwise. It allowed some of the 
finest men and women of this gen- 
eration to examine, upon return- 
ing, the state of America in rela- 
tion to the world. It gave us self- 
criticism; although the criticism 
and analysis often became pro- 
test, it still was an effort to change, 
for the better, this "nation's direc- 
tion. 


Today, somehow the selflessness 


which the Peace Corps promoted 
in its early years is gone. The 
Peace Corps may stumble on for a 
few more years — perhaps re- 
garded by many as an outgrowth 
an outdated foreign policy — but 
its best years seem past. 


Still, it is no time for a requiem. 


Congress and the President can 
make service to other countries a 
top priority. 


Public service — perhaps as a 


partial replacement for military 
service — can again be stressed if 
the leaders in Washington wish to 
direct us away from selfish inter- 
ests and towards the overall good 
of this country and the world. The 
Peace Corps does not have to die; 
the essence and the spirit of it can 
survive.

the news on the same day. 


The one told of the landing in 


Seattle of a half-ton of food, accom- 
panied by more than $800 in cash, 
as a "mercy gift" to the needy 
people of Seattle from their sister 
city of Kobe. Japan. 


The aerospace industry in the 


Northwest has 
been especially 


hard hit by the economic slump. In 
Seattle, said the story, "once-af- 
fluent aerospace engineers gather 
three times a week in the rain and 
snow for bags of free groceries." 


As a result of the Japanese ship- 


ment, embarrassed 
Agriculture 


Department officials finally agreed 


to release stockpiled surplus food 
to the unemployed, 


The other story told of an im- 


passe on the federal Pay Board re- 
garding a 12 per cent pay increase 
negotiated in new labor contracts 
in the aerospace industry. Some 
members of the board hoped to 
limit the increase to 10 per cent, 
still well above the official guide- 
line of 5.5 per cent.

Debating A Political Debate 


The Walker-Simon debate on debate 


continues, and may not be resolved be- 
fore primary election day March 21. 


In their battle for the Democratic nom- 


ination for governor, both Lt. Gov. Paul 
Simon and his challenger, Dan Walker, 
have scored some points over the debate 
issue. 


Walker began the maneuvering with 


his challenge to Simon, using a time-hon- 
ored tactic for the political newcomer 
against the established officeholder. 


Simon, in seeming violation of the old 


rule forbidding the "in" candidate from 
sharing the spotlight with the "out" can- 
didate, promptly agreed to debate under 
conditions to be worked out in the future. 


Since then they have been sparring 


over the matter. 


Simon lost the early rounds. As the 


"in" candidate, he is in the position of 
either agreeing to meet with his oppo- 
nent, exposing himself to a frontal at- 
tack, or to be attacked on the flank as 
being "afraid" to face Walker. 


Walker from the outset has asked for a 


series of debates at various locations 
throughout the state. Simon has not 
agreed to that condition, and while the 
candidates' staffs have made proposals 
and counter-proposals on ground rules, 
Walker has pointed to the delay as reluc- 
tance on Simon's part. 


Walker has insisted publicly that Sim- 


on does not wish to face direct question- 
ing about how the lieutenant governor 
Tvon the support of Chicago Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley. 


There is probably some truth to that, 


but it is understandable on Simon's part. 
The charge that he had to make some 
kind of deal for that support is by Us 
nature one that cannot be demonstra- 
tively disproven. Simon can only deny it. 


But, while the sparring continued, 


along came WPLD-TV with an offer of 
air time, and Simon got some points 
back. 


He promptly responded to meet Walker 


on WFLD, with certain conditions. 


Simon wants a panel of reporters to do 


the questioning. This would probably 
minimize Walker's opportunity to empha- 
size the "Daley question " 


Simon also asked that the tape be 


made available to all 35 Illinois TV sta- 
tions. This, said his staff, would provide 
"saturation" exposure of the debate, 
ending any necessity for further meet- 
ings and saving everybody a lot of time. 


Walker's response put him in the posi- 


tion of the candidate refusing to debate. 
He informed WFLD he would appear 
only if Simon agreed that the debate 
would be just one in a series. 


If it goes no further, Simon will at 


least have blunted the Walker attack. 
Both will be able to blame the other, and 
incessant harping by Walker about the 
matter will wear thin on the voters even- 
tually. 


If Simon can sterm this assault by 


Walker, he may very well be on the way 
to widening a gap in the race which ap- 
pears to have been narrowed somewhat 
by Walker. 


As the acknowledged frontrunner. Sim- 


on has from the beginning been in a posi- 
tion of running a vigorous race and of 
not making a mistake which would allow 
Walker to gain ground. 


It is Walker who must create issues.

Fence Post Special 
Roeser Hits Dist. 59 


(The Fence Post occasionally receives 


a letter that warrants a special reac- 
tion from the letter's target. Today the 
Herald is publishing a letter critical of 
the administration of Dist. 59 in Elk 
Grove Township. Tomorrow, Snpt. James 
Erviti of Dist. 59 will respond to the let- 
ter.) 


School District 59 is busy manufac- 


turing a new financial crisis. This isn't 
the same old crisis brought on by ex- 
cessive staff, vast landscaping, unneces- 
sary floodlights, high salaries for admin- 
istrators, legions of psychiatrists and so- 
cial workers, nor the fantastic telephone 
bills, or experimental programs. The 
fact that they have borrowed to the limit 
on tax anticipation warrants due to their 
previous deficits won't stop them from 
taking a big step into bankruptcy. 


They intend to build a new junior high 


school that they say is needed. This 
need is based on their earlier estimates 
of district growth and on present crowd- 
ing in four junior highs. They expected 
400 more students this year. They actual- 
ly got only 87 more. Now this isn't the 


it because the voters passed a bond ref- 
erendum. But the voters turned down the 
referendum for increase in the education 
and building funds. It now appears that 
their building plans were based on badly 
erroneous assumptions. The board and 
Dr. Erviti are scornful of criticism and 
will not review their decision. 


District 59 has always spent far more 


than adjoining districts because they had 
money from the industrial district of Elk 
Grove. Time after time they have been 
saved from complete disaster by extra 
tax money and by borrowing on the fu- 
ture. Their insistence on spending for an- 
other building is bound to put intolerable 
strains on both the education and build- 
ing funds. Dr. Erviti has been long rec- 
ommending tax increase referendums 
every year. This district has never econ- 
omised. Their press releases on budget 
savings last year were outright lies. So 
called budget reductions were not by 
comparison with previous expenditures, 
but with trial budgets which were even 
higher than the final ones. Despite criti- 
cism of administrative costs they gave 
themselves excessive raises. Their sala- 
ries and other costs have kept on going 
up faster than the cost-of-living. 


You can be sure they will be asking for 


another tax increase with a sad tale of 
how much it is needed. They are creat- 
ing a crisis and they expect the over- 
burdened taxpayer to bail them out. Re- 
member this when you vote, and mean- 
while express your own opinion. These 
educators are not really so smart.

Federal Reserve Newsletter Reports Tariff Cuts 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago, 


in its most recent international news- 
letter, reported on the tariff cuts, export- 
import bank operations and relaxation of 
exchange controls. 


TARIFF CUTS agreed upon during the 


Kennedy Round trade negotiations were 
fully implemented as of Jan. 1 right on 
schedule. The fifth and final reduction 
under the 1967 agreement amounted to 
an average cut in U.S. import tariffs of 
0.5 per cent. With this reduction, average 
U.S. import duties on manufacturers are 
more than one-third lower than in 1967. 


Other industrial countries have com- 


pleted tariff reductions of a comparable 
magnitude. Average tariff rates on du- 
tiable imports now fall in a range from 9 
to 11 per cent for major industrial coun- 
tries, Canada and Japan, among the ma- 
jor trading partners of the United States, 
implemented their final tariff reductions 
in advance of the scheduled date. 


Voluntary quotas restricting foreign 


steel imports ended Dec. 31, 1971, when 
the thr,ee-year agreement between the 
U.S. Government and the steel industries 


of the EEC and Japan expired. 


U. S. attempts to negotiate a rate of 


import increase that is lower than the 5 
per cent per year of the previous agree- 
ment have been unsuccessful. The lifting 
of the 10 per cent import surtax may 
help the U.S. position, expecially with re- 
spect to the steel industry of the EEC, 
which has refused to consider an exten- 
sion of the previous agreement as long 
as the surtax applied. 


In a related development, the Japanese 


and European steel industries agreed 
that Japan will voluntarily restrict steel 
exports to the EEC and Britain in 1972. 
Japan's steel exports of 1.13 million tons 
during the first three quarters of 1971 
were nearly 42 per cent above the com- 
parable period in 1970. Exports to the 
EEC and Britain in 1972 will be limited 
to 1.25 million tons. 


EXPORT-IMPORT BANK financing 


requirements for U.S. exports were liber- 
alized effective Dec. 1, 1971. The Ex- 
imbank will make advance commitments 
on commercial bank loans made for the 
purpose of financing the medium-term 


GM Says It Contributes 


.1 Billion To Illinois 


General Motors contribution to the 


economy of Illinois during 1971 totaled 
more than $1.1 billion,, the firm said. In 
1970 GM's economic contribution was 
more than $900 million. 


Payrolls for more than 18,400 GM em- 


ployes in the state totaled $212 million up 
from $172 million in 1970. 


GM and its divisions did business with 


more than 4,100 Illinois firms and last 
year spent more than $950 million for 
materials and services here. In 1970 GM 
purchases in Illinois were $725 million. 
GM's activities in 1970 were affected by 
a 10-week strike by the United Auto 
Workers. 


The major GM operations in Illinois 


are the Electro-Motive Division plant in 
LaGrange, Fisher Body Division plant in 
Willow Springs and Central Foundry Di- 
vision plant in Danville. 


Electro-Motive Division last year em- 


ployed over 11,000 people who earned in 
excess of $130 million in wages. During 
the year they purchased $3.7 million 
worth of U.S. Savings Bonds and re- 
ceived more than $120,000 in Suggestion 
Plan awards. 


'The division spent more than $75 mil- 


lion with 2,200 local suppliers. Electro- 


Motive is one of the major producers of 
diesel engines in the United States' and 


' last year built 1,204 locomotives up from 


820 in 1970. In addition the plant pro- 
duced utility power generators and diesel 
engines for marine and industrial pow- 
er. 


The Fisher 
Body plant 
produces 


stampings of parts for most GM makes 
of cars and ships an average of 200 rail- 
cars of parts a week to other GM plants 
in the U.S. and Canada. In 1971 it made 
336,000 tons of stampings up from 200,000 
the year before. 


The plant employs more than 3,200 


people who earned more than $42 million 
in wages and an additional $80,000 in 
Suggestion Plan awards. The plant pur- 
chased more than $56 million worth of 
materials and services from 750 local 
firms. 


The Central Foundry plant makes cas- 


tings of auto parts such as transmission 
housings, brake cylinders and crank- 
shafts. In 1971 the plant produced 279,000 
tons of parts that were shipped to other 
GM facilities. 


The plant employs more than 2,200 


people who last year earned more than 
$26 million in wages and an additional 
$80,000 in Suggestion Plan awards.

THIS WAS THE second round of ex- 


change control relaxation made possible 
as a result of the revaluation of the yen 
on Dec. 19. The fkst round included the 
application of the official guidelines for 
exchange banks' dollar holdings on a 
monthly average basis instead of the 
day-to-day basis. The guidelines for ex- 
change banks' dollar holdings, however, 
continued to be in effect, so that any 
speculative movements of short-term 
capital can be effectively checked. 


The French finance ministry revoked 


the exchange control measure of Dec. 3, 
which forbade nonresidents borrowing 
from residents to make short-term in- 
vestments in France. The ban — which 
covered purchases of Treasury and sav- 
ings bonds, as well as certain other pri- 
vate bills — was imposed in an effort to 
stop speculation on the franc before the 
December Group of Ten monetary settle- 
ment.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An enterpris- 


ing, if perhaps insecure, couple named 
David and Holly Franke recently made a 
20,000-mile trip around the country to see 
if there was any place left in America 
where it was safe to live. 


They judged the communities they vis- 


ited by such criteria as crime rates, non- 
lethal quality of air and water, avail- 
ability of medical care, etc. 


Out of their travels has come a new 


type of guidebook. Called "Safe Places," 
it lists some SO localities that offer the 
best chances of survival 


Since the formal publication date isn't 


until March 3, it would be premature of 
me to discuss the contexts further. I can 
tell you, however, that in my opinion the 


standards they applied were entirely too 
limited. 


TO ALLAY the full range of phobias, 


the book should give such information as 
distance from nearest Army nerve gas 
center, frequency of broccoli famines, 
outbreaks of cannibalism and average 
annual casualties from falling mete- 
orites, buffalo stampedes and quicksand. 


Despite these statistical shortcomings, 


however, I predict that the book will 
have a profound impact on the tourist 


industry. 


No longer will communities strive to 


attract tourists by staging crabgrass fes- 
tivals, whittling tournaments and reen- 
actments of Lyndon Johnson's 1964 cam- 
paign motorcade through Culpepper, Va. 


From now on, the lure will be security, 


as illustrated in the following travel 
agency brochures: 


"Visit super-safe Moat City . . . Flor- 


ida's most impregnable fortress commu-

Q — l AM t>7 years old and worked 


part-time this year I was very careful 
about the number of hours I worked so I 
wouldn't go over $1,680, but my employer 
surprised me with a $200 Christmas 
bonus. What will this do to my social se- 
curity payments' I receive $150 from so- 
cial security each month. 


A — You should file a report of earn- 


ings with your social security office. We 
wil then withhold any excess earnings 
from your 1972 social security checks. If 
your totnl earnings in 1971 were $1,880, 
we would withhold $100 from one of your 
social security checks. 


Q — 1 COLLECT monthly social secur- 


ity checks and worked part time during 
1071. Since I didn't eorn over $1,680, 
must I file any report of my earnings 
with social security? 


A — Not unless you previously report- 


ed to social security that you would earn 
over $1,680. In that case, you would need 
to file Q report to receive any monthly 
benefits that have been withheld on the 
basis of your previous estimate of earn- 
ings. Remember the deadline for filing a 
1971 annual report of earnings is April 
15, 1972. 


Q — 1 AM planning to retire from my 


Job in the middle of 1972 when I become 
65. Since my earnings from the 6 months 
before I retire will add up to nearly 
$5,000, can I receive any monthly cash 
payments for the rest of the year? 


A — Yes. No matter how much you 


earn before you retire, you can still re- 
ceive social security benefits for any 
month you neither earn wages of $140 or 
less nor perform substantial work as a 
self-employed person.

Little Action Expected On Women's 
Rights In Spring Legislative Session 


PRESERVATION OF WILDLIFE has turned into a real 
hang-up, as demonstrated by Arabesque, in this new 
deep-dimensional Animal Kingdom wall plaque.

in a choice of color-accented metal gold or bright mul- 
ti-color technique, this fanciful collection of animals 
will retail for about $35. 


Since the Illinois legislature met only 


three days in January little action on 
bills pertaining to women's rights was 
taken. The spring session will reconvene 
April 4 after the primary election. 


However, before recessing both houses 


did agree to the Governor's amendment 
to HB2209 which removes the prohibition 
against women receiving workman's 
compensation during the three months 
before and the one month after child- 
birth. 


Gov. Ogilvie had previously exercised 


an amendatory veto with recommended 
language changes in the original bill that 
had passed both the Senate and the 
House and was before him to be signed. 


SINCE HIS AMENDMENT has now 


been accepted by both houses of the state 
legislature, the law automatically will go 
into effect. The Governor having already 
endorsed its current wording, certifica- 
tion of the bill is now a mere formality. 


Primary attention in the area of wom- 


en's rights while the state legislature is 
not In session will be on the Equal Rights 


Amendment which passed the U. S. 
House of Representatives Oct. 12 and is 
expected to be brought up for a vote on 
the floor of the Senate shortly. 


Bills requiring appropriations will re- 


ceive the greatest amount of attention 
when the state legislature reconvenes in 
April. 


It is doubtful that HB2210 allowing 


married women to choose their surname 
for legal purposes will be introduced at 
this time. The bill was defeated on the 
floor of the house last spring. 


REP. EUGENIA CHAPMAN of the 3rd 


District, a co-sponsor of the original bill, 
said re-introduction is a matter of tim- 
ing. "I may wait before bringing it up 
again," she said. 


Neither does Mrs. Chapman plan to 


push HB220S which would create an Of- 
fice of Women's Activities under the gov- 
ernor, dedicated to alleviating cases of 
sex discrimination in the state. 


In retrospect, -Mrs. Chapman views 


1971 as an important year for the pas- 
sage of legislation promoting women's 


rights. 


"In the past eight years we've in- 


troduced legislation but have not been 
able to make any progress with it. This 
year, however, women have become in- 
volved and have been willing to testify," 
she said. 


MRS. CHAPMAN highlighted the ma- 


jor gains women made this past year in 
new legislation. 


HB1162 extended the protection of the 


Fair Employment Act to cover sex dis- 
crimination cases. 


An amendment tacked onto HB3, a 


minimum wage bill affecting both men 
and women, included a provision for 
."equal pay for equal work." 


Other legislation passed included two 


bills prohibiting public schools from ex- 
cluding students for reasons of sex. And 
of course, most recently passed was 
HB2209 which aided pregnant women. 


"Now it is a question of enforcing and 


using the laws," continued Mrs. Chap- 
man. "Women must be sensitive-to what 
has been passed."

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Vasectomy Improves 
Sex Life, Survey Shows 


Vasectomy results in a better sex life 


according to 70 per cent of the 320 
couples who replied to a poll conducted 
by the Midwest Population Center, Chi- 
cago. 


Two questionnaires (one for the hus- 


band and one for the wife,) sent to 740 
couples six months after the men had 
vaseetomies at the Midwest Population 
Center, disclosed that the great majority 
attribute the improved sex harmony to 
the removal of worry about pregnancy 
and the elimination of birth control de- 
vices and pills. The remaining 30 per 
cent reported no change In their sex life. 


"There were a lot of personal ex- 


planations elaborating on various things 
the people checked," according to the 
Rev. Don C. Shaw, executive director. 
"For instance, many of the couples who 
said that the vasectomy hadn't changed 
their sex life said they were already on 
the pill and had no fear of pregnancy in 
the first place." 


THE MIDWEST Population Center, 100 


E. Ohio, began vasectomy services on 
March 17, 1071, and by the end of the 
year its surgeons had performed 1,900 
vasectomies. 


"We were sure that vasectomy had 


benefits in addition to permanent birth 
control. But the responses of our patients 
and their wives were even more enthu- 
siastic than we'd hoped," Shaw said, ad- 
ding he was highly pleased with the sur- 
vey. 


Ninety three per cent of the husbands 


and 75 per cent of the wives feel "exactly 
as much a man (or woman) as I did 
before." Almost four times as many 
women (22 per cent) as men (six per 
cent) stated "I feel more like a woman 
(man) since my husband's (my) vasecto- 
my)" Only one man and one woman 


reported uncertainty. 


Shaw added that there was an overall 


increase in sex activity by 10 to 20 per 
cent reported by the couples. 


THE SURVEY shows that 32 per cent 


of the couples feel that since the man's 
vasectomy they get along better. Eight- 
een per cent of the couples indicate a 
better relationship with then: children 
and five per cent indicate a better rela- 
tionship with other people. The rest re- 
ported no change. 


Asked if they feel more "socially re- 


sponsible" since vasectomy, almost one 
half answered positively. One-half of the 
men state that "many people know I've 
had a vasectomy."' About a quarter of 
the men state that "only a few close 
friends know I've had a vasectomy." 
Only one man reported feeling guilty 
about having had a vasectomy. 


Almost all of the husbands and wives 


believe that their partners are happy 
about the vasectomy. However, one man 
thinks his wife doesn't care and four 
women think their husbands don't care. 


NINETY PER CENT of the men and 


women described the vasectomy service 
at MPC as excellent or very good. The 
remaining 10 per cent rated the services 
good except for two who indicated 
"fair." 


Shaw stated that a great deal of data 


had been obtained through the survey 
and that, hopefully, graduate students 
will use the questionnaires for a more 
detailed basis for study. Those surveyed 
had the option of remaining anonymous 
and, despite this, no negative responses 
were received, he said. 


The Midwest Population Center, a non- 


profit organization, operates the only 
medical facility in Illinois devoted ex- 
clusively to vasectomy surgery.

We know that people are part of the 


problem of pesticide misuse (here we are 
not even talking about the safety and 
danger inherent in pesticides them- 
selves). 


The evidence points one way: People 


often don't read pesticide labels. They ig- 
nore them. 


A team of researchers in the state ag- 


ricultural school is trying to find out 
why. 


The researchers analyzed samples of 


the more than 37,000 labels, using a read- 
ability formula that takes into account 
factors such as sentence length and num- 
ber of syllables per 100 words. 


They examined such things as the type 


size and form of printed words, color 
combinations. 


ACCORDING TO the study, the re- 


searchers found that city people have 
trouble understanding the meaning of the 
f o l l o w i n g terms, which are used 
frequently in label statements: 


Fungicide: (chemical to kill fungus — 


what's a fungus? — mildew, mold, rust, 
smut, toadstools).

which are absorbed through the plant's 
system and translocated by sap move- 
ment. These, are very poisonous and dan- 
gerous to use, because they can be ab- 
sorbed through a person's skin and circu- 
lated through the blood stream. 


Infestation: it means your plant is 


crawling with bugs! 


Inhalation of mist: It means the 


breathing in of the spray into your lungs. 


EARLIER RESEARCH showed that it 


takes a person/ with a high school or bet- 
ter education to read and understand the 
average pesticide label. 


Somebody should remind the manufac- 


turers of bug killers that they will have 
to come up with something better for the 
majority of us — and especially for our 
brothers — the under-educated migrant 
workers of our country.

"A Thousand Gowns" is not a run-of- 


the-mill frivolous comedy. 


While the initial reaction is one of mer- 


riment, it isn't all laughs. 


There are some hidden messages of 


life itself in between the smirks. It's the 
constant shift between humorous dia- 
logue and emotionally lit scenes that 
makes the play at Park Theatre inter- 
esting. It's both entertaining and provok- 
ing. - 


And former Wyatt Earp fans will get a 


charge out of seeing their idol, Hugh 
O'Brian, in the lead role, an eccentric 
but very honest Murray Burns who ab- 
hors anything akin to an image of Mr. 
Average American. 


THE FULL DEVELOPMENT of Mur- 


ray's character is the basis/of the play, 
and O'Brian, who has played the role be- 
fore, does a beautiful job with it. 


Murray is a free man. He couldn't care 


less what other people think. He is imag- 
inative, creative and by society's stan- 
dards certainly immature. But life for 
him is fun, not drudgery. 


He greets the morning in a pair of ga- 


loshes, shorts,' tie-dyed T-shirt and Rob- 
inhood hat. He opens the window and 
yells anything to anybody who chooses to 
listen.- ,. 


However, he is best at lavishing sar- 


castic remarks on those people who hap- 
pen to bug him, particularly child wel- 
fare caseworkers who are attempting to 
classify him unfit to raise his young 
nephew, Nick. 


O'BRIEN, RECENTLY having in- 


jured his knee, is forced to take to a 
cane and cater to his bum leg throughout 
the performance. Yet it's so expertly wo- 
ven into Murray's characterization that 
those unfamiliar with the play are un- 
sure whether his injury is real or merely 
an act. It even further distinguishes Mur- 
ray and the cane ... well it becomes the 
most important prop in the play. Much 


credit goes to director Harvey Med- 
linsky. 


"A Thousand Clowns" does have its 


down moments. Fortunately the lulls are 
always caught short by new action. It is 
that way- in the opening act when Mur- 
ray's introduction begins to drag. But 
then the infant welfar representatives ar- 
rive and the play stays alive throughout 
the first act. Again in the final scene ac- 
tion begins to wane. 


The case workers, Sandra Markowitz 


and Albert Amundson, are played by Me- 
lissa Hart, also a star of the show, and 
David Hull 


MISS HART IS delightful. Playing an 


innocent, much too idealistic young psy- 
chiatrist, she takes Murray's situation 
literally to heart.

Burns who is forced to look after his 
uncle more than his uncle looks after 
him. 


Murray's brother, who is bent on get- 


ting him to return to society, is played 
by Gordon Oas-Heim. 


IN A BRIEF but memorable perform-' 


ance is Richard Reicheg as Leo Herman, 
an over-zealous host of a children's show, 
whose script Murray formerly wrote. 


Following the performance, O'Brian 


stayed on stage an extra 10 minutes to 
rap with the audience and mention he 
would be available later to sign auto- 
graphs.

All extension classes are held 


Schools Face 
'Gut Issues' 
In 72: AASA 


"One of the main thrusts of school ad- 


ministrators during 1072 will be the ap- 
plication of the efforts and influence of 
the 18,000 members toward restoring 
public confidence in and support for our 
schools," declared Paul B. Salmon, exec- 
utive secretary, American Association of 
School Administrators. 


"The schools must be accountable and 


responsive to the people they serve. Gut 
issues involved will be placed before our 
membership for action by the resolutions 
committee at the annual convention in 
Atlantic City in February," added Salm- 
on. 


The resolutions to be considered favor 


the involvement of students and commu- 
nity representatives in making decisions 
which determines the quality of their 
schools. Also favored is the concept of 
year-round schools for wider use of 
school buildings and facilities. 


OTHER POINTS of emphasis are ca- 


reer education opportunities for all pu- 
pils; respect for the rights of students as 
citizens, with attention to their responsi- 
bilities; comprehensive approaches to in- 
tegration, including open housing, equal 
employment opportunities and school 
busing as an optional tool, and the loca- 
tion and preparation of school adminis- 
trators from minority groups. 


On the legislative front, AASA mem- 


bers will be asked to support the estab- 
lishment of a U.S. Secretary of Educa- 
tion to raise education decision making 
to cabinet level; provision by the federal 
government of one third of school costs 
to lessen the burden on local taxpayers; 
and the practice of "forward funding" by 
government agencies so that school ad- 
ministrators can better plan their pro- 
grams well in advance of implementa- 
tion. 


ED-RED Council 
Sets Priorities 


Student suspensions, school 
finance 


and public officials' ethics are legislative 
priorities set at a recent meeting of the 
ED-RED Council, a cooperative of 13 
high school districts. 


The council, including districts 211, 214 


and 207, will present proposals to the leg- 
islature for education reform. The group 
was organized specifically for this pur- 
pose. 


Delegates to the council meeting elect-

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Dear Dr. Lamb — Can you explain 


what the term "split second sound" 
means in reference to the heart? Is it 
serious or similar to a heart murmur? Is 
heredity important in this condition? 


Dear Reader — There are two main 


heart sounds. Put your ear to someone's 
chest over the heart and you will hear 
the lub-dub, lub-dub of the heart beat. 
The lub is the first sound and the dub the 
second sound. Actually, each of these 
sounds has two parts. The first sound is 
from the closing of two valves between 
the upper and lower chamber of the 
heart, one on each side, right and left. 
These valves close to prevent blood from 
rushing backward when the lower heart 
chambers arc contracting to pump blood 
to the body and lungs. 


The second heart sound occurs when 


the heart stops ejecting blood and the 
valves to the two big arteries from the 
heart close. One artery is the pulmonary 
artery to send blood to the lungs and the 
other is the aorta to send blood to the 
rest of the body. These valves close to 
prevent blood from running back into the 
heart. 


The first part of the second sound is 


from the closure of the valve in the aorta 
and the second part from the closure of 
the valve in the pulmonary artery. When 
these valves close at the same time, 
there is only one audible second sound — 
dub. If there is a delay in closure of one 
of these valves, usually the one in the 
pulmonary artery, the second sound will 
be split — that is, you can hear the 
sound of closure of the aortic valve be- 
fore you hear the sound of closure of the 
pulmonnry valve. 


In many normal young people this oc- 


curs normally and can be demonstrated 
in different phases of breathing. This is a 
normal split second sound. It doesn't 
mean a thing. 


When the time for the splitting is ab- 


normally long or if there is some unusual 
relationship to breathing, it can be an

important clue to a defect in the heart. 
Thus, like murmurs that you asked 
about, it can be unimportant or it can be 
very important and only by knowing the 
complete medical picture can one be 
sure if it has any significance or not. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — My doctor tells me I 


have hyperinsulimsm. Is that the same 
thing as hypoglycemia or is hyperinsulin- 
ism a lesser degree of low blood sugar? 


Dear Reader — They are all the same 


thrng. Increased amounts of insulin 
(hyperinsulinism) cause a decrease in 
glucose (hypoglycemia) 
in the blood, 


commonly referred to as low blood sug- 
ar.

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NEA Backs Richmond School Merger 


The president of the National Educa- 


tion Association has praised the land- 
mark federal district court ruling by 
Judge Robert R. Merhige Jr., ordering 
the black-majority school system of 
Richmond, Va., to merge with two neigh- 
boring, predominantly white suburban 
school systems. 


Donald E. Morrison, NEA President, 


said the Richmond decision would have 
"tremendous significance.1' He said the 
ruling, along with a California State Su- 
preme Court decision last August that 
struck down the state's local property 
tax system as inequitable, "would prob- 
ably have more impact than any deci- 
sions since the 1054 Brown decision." 
That U.S. Supreme Court ruling launched 
school desegregation by rejecting the 
"separate but equal" principle that had 
long been used to justify separate schools 
for whites and blacks. 


"NEA supports school desegregation in 


substance as well as in theory — in- 
cluding those remedies which are neces- 


sary. Accordingly, it supports the Rich- 
mond decision," Morrison Said. 


J U D G E MERHIGE declared that 


merger was "the only remedy promising 
immediate success" in ending segrega- 
tion. The Richmond judge ruled that the 
counties of Henrico and Chesterfield 
would have to merge with Richmond into 
one metropolitan unit to end an increas- 
ing pattern of unequal and segregated 
education. The schools of Richmond are 
about 70 per cent black while the two 
counties are about 90 per cent white, 


"It is a reality," Morrison explained, 


"that schools in many metropolitan 


areas of this country cannot be desegre- 
gated without crossing political boundary 
lines. In holding that such boundary lines 
cannot be used as an excuse to avoid 
desegregation, the decision affords legal 
justification for courts to order into ef- 
fect remedies which are essential if the 
mandate of Brown v. Topeka Board of 
Education is to be fulfilled." 


The president of the 11 million-mem- 


ber organization pointed out that school 
desegregation on a metropolitan basis 
"provides a more equitable distribution 
of the burdens of desegregation and of- 
fers an excellent opportunity to equalize 


financial expenditures between cities and 
suburbs." 


In the 325-page decision Judge Merhige 


held that busing within Richmond's pre- 
dominantly black school system failed. 
In effect, he said that the constitutional 
requirement that blacks and whites have 
an opportunity to attend an equal, unita- 
ry school system transcended the right of 
local governments to establish their own 
educational boundaries. 


The Merhige decision will probably be 


appealed to the Fourth Circuit Court of 
Appeals and well may reach the U S. Su- 
preme Court, according to NEA officials.

Today At Schiller Park 


A one-day conference on "Venereal 


Disease Education In the Curriculum" 
will be hold today at the Ramada Inn, 
Schiller Park. 


The program, co-sponsored by the 


Educational Service Region of Cook 
County and the Cook County Department 
of Public Health, Is designed for junior 
and senior high school guidance coun- 
selors, nurses, social workers, curricu- 
lum directors, classroom teachers and 
administrators. It is scheduled for north 
and Northwest suburban school person- 
nel, 


It is estimated that approximately 2 


million people are Infected with some 
type of venereal disease yearly, making 
this the nation's leading communicable 
disease problem. A recent survey by the 
U. S. Public Health Service indicated 
that private physicians treat 70 per cent 
of the cases but report only 10 per cent 
of these. The Chicago Board of Health 
states that the number of cases of go- 
norrhea reported in Chicago has in- 


creased from 24,455 cases in 1965 to 
42,362 in 1970. 


In a joint statement^ Richard J. 


M a r t w i c k , county superintendent of 
schools, and Dr. John B. Hall, director of 
the Cook County Department of Health, 
said "Educators, public health workers 
and the community have expressed con- 
cern at the ramifications of the statistics 
estimated by the U.S. Public Health Ser- 
vice." 


According to Dr. Hall, "The only 


roadblocks to the eradication of venereal 
disease are ignorance and apathy. An in- 
formed and concerned public could do 
much in eliminating these diseases." 


"The greatest weapon in the war on 


VD, is education." 


The conference on VD education is de- 


signed to provide an opportunity for 
school personnel to deal with the prac- 
tical aspects of implementing an effec- 
tive VD program in their school curricu- 
lum. It will attempt to deal with venereal 
disease as a reality rather than hide be- 
hind history and statistics.

said. "And moving into the fourth quar- 
ter of 1971, traditionally the strongest 
quarter in terms of savings gains, sav- 
ings were still flowing into our in- 
stitutions at a good pace, although at a 
slightly lower pace than in the first nine 
months of the year," he said. 


Heise explained that savings placed in 


S&L's are invested primarily in the real 
estate market. Associations are the lead- 
ing mortgage lenders and have more 
home loans outstanding than commercial 
banks, life insurance companies and mu- 
tual savings banks combined. 


As for mortgage interest rates, Heise 


noted that since early 1971 they have 
been more stable than at any time since 
the mid-60s. "Through the first three to 
six months of 1972,jt can be anticipated 
that mortgage rates will continue to 
move within a very narrow range," he 
said. "The administration's new wage 
and price control programs have done 
away with much of the uncertainty that 
formerly characterized the home financ- 
ing market. 


"Fears that interest rates would rise 


and savings would be drawn out of sav- 
ings associations now seem unlikely. The 
programs have resulted in .a drop in 
rates on many short-term investments 
that have been competing with savings 
accounts," he said. 


Heise also said mortgage rates are not 


likely to decline to a substantial degree. 
He explained that associations now have 
a record volume of loan commitments 
that must be met from then- funds on 
hand. He also noted that if funds become 
too plentiful, associations can use them 
to pay off money they have borrowed 
from the Federal Home Loan Bank Sys- 
tem. 


"What all this means to home buyers," 


he concluded, "is that although no major 
interest rate declines are in sight, early 
1972 will offer one of the best opportu- 
nities to shop for home financing in 
years."

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Inflation Curbs 
Home Ownership 


Will inflation make single-family home 


ownership a declining life style in the 
United States? 


"That's one of the big questions at 


stake in the outcome of the strong drive 
now underway to curb inflation. The 
question is of major financial importance 
to everyone who now owns or is thinking 
of buying a single-family dwelling. Your 
ability to sell your home later and the 
price it will command will depend to a 
large extent on the general demand for 
all homes," said Norman Strunk, ex- 
ecutive vice president of the U. S, Sav- 
ings and Loan League. 


"The question is also vital to the na- 


tion's savings and loan associations, now 
marking the attainment of $200 billion in 
assets," he said. "Our institutions are by 
far the dominant suppliers of credit to 
home buyers. And although we are mov- 
ing toward becoming full-service real es- 
tate lenders, the single-family home will 
still remain the backbone of our mort- 
gage operations. 


"America became a nation of home- 


owners shortly after World War II. Only 
43.6 per cent of all U. S. families owned 
homes in 1940. but this rose to 55 per 
cent in IfloO and 61.9 per cent in 1960," 
said Strunk. "These new homeowners, 
mostly World War II veterans or families 
unable to afford homes during the hard 
Depression years, made significant con- 
tributions to the nation's stability and 
rising living standards in the postwar pe- 
riod. 


"However, between 1960 and 1970 the 


proportion of owner-occupied dwellings 
came to a virtual standstill, rising to 
only 62.9 per cent," he continued. "Part- 
ly, this was due to changes in the popu- 
lation's age mix. There are now more 
young people and senior citizens, groups 
that traditionally favor apartment living, 
and fewer middle-aged families. In addi- 
tion, growing numbers of people in all 
age brackets seem to prefer an urban 
environment to the outlying areas where 
most single-family homos must be mar- 
keted. 


'But the major factor in curbing home 


ownership has been inflation," Strunk 
said. "Beginning in 1966, the accelerating 


pace of inflation sent land and construc- 
tion costs soaring and raised the level of 
all interest rates, including mortgages. It 
also forced home-buyers to. come up 
with ever-larger down payments and to 
qualify for loans with ever-larger month- 
ly payments. 


"As a result, more and more Ameri- 


cans have been priced out of the single- 
family market. Home ownership has fur- 
ther suffered because much land has 


been priced so high that the only way to 
develop it profitably is through multi- 
family occupancy," he said. 


"Americans stll want single-family liv- 


ing. The rise in mobile home sales to 
about 500,000 units annually during the 
current inflation is one evidence of this," 
Strunk said. "Hopefully, the Adminis- 
tration's economic program will slow the 
price spiral. Hopefully, this will be fol- 
lowed by responsible government spend- 
ing policies and equal restraint in the 
marketplace," he said. "Otherwise, un- 
less we are willing to pay massive public 
subsidies, home ownership may become 
a dying life style simply because Ameri- 
cans can no longer afford it, a fact that 
gives savings associations and home- 
owners alike a vital stake in curbing 
inflation."

A similar 
study of 2,000 REIT investors was con- 
ducted during the year of 1966. 


A comparative look at the two groups 


show some significant changes during 
the intervening five-year period, Holla- 
day said. "Of particular interest is the 
marked increase in the number of per- 
sons under age 30 who brought REIT 
shares ... 228 this year, up sharply from 
82 in 1966. 


"The rise in the number of young in- 


vestors is credited, in part, to the rapid 
formation of new families . . . especially 
those in which both the husband and wife 
are working," Holladay added. 


"These young people recognize the his- 


torical value of putting their money into 
real estate. But, since the majority of 
them cannot afford' to buy tracts of land 
or apartment or office buildings, they 
turn to REITs. They let the trusts put 
their money to work in a portfolio of di- 
versified real estate investments," Hol- 
laday said. 


"Also interesting is the fact that the 


number of over-50 investors in REITs is 
growing. These are people who, for the 
most part, have cleared themselves of 
debts and have money to invest — some 
' are; still in their peak earning years, 
working toward retirement," he said. 


The marital status of the 2,000 in- 


vestors: 1,536 in the 1971 group were 
married, compared to 1,626 in the 1966 
survey. Singles in '71 numbered 218, 
compared to 146 in '66. "Interestingly, 
we counted 122 widows in both years," 
Holladay stated. However, the number of 
widowers rose to 72 in '71... from 64 in 
1966. Divorced or separated investors to- 


taled 52 in '71, up from 42 five years ago. 


"Professional, technical and business 


people were, by far, the largest purcha- 
sers of REIT shares — in both surveys 
1,452 
this year; 1,516 in 1966," Holladay 


said. "However, the number of blue col- 
lar workers in the suveys rose to 526 in 
1971, from 452 five years ago. 


"It is also interesting to compare the 


income levels of investors from both 
years. In 1971, 400 of the investors had 
incomes ranging from $10,000 to $15,000, 
compared to 360 in 1966. Those in the 
$15,000-to-$20,000 bracket totaled 520 this 
year, 460 five years ago. 


"This year, 620 were in the $20,000-to- 


$25,000 bracket, compared to 640 in 1966. 
And the number of investors with in- 
comes of $25,000 and above totaled 460 in 
1971, and 520 in 1966," Holladay said. 


Geographically, the investors in both 


years were pretty evenly divided among 
the four sections of the nation. This year. 
526 were in the West; 504 in the North 
Central section; 426 in the South; and 544 
in the Northeast. In 1966, the distribution 
was 528 in the West; 496 in the North 
Central area; 422 in the South; and 554 in 
the Northeast.

Simon, but he added that in his opinion, 
construction of new conventionally fi- 
nanced apartment buildings will be 
down, while construction of FHA and 
multi-units 
(condominiums, quadromi- 


mums, etc.; for sale, will be up.

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Federal Share Of School Funding Getting Smaller: NEA 


The National Education Association, 


now drafting a school financing proposal 
that would boost the federal share of 
school support more than fourfold in the 
future, today estimated that the federal 
percentage will shrink again this school 
year, for the fourth consecutive year 


Meanwhile, state governments 
will 


shoulder more of the added burden Esti- 
mated contribution by the states this 
year (1971-72) will be 40 9 per cent of the 
school dollar — up from 40 per cent last 
year, local school districts will supply 52 
per cent. Federal support will be 71 per 
cent, the smallest portion since passage 
of the landmark Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education Act m 1985 


The federal share reached an ail-time 


high of 8 8 per cent in 1967-68 It then 
dropped to 7 4 per cent in 1968-69 and to 
72 per cent in 19b9-70 and 1970-71 "The 


disturbing significance of the figures is a 
twofold one," said Donald E Morrison, 
NEA president. 


"The continuing downhill trend of fed- 


eral school support and the distressing 
fact that the federal contribution has 
never, at best, exceeded one-eleventh of 
the school dollar 


"In scores of school districts the pro- 


verbial straw has already been laid on 
the camels' backs Harried taxpayers 
have hurried to the polls to reject school 
bond issues 
Because of the financial 


crises, teaching staffs, programs and 
sei vices have been pared 
in many 


schools, class sizes have been mcieased 
by doubling up, and some schools have 
even had to close their doors for periods 
of tune In many schools pupils are get- 
ting less educational services this year 
than last" 


MORRISON said the NEA and other 


major national education associations 
will soon announce details of a new 
school financing program which could 
preserve the nation's schools and im- 
prove the quality — and equably — of 
education for the 52 million school-age 
children A key provision will call for the 
federal government to supply about one- 
third of each school dollar. 


"This proposed nationwide education 


program, which will be on an unprece- 
dented scale, will be a clarion call to 
reorder educational priorities in this na- 
tion before it is too late," Morrison de- 
clared 


The largest portion of the program, 


which carries a preliminary price tag of 
nearly $30 billion in federal aid, would be 
used to provide a guaranteed basic ele- 


mentary and secondary education in 
grades 1 to 12 The remainder would be 
for special target areas such as vocation- 
al education, remedial and compensatory 
education, early childhood 
education, 


summer school programs, adult educa- 
tion, an.d education services for severely 
mentally handicapped Target date for 
operation and full funding is 1976, the na- 
tion's 200th anniversary 


The NEA president said he awaits 


President Nixon's forthcoming State of 
the Union message to see if it offers any 
promise of progress toward desirable 
educational goals 


"We want to see how far this adminis- 


tration is willing to go in granting educa- 
tion the high priority it should have 
among our national concerns in these dif- 
ficult times," he said "Past evidence of 
such a commitment has been scarce "

More "gilt-edged securities" are 
its vitamin content, for as a source of 
vitamins A, B and D, canned salmon is a 
compact, colorful and flavorful bargain 
package. It offers a variety of table 
treats which are good for your family, 
kind to the budget and easy on the cook, 
such as the following: 


SALMON BUDGET LOAF 


'A cup butter or margarine 
1/3 cup minced onion 


3 eggs 
1 cup fresh bread crumbs 
V, teaspoon salt 
'/i teaspoon pepper 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 


'A cup minced parsley 
1 pound can salmon 
In a skillet saute onion in butter or 


margarine until golden. In mixing bowl 
beat eggs lightly. Stir in onion and but- 
ter, bread crumbs, salt, pepper, lemon 
juice and parsley. Drain and flake salm- 
on, reserving salmon liquid for the 
sauce, and stir into crumb mixture. Turn 
mixture into an oiled 1-quart mold and 
cover tightly.

lumbia's at St. Ormond's Key and on 
Lake Eola, Orlando, then in May, 1970, 
bought Las Novedades, founded in 1890, a 
500 seat restaurant and a famed Tampa 
landmark. 


Most everyone who goes to the Colum- 


bia feasts'either on Black Bean or Span- 
ish Bean Soup for which the restaurant is 
famous. In fact, these are now packaged 
commercially and available in some 
areas. 


TO MAKE Black Bean, soak 2 cups of 


dried black beans in water to cover over- 
night. Drain, then cover with cold water. 
Add a ham bone (or chunks of smoked 
ham), 1 onion sliced thin, and 2 stalks 
celery chopped. Bring to a boil then re- 
duce heat and simmer 3. to 4 hours until 
beans are soft, adding water if neces- 
sary. 


Remove ham bone and rub the soup 


through a fine sieve (or whirl in a blend- 
er). Add 2 teaspoons salt, % teaspoon 
pepper, l/\ .teaspoon dry mustard, a few 
grains of cayenne pepper, sherry to taste 
(or a little lemon juice). 


Serve in a tureen. Garnish with 2 hard- 


cooked eggs, finely chopped and float on 
top thin slices of fresh lemon. Serves 8. 


SPANISH BEAN soup is made with 


garbanzos (chick peas). Soak 1 pound 
overnight in water to cover with 2 table- 
spoons salt. Drain, then put in kettle with 
1 ham bone and 4 ounces lard. Cover 
with water, about 2 quarts, bring to 
boiol, reduce heat and cook slowly 45 
minutes. 


In a skillet fry % pound of half slices 


of white bacon (fresh side pork) and 2 
small onions chopped fine. Place these in 
the bean pot adding 6 medium-sized po- 
tatoes, peeled and coarsely chopped, a 
pinch of saffron and 2 tablespoons salt. 
Continue cooking until potatoes are ten- 
der. Add 2 Spanish'sausages (chorizo) 
cut into thin slices and cook until saus- 
ages are hot. Serve in heated soup bowls 
to 8.

Add Granny's Touch To Vegetables 


Give Granny her due. She was a fund 


of cooking sorcery. Her gentle liand 
knew all kinds af cunning tricks that in- 
volved a mysterious pinch of this, a se- 
cret pinch of that. And one of the ele- 
ments of her salad dressing was general- 
ly a bit of sugar to cut down the acidity 
of the vinegar, mellow the taste, and wed 
the component flavors. 


In her skill with using sugar in cook- 


ery, we can take a page from Granny's 
notebook — she knew that sugar was too 
versatile a staple to be limited to the 
dessert course. She melted sugar in a big 
spoon over the burner to add shimmer 
and richer color to gravies and brown 
sauces. A bit of sugar went into the pot 
when she cooked corn, carrots, or peas. 
To brown bread crumbs, she used a bit 
of sugar before frying in butter. Granny 
rubbed sugar on the surface to provide 
poultry and roasts with an appetizing 
glaze. 


For family members who are watching 


their weight, a bit of sugar in cookery 
should evoke little alarm. In fact, sugar 
has fewer calories than most people 
imagine — only 18 calories to the tea- 
spoon. 


The old-fashioned salads that follow 


add new flair to just about any menu. 
Let's hoist a cup of tea and drink a 
grateful toast to Granny! 


PINK PICKLED RADISHES 


2 cups thinly sliced radishes 


J/a cup cider vinegar 
z tablespoons sugar 
1 tablespoon salt 
% teaspoon freshly ground 


black pepper 
Place radishes in small bowl or con- 


tainer. Add vinegar and sprinkle with 
sugar, salt and pepper. Cnver and mari- 
nate in refrigerator at least 1, hours. 
Drain and serve. Makes 4 to 6 servings. 


Note: The entire radish will be pink, 


not white with a red skin. Pickled radish- 
es make an attractive relish or may be 
served as a salad ingredient with chicory 
or escarole. 


LEMON AND ORANGE SALAD 


1 bunch of fresh mint 
1/1 cup salad oil 
3 large lemons, chilled 
3 large oranges, chilled 
3 tablespoons sugar 


Salt and pepper to taste 
Set aside a few sprigs of mint for gar- 


nish. Finely chop the remaining leaves. 
Measure out 2 tablespoons' and set aside. 
Place remaining chopped mint in a mor- 
tar or small bowl. With pestle or back of 
a spoon, rub mint until most of the juice 
has been extracted. Add salad oil and let 
stand. 


Remove peel and white membrane 


from the fruit with a thin sharp knife; 
cut fruit into very thin slices, removing 
the seeds. Place slices in a bowl and 
sprinkle with sugar. Strain mint-oil mix- 
ture through a fine sieve taking care to 
press oil out of the mint; pour over 
sliced fruit. Blend fruit with a pinch of 
salt, pepper and the reserved chopped 
mint. Garnish with reserved mint sprigs 
a n d serve immediately.

VEGETABLES VINAIGRETTE 


by Fran Heckart 


To rend the cookbooks you'd never 


know that cooking for two is everyday 
work for many young wives. 


Menus and recipes — not to mention 


supermarket portion-packs — all seem to 
be based on that idea that a family 
doesn't eat at home unless it's four or 
more people. If you're a beginning home- 
maker, there are some tips that can take 
the terror out of twosome cooking. 


FIRST. LEARN the quantity rules. The 


average portion for one person is be- 
tween a quarter and a half pound of 
meat — more with bones, less without. If 
your supermarket isn't displaying the 
portion you want, ask — and insist. If 
you're buying frozen vegetables, look for 
the loose packs; you'll have less waste 
than with the three-portion, solid frozen 
type. 


SECOND. LEARN to shop once a 


week. Make a menu, then write out your 
shopping list — Including everything 
you're going to need. If. you don't have a 
freezer, plan more perishable main dish- 
es (ground meat, chicken) for the begin- 
ning of the week, saving sturdier special- 
ties for the end of the shopping cycle. 


THIRD, LEARN about cooking times. 


Halving the quantity of a recipe for four 
doesn't necessarily halve the cooking 
time. It takes just as long to cook four 
hamburgers as it does two or twelve. 
Naturally, the smaller the roast, the 
shorter the cooking time; figure out min- 
utes-per-pound (most cookbooks have 
charts) and multiply accordingly. 


FOURTH, LEARN the presentation 


tricks. Even though they're all you want, 
tv o chops can look lost on a large meat 
platter. To make dinner look appetizing, 
instead of lonely, surround the main 
course with "the fbcin's" — all attrac- 


tively presented on one platter. 


FIFTH, LET snacking work to your 


advantage. When you don't get home un- 
til your mate dqes, serve chips or crack- 
ers with a pre-dinner drink. It will take 
the edge off appetites — giving you time 
to get dinner on the table without panic.

Add Granny's Touch To Vegetables 


Give Granny her due. She was a fund 


of cooking sorcery. Her gentle hand 
knew all kinds of cunning tricks that in- 
volved a mysterious pinch of this, a se- 
cret pinch of that. And one of the ele- 
ments of her salad dressing was general- 
ly a bit of sugar to cut down the acidity 
of the vinegar, mellow the taste, and wed 
the component flavors, 


In her skill with using sugar in cook- 


ery, we can take a page from Granny's 
notebook — she knew that sugar was too 
versatile a staple to be limited to the 
dessert course. She melted sugar in a big 
spoon over the burner to add shimmer 
and richer color to gravies and brown 
sauces. A bit of sugar went into the pot 
when she cooked corn, carrots, or peas. 
To brown bread crumbs, she used a bit 
of sugar before frying in butter. Granny 
rubbed sugar on the surface to provide 
poultry and roasts with an appetizing 
glaze, 


For family members who are watching 


their weight, a bit of sugar in cookery 
should evoke little alarm. In fact, sugar 
has fewer calories than most people 
imagine — only 18 calories to the tea- 
spoon. 


The old-fashioned salads that follow 


add new flair to just about any menu. 
Let's hoist a cup of tea and drink a 
grateful toast to Granny! 


PINK PICKLED RADISHES 


2 cups thinly sliced radishes 
'/a cup cider vinegar 
2 tablespoons sugar 
1 tablespoon salt 
& teaspoon freshly ground 


black pepper 
Place radishes in small bowl or con- 


tainer. Add vinegar and sprinkle with 
sugar, salt and pepper. Cover and mari- 
nate in refrigerator at least 2 hours. 
Drain and serve. Makes 4 to 6 servings. 


Note: The entire radish will be pink, 


not white with a red skin. Pickled radish- 
es make an attractive relish or may be 
served as a salad ingredient with chicory 
or escarole. 


LEMON AND ORANGE SALAD 


1 bunch of fresh mint 


5A cup salad oil 
3 large lemons, chilled 
3 large oranges, chilled 
3 tablespoons sugar 


Salt and pepper to taste 


Set aside a few sprigs of mint for gar- 


nish. Finely chop the remaining leaves. 
Measure out 2 tablespoons and set aside. 
Place remaining chopped mint in a mor- 
tar or small bowl. With pestle or back of 
a spoon, rub mint until most of the juice 
has been extracted. Add salad oil and let 
stand, 


Remove peel and white membrane 


from the fruit with a thin sharp knife; 
cut fruit into very thin slices, removing 
the seeds. Place slices in a bowl and 
sprinkle with sugar. Strain mint-oil mix- 
ture through a fine sieve taking care to 
press oil out of the mint; pour over 
sliced fruit, Blend fruit with a pinch of 
salt, pepper and the reserved cnopped 
mint. Garnish with reserved mint sprigs 
and 
serve immediately. Makes 6 


servings. 


VEGETABLES VINAIGRETTE 


To read the cookbooks you'd never 


know that cooking for two is everyday 
work for many young wives. 


Menus and recipes — not to mention 


supermarket portion-packs — all seem to 
be based on that idea that a family 
doesn't eat at home unless it's four or 
more people. If you're a beginning home- 
maker, there are some tips that can take 
the terror out of twosome cooking. 


FIRST, LEARN the quantity rules. The 


average portion for one person is be- 
tween a quarter^ and a half pound of 
meat — more with bones, less without. If 
your supermarket isn't displaying the 
portion you want, ask — and insist. If 
you're buying frozen vegetables, look for 
the loose packs; you'll have less waste 
than with the three-portion, solid frozen 
type. 


SECOND. LEARN to shop once a 


week. Make a menu, then write out your 
shopping list — including everything 
you're going to need. If you don't have a 
freezer, plan more perishable main dish- 
es (ground meat, chicken) for the begin- 
ning of the week, saving sturdier special- 
ties for the end of the shopping cycle. 


THIRD, LEARN about cooking times. 


Halving the quantity of a recipe for four 
doesn't necessarily halve the cooking 
time. It takes just as long to cook four 
hamburgers as it does two or twelve. 
Naturally, the smaller the roast, the 
shorter the cooking time; figure out min- 
tites-per-pound (most cookbooks have 
charts) and multiply accordingly. 


FOURTH, LEARN the presentation 


tricks. Even though they're all you want, 
two chops can look lost on a large meat 
platter. To make dinner look appetizing, 
instead of lonely, surround the main 
course with "the flxin's" — all attrac- 


tively presented on one platter. 


FIFTH, LET snacking work to your 


advantage. When you don't get home un- 
til your mate does, serve chips or crack- 
ers with a pre-dinner drink. It will take 
the edge off appetites — giving you time 
to get dinner on the table without panic.

Response To Park Master Plan 
Upgrade, Expand Facilities, 
Athletic Association Urges 


Improvement of existing athletic fields 


and development of new ones was the 
major thrust of a position paper pre- 
sented Tuesday by the Hoffman Estates 
Athletic Association to the Hoffman Es- 
tates Park District Board of Commis- 
sioners. 


The statement, which is an official re- 


action to the recently released park dis- 
trict master plan, was presented to the 
commissioners by George Hush, presi- 
dent of HEAA. 


Improvement and expansion of the ath- 


letic facilities is requested during the 
first two phases of the six-year devel- 
opment program. 


Hush said the need for new facilities is 


great and vital to improvement of the 
sports program. The HEAA recently an- 
nounced a cutback in its summer base- 


ball program, due in part to a lack of 
facilities, he said. 


Among the areas suggested for ex- 


pansion are MacArthur and Armstrong, 
schools and High Point and Cottonwood 
parks. 


RUSH SAID the HEAA will support the 


overall master plan proposal, but felt it 
necessary to go on record citing the need 
for athletic facilities as the first priority. 


"We will support it," Rush said, "but 


we hope they do not plan everything 
around a referendum." Rush added that 
he hopes the park district can plan for 
some improvements and expansion re- 
gardless of any bond-issue-financed pro- 
gram, 


Rush told the commissioners some of 


the improvement projects might not need

any major capital expenditures. He said 
volunteer efforts could be used to up- 
grade facilities in the area. 


Rush also reported that about ISO per- 


sons signed up for the summer baseball 
program during the first registration day 
last Saturday. Rush expressed surprise 
that so many persons braved the severe 
'cold to register. 


The comissioners revised a recent de- 


cision pertaining to health insurance pro- 
grams for park district employes. The 
board approved a plan with larger major 
medical benefits for full-time employes 
with the district as of Feb. I, and offered 
the same plan to future employes with 
the condition new employes pay a portion 
of the cost. Present employes would get 
the new health care package without 
making any payments. 


The board approved a recommendation 


to employ the financial consulting firm of 
Paul D. Speers and Associates to handle 
the financial arrangements connected 
with any bond issue that might be under- 
taken to fund the proposed master plan.

Both Chamber Groups Have One Goal

' Separate but similar might be the 
phrase used to describe the two chamber 
of commerce groups in Schaumburg 
Township. 


Both the Greater Schaumburg Associ- 


ation of Commerce and Industry and the 
Greater Woodfield Area Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry are striving to 
enhance the business sectors of the com- 
munity and provide services to the con- 
sumer. 


The groups differ in who they serve. 


The former limits its membership to 
Schaumburg, while the latter accepts 
members from both Schaumburg and 
Hoffman Estates. 


J o h n Mathias, president 
of the 


Schaumburg group, said the four-month- 
old organization's primary task right 
now is to expand its membership. Math- 
ias said the group has a current mem- 


bership of about 35. 


The head of the other group, Art Kel- 


ter, said its membership now includes 
about 50 persons. 


THE WOODFIELD group evolved from 


the old Hoffman Estates Merchants As- 
sociation. About the same time the 
Schaumburg chamber started, Kelter's 
group changed its name from The Hoff- 
man Estates Schaumburg Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry to its present 
title. The chamber, under its various 
names has been in existence for about 
two years. 


Both men agree that a merger of the 


two groups might be advantageous. In a 
recent speech during the intallation of of- 
ficers, Kelter said the Woodfield cham- 
ber should strive for unity between mer- 
chants of Hoffman Estates and Schaum- 
burg. 


"There is already a unity of purpose," 


Mullins, Wife Resign To Move To Miami 


The resignations of Gordon Mullins 


from the village board and his wife Caro- 
lyn from the cultural commission, were 
accepted "with great reluctance and 
deep regret" in Schaumburg Tuesday. 


A five-year veteran village board 


member, Mullins will leave the village 
early in February to accept a new job in 
Miami, Fla, 


Mrs, Mullins, former reporter for a lo; 


cal weekly newspaper, will complete her 
first three-year term on the High School 
Dist. 211 Board of Education in April. 


"The decision to leave has not been 


easy for me or my family — our ties in 
Schaumburg are strong and our roots 
here are deep," Mullins explained in his 
letter of resignation. 


Before his election to the board of 


trustees, Mullins served two years on the 
zoning board of appeals. He had been ac- 
tive in the youth and recreation com- 
mittee prior to that time. 


PRAISING THE quality of people in- 


volved in the village government, Mul- 
lins said he has "never met a more dedi- 
cated group." 


"This village board is like an iceberg 


— the part you see publicly at meetings 
is nothing compared to what is con- 
stantly .being done by all of these 
people," Mullins told those present in the 
audience at the village board meeting 
this week. 


"We are all going to miss you for 


many reasons," Mayor Robert 0. Atcher 
told Mullins. • 


Atcher particularly cited the trustee's 


"sense of human" during tense board de- 
liberation. 


''Many times when the strings have 


been pulled tight, you have managed to 
come in with just what was necessary to 
loosen things and put a discussion back 
on an even keel and you just don't find 
many people with that talent," the may- 
or continued. 


Atcher commended both of the Mullins 


for "yeoman service and having dug in 
as. needed." 


"We appreciate both of you," he con- 


cluded. 


Kelter said. "We can do a great deal of 
good by working together." 


Mathias said a merger is entirely pos- 


sible, but explained it will require people 
sitting down to serious discussion before 
it could be, accomplished. 


"It is hard for a merchant to be inter- 


ested in only one of the two villages," 
Mathias said. He reasoned that a com- 
bined membership could do more than a 
smaller group. 


BOTH MEN cited the closely inter- 


twined boundaries of the two villages as 
a major reason for any merger between 
the two groups. 


Kelter said there is not much com- 


petition between the two groups for se- 
curing new members. 


"We are not allowing outside pressures 


and forces to influence us," Kelter said. 


Kelter said the Woodfield chamber cur- 


rently is working to expand its scholar- 
ship programs, retail promotions and 
continue to provide an information and 
guidance service to prospective com- 
mercial and industrial interests. 


"We try to put people together and 


provide them with factual information 
about the area," Kelter said. 


Besides expanding membership rolls, 


Mathias said the Schaumburg chamber 
also is working for a close relationship 
with the village government, exploring 
ecological problems and cooperating with 
efforts to build a new hospital in the vil- 
lage. It also has a committee working 
with retailers in a number of areas. 


MATHIAS SAID the group also is eye- 


ing the possibility of a chamber spon- 
sored "Greeter Service" to provide infor- 
mation about the community to new resi- 
dents. 


"This is not something that can be set 


' up overnight," Mathias said. He specula- 
ted it might take six months to a year to 
establish such a program. 


Neither group has attempted any 


heavy recruiting of merchants from 
Woodfield, according to the two men. 


"I do not think either-group will get 


more than 50 per cent of the merchants 
in the

The board could not find building per- 


mits for any of the signs. Village law 
requires a permit for signs erected with- 
in its limits. 


Signs standing at the time the area 


was annexed would be legal as non-con- 
forming use's, Valentino said.

The zoning board is completing a new 


sign ordinance proposed to replace the 


existing ordinance. It is expected the 
proposed ordinance will go to public 
hearing in either March or April, Valen- 
tino said. 


A provision of the proposed ordinance 


is that "all non-conforming, illegal signs 
must conform within two years," the 
zoning chairman added. 


In the recent tour, board members as- 


sembled a list of all village signs appear- 
ing to be illegal. Included are signs in 
"disrepair," those advertising a business 
no longer existing and those suspected of 
having been erected without a building 
permit. Some of those at Higgins and 
Harrington may qualify, Valentino said. 


The list has been forwarded to George 


Longmeyer, village administrative as- 
sistant. Building Commissioner Daniel 
Murphy is to.double-check the legality of 
the signs without building permits, 'Va- 
lentino said. 


The board took ho action on the Multi- 


con request, explaining it wanted the 
present situation at the intersection clari- 
fied before allowing another sign there. 
Multicon was instructed to reappear lat- 
er with a formal request.

the math program for first graders by 
adding more skills to those basics such 
as time telling and number recognitions, 
he added.

Mrs. Milz, of 118 Wilshire Dr., Wheel- 


ing, will receive the award at the Jay- 
cees annual Bosses Night dinner at 7 
p.m. tonight in Alexander's Hartman 
House. 


FISH is a worldwide organization that 


started in England and came to the 
United States in 1061. 


Before moving to Wheeling in 1968, 


Mrs. Milz was a member of the Nortk- 
brook chapter of FISH for six months. "I 
really don't know why I joined the oper- 
ation," she snid. "I have never really 
been an outgoing person, but the need of 
this organization hit me." 


It "hit" Mrs. Milz so much that when 


she moved to Wheeling she thought of 
starting a chapter here. However, after 
much soul-searching, she changed her 
mind and let the idea slip to the back of 
her mind. 


"I LET THE idea stay there until one 


day I read an article in the Herald about 
a woman who needed help with some 
personal problems and the whole thing 
started again," she explained. 


That happened in June, 1969, and by 


February, 1870, Mrs. MHz, with the help 
of various pastors and citizens of the 
area, put Operatidn FISH into full swing. 


"We had some rough going in the early 


days of the organization but we soon 
grew to a membership high of 95 men, 
women, couples and teens," she ex- 
plained. "Before long we were taking 
telephone calls from throughout the area 
with people asking for our help." Mrs. 
Milz was named by the organization as 
the first chairman and remained in that 
office for one year. 


She said that FISH really doesn't take 


up much of her time anymore since 
much of the members' work is done on 
the phone directly from their homes. 
"We sometimes leave our homes to go 
help victims, but often we can just 


handle the incidents from our telephones. 


"We should not have to spend any time 


with these problems', but until people 
learn that they are needed by their 
neighbors and friends and offer assis- 
tance on their own we are the only 
friends some folks have," she said. 


Mrs, Milz feels that the people in the 


Wheeling area are the most friendly she 
has ever worked with, but there still are 
problem areas. 


SHE RECALLED the time she spent 


four hours on the phone with someone 
who just wanted someone to tell her trou- 
bles to. She was that someone. During 
the past two years she has been that 
someone about 200 times. 


Besides being involved with FISH, 


Inc., Mrs. Milz is active in teaching Sun- 
day school, working with the library, and 
is also a new member of the Wheeling 
Youth Commission. She and her hus- 
band, Frank, also sponsor two boys from 
Maryville Academy and often have them 
over for dinner with her own two sons, 
Kenny and Scotty. 


Mrs. Milz said she enjoys her activi- 


ties, especially helping others. "I think 
everyone should try to help each other, 
not just because they are in a group that 
makes helping folks their job, but just 
because it should be a way of life." 


She added that many people were in- 


volved in Operation FISH, and many 
people are doing things daily in the 
Wheeling area to help others through the 
different organizations. 


"I consider myself lucky to be working 


with these people and grateful for receiv- 
ing the Jaycee award," she explained. "I 
hope I can always be of service to the 
community," - 


As one of Mrs, Milz's friends said, "It 


is truly impossible to list all the services 
Loni has performed for the community. 
She's a very community-conscious per- 
son and takes an active interest in those 
around her. While others are still dis- 
cussing what should be done, Loni has 
already done it. 


"I can think of no other person who 


has done more for so many people nor 
anyone who deserves this recognition 
more than Loni Milz."

* In a time when most individuals are 
worried about paychecks, there are still 
those who enjoy working for the satisfac- 
tion of the job. 


One such person is Dick Habura, 24, a 


volunteer educator at Walt Whitman 
School in Wheeling. 


Dick is the recipient of the Wheeling 


Jaycees' award for the Outstanding 
Young Educator of the Year in Wheeling. 
The award will be given tonight during 
the Jaycee Bosses Night Dinner. 


A full-time Harper College student, 


Dick spends two days a week at Whit- 
man School helping underachieving stu- 
dents. 


"These students are usually made up 


of fifth grade boys and are usually stu- 
dents who are having a difficult time 
with their studies and getting along in 
school situations," he said. 


Dick plans to go into counseling when 


he finishes his schooling. 


"I HAVE TWO years left in my under- 


grad studies, followed by graduate stud- 
ies and then a few years of teaching be- 
fore I can really become involved in 
counseling. I am a firm believer that be- 
fore someone can be a leader he has to 
be a follower and that is the reason I 
would like as much background as pos- 
sible in education before I get started in 
my Vocation." 


Dick, an Air Force veteran who served 


for 18 months in Southeast Asia, enjoys 
his work with the students as well as 
with'the teachers at Whitman. 


"I learn a lot from both the students 


and teachers and learn many of the 
problems that some day I may be facing. 
I also try to get involved with the par- 
ents and meet as many of them as pos- 
sible and explain to them what we are 
trying to do with the students," he said. 


"Our main goal at Whitman is to get 


the children to work together in groups. 
We are currently trying to get the boys 
used to working with each other by mak- 
ing model airplanes and ears. It seems 
to be working out very well," he added. 


CATHERINE SAMSEL, principal at 


Whitman School, said Dick is one of the 
finest educators she has met. The amaz- 
ing part of his work, she said, is that it is 
volunteer. 


She said, "Dick spends the better part 


of two days at our school working with 
fifth grade boys, as well as students 
from other classes if they need the help. 


"He has been quite effective in moti- 


vating some of our underacbievers," she 
added. "The boys he works with think of 
him as a friend, some one they can con- 
fide in and take their problems to."

This all must be done with them still re- 
specting you and the other teachers. 
Sometimes it can be rough but it usually 
works itself out." 


The students are selected for this pro- 


gram by counselors, teachers and the 
principal, but Dick gives them the option 
of an open door. 


"If they want to leave they know they 


can, however, they usually come back 
the next day. That can really be a boost 
for the old confidence," he said happily. 


DICK IS MARRIED, and his wife Pa- 


mela as well as the GI Bill, are helping 
put him through school. He said he and 
his wife were both surprised when he 
won the award from the Jaycees. 


"We got the call Sunday night and 


were both shocked. There are so many 
other people who deserve the award 
more than me. . . I can think of twelve 
right off hand," he said. 


On th'e other hand, Mrs. Samsel feels 


that Dick is being a bit modest. 


"He has a genuine concern for boys 


and girls and an unselfish devotion to 
making their life.at school a happier and 
better one," she commented. "To me 
Dick Habura is truly an outstanding 
young educator and deserves the award 
more than anyone."

Aging Building Poses Financial Woes 


by KAREN KUGEN 


fliver Trails School Dist. 26 is fighting 


a battle at its River Road School in Da, 
Plaines — a battle against age. 


A 65-year-old building, deteriorating 


and growing obsolete, is the battlefield. 
Repairs, replacements and patchwork re- 
novations compose the arsenal, 


River Road School was leased in 1968 


by Dist. 26 from Maryville Academy for 
Dependent Children in Des Plaines. The 
lease was part of an arragement worked 
out between district and Maryville offi- 
cials at the time the district was taking 
over the job of educating Maryville chil- 
dren. 


The structure housing the school was 


built in 1907 as a dormitory. It was later 
used by Maryville as a school. Parts of 
the building are still used as a dormito- 
ry. 


In the years since the building was 


constructed, its wooden floors, tiled hall- 
ways and plaster ceilings have endured 
the wear and tear of hundreds of chil- 
dren and decades of harsh Midwest win- 
ters. 


SECTIONS OF the floors are warped 


and splintered. When it's cold, the drafty 
structure is hard to heat. Sometimes ceil- 
ings leak because the plumbing in the 
roof Is worn out; paint is peeling from 
several of the high ceilings. One room 
must go unused because of the danger of 
falling plaster. 


School officials say that the present 


electrical system is not adequate to light 
the rooms and also provide a power 
source for audio-visual materials. 


"When we want to show a movie, we 


have to shut off lights in another room," 
said Principal Gene Kukla. 


Five days a week approximately 130 


Maryville children come downstairs from 
their rooms, walk along a corridor and 
through the doors to the 11 classrooms 
which make up the major portion of the 
school. 


Temporary repairs have been made by 


the district to keep the building safe and 
operating for those children. Sashes of 


the 10-feet-high windows have been tight- 
ened to prevent cold from blowing in on 
windy days. Carpets are being installed 
to cover damaged floors And officials 
are working to improve the electrical 
system. 


But how much will that help? 
Dist. 26 architect Wayne Fritsch esti- 


mates it would cost about $100,000 "just 
to make the building livable " Bringing it 
up to meet standards of the Illinois Life 
Safety Code, he said, would cost a lot 
more. "It's just a problem with an old 
building that hasn't been maintained at 
all," he said 


But according to the Rev. John Smyth, 


Maryville superintendent, repairs on the 
building were made when Maryville was 
educating its children there and when 
pist. & first occupied^. 
,. "We just couldn't,afford it anymore," 
he said "We tried (o improve the heat- 
ing, but we had problems just keeping up 
the building." To prevent a sizable rent 
hike, Dist. 26 last summer agreed to take 
over repairs 


Cost of repairs is one of the reasons 


Dist. 26 officials are seeking state funds 
for a new school. 


But there's another reason. Dist 26 of- 


ficials want a building where they can 
better educate children whom they say 
are "culturally deprived." 


"For all practical purposes, this is a 


remedial school These kids have spe- 
cial needs that could not be met better in 
other schools in the district, Instruction 
and curriculum is geared to each individ- 
ual," said Principal Gene Kukla, who 
heads a staff of 22 teachers 


According to Tom Warden, Dist. 26 su- 


perintendent, a school for these children 
should emphasize career as well as ac- 
demic training since "many of them 
don't go on to college." Statistics show 
that this year about 50 per cent of Mary- 
ville's high school graduating class will 
enter college in comparison to 71 per 
cent in High School Dist. 214. 


"We need a place where we can devel- 


op practical training," Warden said. "We 


want to pull those kids out of their 24- 
hour environment They need to be away 
and in a new school. We anticipate hav- 
ing places to inject the element of priva- 
cy for a child who now doesn't have 
much of it" 


The 400 children housed at Maryville 


Academy, operated by Catholic Chari- 
ties, have been sent there by the courts 
because of a "breakup' in the child's 
home," according to Father Smyth, 
Maryville superintendent 


"THAT HAPPENS for reasons from A 


to Z," Fr. Smyth said. "Most of the chil- 
dren could no longer be cared for About 
99 per cent of them have parents." 


Maryville accepts children from first 


grade through high school age. About 120 
(the elementary 
students who have 


"learned to .adjust," according to achool 
officials) are being taught in other Dist 
26 schools. About 150 attend public high 
schools. 


One-third of the 130 students at River 


Road are black The rest are white with 
a small percentage of Mexican-American 
and Indian. 


It was during the summer of 1968, that 


Maryville officials made the llth hour 
decision that they could no longer edu- 
cate the children. Since Maryville is lo- 
cated within its boundaries, the responsi- 
bility fell on Dist. 26 


At the time, the then Maryville super- 


intendent, the Rev. George Halpin, 
blamed the sudden decision on a short- 
age of nuns and lack of funds for hiring 
teachers. But Father Smyth said the 
move was made to give Maryville chil- 
dren "a change > in program," naming 
lack of finances as a secondary reason 


MARYVILLE RECEIVES about 70 per 


cent of its budget from the Department 
of Child and Family Services, a state 
agency. That agency gives Maryville 
$8 03 per child per day to pay for individ- 
ual needs, as well as maintenance of the 
buildings. Before 1968, those state funds, 
plus donations, had to also pay for edu- 
cation. Now Dist. 26 is reimbursed by the 


Equal Education Findings Discussed 


by BETSY BROOKER 


An equal education for every child has 


been mandated in a $2 millon research 
project, funded by the U. S. Office of 
Education, 


The four-year study, the National Edu- 


cation Finance Project, calls for more 
government aid to end disparities in edu- 
cation and to compensate for variations 
in school district wealth. 


Members of the research team, hailing 


from 20 U. S. universities, are meeting 
with educators across the country to dis- 
cuss their findings. Educators from the 
midwest region met with the team in Ar- 
lington Heights last week. 


The project Is the first study made of 


school finance on a nationwide scale 
since 1933, according to federal education 
officials. It is designed to take a central- 
ized approach to the problems of school 
finance and to serve as a unifying in- 
fluence. 


Yet, this influence has not been backed 


by federal legislation. It has been left to 
the option of each state legislature to net 
on the project recommendations. 


CURRENTLY, LOCAL property taxes 


make up about one half of local school 
district budgets. The more the property 
in it district Is worth, the more the dis- 
trict gets. Consequently more money is 
spent for a student in a wealthy district 
than for a student In a poor district. 


This system of school finance is being 


tested in courts across the country. 
Courts in California and Texas have 
ruled that school financing based on local 
property taxes is unconstitutional. 


Disparity In education is not limited to 


school districts according to the re- 


searchers There is also disparity in 
state contributions to education. For ex- 
ample, the study ranks Illinois as 4&th in 
the nation in its contribution to educnfion 
compared to its ability to pay. 


Education cannot be equalized, accord- 


ing to the project, until both the state 
and the federal government increase aid 
to local districts. 


"THE CplfJRTS have long held that 


education is function and responsibility 
of the individual states," said Kern Alex- 
ander, associate director of the project 
"Therefore the state has the responsi- 
bility to assure that students have equal 
access to education." 


This equalization must recognize that 


the dollar has a different value in differ- 
ent districts, according to the research- 
ers. And it must also take into account 
the fact that some children have greater 
educational needs than others

funds 


should not go hand in hand with local 
control, according to Roe L. Johns, proj- 
ect director "We have to preserve local 
control as we move toward centralized 
funds." 


"I believe the decisions concerning 


education should be made by the lowest 
level of government that can efficiently 
do it," added Johns. "Power of the lower 
levels of government should be de-. 
creased only for the common good." 


THE STATE should overrule local con- 


trol in cases where a district is so small 
or so poor it cannot provide an adequate 
education program, according to Johns. 
In,,such cases he believes the state 
should'consolidate districts. 


"The state should also not allow the 


c o n t i n u a t i o n of segregation Dis- 
criminatory district lines should be re- 
drawn," added Johns 


Public support of private schools also 


received a denouncement from Johns, 
who believes, "public funds should not be 
appropriated for private purposes."

A 17-year-old bank teller defied dark- 


ness and an armed holdup man Tuesday 
night as she successfully foiled an at- 
tempted robbery at the First Arlington 
National Bank's drive-in windows on 
North Arlington Heights Road 


Wendy Jenkins, 17, of 
Arlington 


Heights, told police she was forced at 
gunpoint to reopen the door to the drive- 
in bank after she had locked up for the 
night and was preparing to drive home 
at about 6 p.m. 


While the would-be robber waited ner- 


vously for.her to open the safe inside the 
small teller's cage, Miss Jenkins acti- 
vated a silent alarm that notified police. 


She then dropped the vault keys down 


a nearby heating vent, making entry to 
the safe impossible. 
. "I'm just relieved that he didn't shoot 
me," she said afterward. "I was trying 
all the while to stall but he kept telling 
me that if I didn't hurry up he'd kill 
me " 


MISS JENKINS told police that as she 


was preparing to pull out of the parking 
lot behind the drive-in facility, a tall 
heavy-set man forced his way into her 
car and ordered her to give him her 
purse. 


She said the man brandished a black, 


snub-nosed revolver 


"I was carrying a big, carpetbag purse 


and I guess he thought the (bank) money 
was inside," she said. 


After discovering that there was no 


money in the purse, Miss Jenkins said 
the man ordered her to open the outside 
door to the teller's cage and bring the 
money out. 


She said she told him opening the door 


would set off an alarm but he insisted 
that she open it anyway and threatened 
to kill her if she did not - 


"I told him it was a bad idea to turn on 


the lights and in the dark I was able to 
push a button which set off a second 
alarm. Then I just tried to stall him until 
the police could get there 


"I made excuses about why I couldn't 


get the vault open and finally was able to 


crawl across the floor and throw them 
(the keys) down the vent." 


MISS JENKINS said the man then told 


her to follow him back outside. But after 
he was through the door, the girl pulled 
the door shut behind him, thus locking 
herself in the bank office. 


Once secure inside the building, Miss 


Jenkins said she telephoned Arlington 
Heights police. 


She said that normally two tellers work 


in the drive-in branch but that Tuesday 
night the second teller had gone home 
early, leaving the high school senior to 
close up by herself. 


"You never really expect that anything 


like this will happen. But when he 
walked in front of my car, I knew ex- 
actly what he wanted." 


Miss Jenkins said the robber leaned on 


the hood of her car and tapped the wind- 
shield with his gun.

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Staff Report On Grade School Integration 
Minority Groups Make Up 
3% Of 8,118 Student Body 


Only 3 per cent of the students in Dist. 


21 schools are from racial minority 
groups, but they ore fairly evenly dis- 
tributed through the district's 15 schools. 


These facts are contained in a report 


prepared by the district staff in response 
to integration guidelines drawn up by the 
office of the state superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction. 


The report shows the district has 8,118 


students. Slightly more than 97 per cent 
— or 7,889 children — are white, accord- 
Ing to the report. 


Children with Spanish surnames repre- 


sent the largest minority group with 167 
students in 14 schools. 


The report shows 53 children from Ori- 


ental families attending 12 schools; six 
black children in three schools and three 
American Indian children in two schools. 


Only four of the district's professional 


employes are from minority groups — 
two Oriental and two from Spanish 
speaking backgrounds. 


IN PRESENTING the report to the 


school board last week, Supt. Kenneth 
Gill said, "I'm sure there can be no 
question of us violating the law." 


Even though the district has none of 


the racial segregation found in some 
large city school systems, Gill told the 
board, "It's not just their problem, It's 
our problem, too." 


Gill said some way must be found to 


help the deteriorating big city schools, 
but said that he did not agree with the 


recent court decision that ordered Rich- 
mond, Va. suburban and city schools be 
combined into one system. 


The report, which was approved unani- 


mously by the school board, said the dis- 
trict assigns children to schools "on a 
neighborhood school concept." 


"With our present racial and ethnic 


makeup," the report said, "we find this 
procedure entirely satisfactory and with- 
in the intent of the law." 


However, the report said, "this proce- 


dure will be reviewed at such time that 
the racial and ethnic makeup of the dis- 
trict is of such proportions as to re- 
quire any changes in placement." 


The report also described programs in- 


tended to "further greater understanding 
between racial and ethnic groups" that 
had been added to the district's curricu- 
lum in the last three years. 


THESE INCLUDE junior high school 


studies of black, Indian, and Spanish 
American culture, as well as field trips 
to Chicago to visit displays of black art- 
ists and black businesses and art exhibits 
and businesses in Chinatown. 


In the district's elementary schools, 


the report said students read biographies 
of black leaders, books on black history 
and culture. They also study the history 
and culture of Mexico and of Indian 
tribes, 


"Multi-racial reading texts" are used 


on the elementary level, but the report 
said these are "of questionable value for 


the purpose of racial understanding." 


The report emphasized programs for 


children from Spanish speaking families 
some of whom are migrants who do not 
spend the entire year in this area. 


A project "to help Spanish speaking 


students to better develop English as a 
usable language" was also described in 
the report. The program includes tutor- 
ing of Mexican-American children who 
do not attend Dist. 21 schools steadily 
because the district also provides tutors 
for children from migrant families. 


Children from Spanish speaking back- 


grounds attend all but one of the dis- 
trict's 15 schools with the largest concen- 
tration at the Nathaniel Hawthorne 
School in Wheeling. Forty-four of the 
school's 221 students are from that mi- 
nority group. 


Oriental children — the next largest 


minority group — are generally evenly 
distributed with the largest number (12) 
at Oliver Wendell Holmes Junior High 
School in Wheeling. 


Four Negro children attend Henry 


Wadsworth Longfellow School in Wheel- 
ing, while one attends Jack London Ju- 
nior High 'School in Wheeling and one at- 


• tends Booth Tarkington School, Wheel- 


ing. 


The report also shows that the secre- 


tarial staff is completely white. Fifteen 
of the 63 maintenance employes are from 
Spanish speaking backgrounds, and one 
is oriental. The rest are white.

The Buffalo Grove Jaycees have taken 


out an advertisement in today's Arling- 
ton Heights Herald questioning that vil- 
lage's proposal to build a garbage in- 
cinerator on a landfill site immediately 
west of Buffalo Grove.

"Phase II" of the environmental re- 


cycling project will begin Saturday at 10 
a.m. immediately west of the Municipal 
building in Buffalo Grove. 
, For the first time, glass recycling will 
take place from 10 a.m. until 4 p.m. that 
night. 


Also, the Buffalo Grove Junior Wom- 


an's Club will hold a paper drive in con- 
nection with the village's newly opened 
center. The woman's club' is apparently 
the first organized group to take advan- 
tage of the environmental project. They 
will be collecting papers door-to-door all 
day Saturday. 


The paper must be bound and placed 


on the curbs by mailboxes, according to 
Mrs. Nancy Brink, ecology chairman of 
the Woman's club. 


THE GLASS MAY be brought to the 


collection point from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Glass should be separated according to 
color: Brown, green, and clear. All met- 
al, such as metal rings and bottle caps, 
should be removed from the glass and it 
would help if the bottles and jars were 
clean, village officials said. 


No plastic cartons or paper (other than 


labels) can be deposited into the bins and 
no windshield or window glass, mirrors 


or glass tablewear can be collected or 
redeemed. 


There will be people on hand to assist 


anyone in the disposition of their glass 
and paper. 


>A paper company has agreed to pro- 


vide a container for the waste paper at 
no charge to the village. The company 
will remove the paper regularly and pay 
the village for it. The Raupp Disposal 
Co. agreed to donate a bin for the glass.

Aging Building Poses Financial Woes 


by KAREN RUGEN 


River Trails School Dist. 26 is fighting 


a battle at Its River Road School in Des 
Plaines — a battle against age. 


A Go-year-oltl building, deteriorating 


and growing obsolete, is the battlefield, 
Repairs, replacements and patchwork re- 
novations compose the arsenal. 


River Road School was leased in 1968 


by Dist. 26 from Maryville Academy for 
Dependent Children in Des Plaines. The 
lease was part of an arragement worked 
out between district and Maryville offi- 
cials at the time the district was taking 
over the job of educating Maryville chil- 
dren. 


The structure housing the school was 


built in 1907 as a dormitory. It was later , 
used by Maryville as a school. Parts of 
the building are still used as a dormito- 
ry. 


In the years since the building was 


constructed, its wooden floors, tiled hall- 
ways and plaster ceilings have endured 
the wear and tear of hundreds of chil- 
dren and decades of harsh Midwest win- 
ters 


SECTIONS OF the floors are warped 


and splintered. When it's cold, the drafty 
structure is hard to heat. Sometimes ceil- 
ings leak because the plumbing in the 
roof Is worn out; paint is peeling from 
several of the high ceilings. One room 
must go unused because of the danger of 
falling plaster. 


School officials say that the present 


electrical system is not adequate to light 
the rooms and also provide a power 
source for audio-visual materials. 


"When we want to j>how a movie, we 


have to shut off lights in another room," 
said Principal Gene Kukla. 


Five days a week approximately 130 


Maryville children come downstairs from 
their rooms, walk along a corridor and 
through the doors to the 11 classrooms 
which make up the major portion of the 
school. 


Temporary repairs have been made by 


the district to keep the building safe and 
operating for those children. Sashes of 


the 10-feet-high windows have been tight- 
ened to prevent cold from blowing in oh 
windy days. Carpets are being installed 
to cover damaged floors. And officials 
are working to improve the electrical 
system. 


But how much will that help? 
Dist. 26 architect Wayne Fritsch esti- 


mates it would cost about $100,000 "just 
to make the building livable." Bringing it 
up to meet standards of the Illinois Life 
Safety Code, he said, would cost a lot 
more. "It's just a problem with an old 
building that hasn't been maintained at 
all," he said. 
i 
, 


But according to the Rev. John 'Smyth, 


Maryville superintendent, repairs on the 
building were made,,when Maryville was 
educating its children there and when 
Dist. 26 first occupied it. 


"We just couldn't afford it anymore," 


he said. "We tried to improve the heat- 
ing, but we had problems just keeping up 
the building." To prevent a sizable rent 
hike, Dist. 26 last summer agreed to take 
over repairs. 


Cost of repairs is one of the reasons 


Dist. 26 officials are seeking state funds 
for a new school. 


But there's another reason. Dist, 26 of- 


ficials want a building where they can 
better educate children whom they say 
are "culturally deprived." 


"For all practical purposes, this is a 


remedial school. These kids have spe- 
cial needs that could not be met better in 
other schools in the district. Instruction 
and curriculum is geared to each individ- 
ual," said Principal Gene Kukla, who 
heads a staff of 22 teachers. 


According to Tom Warden, Dist. 26 su- 


perintendent, a school for these children 
should emphasize career as well as ac- 
demic training since "many of them 
don't go on to college." Statistics show 
that this year about 50 per cent of Mary- 
ville's high school graduating class will 
enter college in comparison fo 71 per 
cent in High School Dist. 214, 


"We need a place where we can devel- 


op practical training," Warden said. "We 


want to pull those kids out of their 24- 
hour environment. They need to be away 
and in a new school. We anticipate hav- 
ing places to inject the element of priva- 
cy for a child who now doesn't have 
much of it." 


The 400 children housed at Maryville 


Academy, operated by Catholic Chari- 
ties, have been sent there by the courts 
because of a "breakup in the child's

"THAT HAPPENS for reasons from A 


to Z," Fr. Smyth said. "Most of the chil- 
dren could no longer be cared for. About 
99 per cent of them have parents." 


Maryville accepts children from first 


grade through high school age. About 120 
(the; elementary students who have 
"learned to adjust," according io achool 
officials) are i being, taught in other Dist 
.26 schools. About 150 attend public high 
schools. 


One-third of the 130 students at River 


Road are black. The rest are white with 
a small percentage of Mexican-American 
and Indian. 


It was during the summer of 1968, that 


Maryville officials made the llth hour 
decision that they could no longer edu- 
cate the children Since Maryville is lo- 
cated within its boundaries, the responsi- 
bility fell on Dist 26. 


At the time, the then Maryville super- 


intendent, the Rev. George Halpin, 
blamed the sudden decision on a short- 
age of nuns and lack of funds for hiring 
teachers. But Father Smyth said the 
move was made to give Maryville chil- 
dren "a change in program," naming 
lack of finances as a secondary reason 


MARYVILLE RECEIVES about 70 per 


cent of its budget from the Department 
of Child and Family Services, a state 
agency That agency gives Maryville 
$8.03 per child per day to pay for individ- 
ual needs, as well as maintenance of the 
buildings. Before 1968, those state funds, 
plus donations, had to also pay for edu- 
cation.

Ecjual Education Findings Discussed 


by BETSY BROOKER 


An equal education for every child has 


heen mandated in a $2 millon research 
project, funded by the U. S. Office of 
Education. 


The four-year study, the National Edu- 


cation Finance Project, calls for more 
government aid to end disparities in edu- 
cation and to compensate for variations 
In school district wealth. 


Members of the research team, hailing 


from 20 U. S. universities, are meeting 
with educators across the country to dis- 
cuss their findings. Educators from the 
midwest region met with (he team in Ar- 
lington Heights last week. 


The project is the first study made of 


school finance on a nationwide scale 
since 1933. according to federal education 
officials. It is designed to take a central- 
ized approach to the problems of school 
finance and to serve as a unifying in- 
fluence. 


Yet, this influence has not been backed 


by federal legislation. It has been left to 
the option of each state legislature to act 
on the project recommendations. 


CURRENTLY, LOCAL property taxes 


make up about one half of local school 
district budgets. The more the property 
in a district is worth, the more the dis- 
trict gefci. Consequently more money is 
spent for a student in a wealthy district 
than for r student In a poor district. 


This system of school finance is being 


tested in courts across the country. 
Courts in California and Texas have 
ruled that school financing based on local 
property taxes Is unconstitutional. , 


Disparity in education is not limited to 


school districts according to the re- 


searchers. There is also disparity in 
state contributions to education For ex- 
ample, the study ranks Illinois as 49th in 
the nation in its contribution to education 
compared to its ability to pay. 


Education cannot be equalized, accord- 


ing to the project, until both the state 
and the federal government increase aid 
to local districts. 


"THE COURTS have long held that 


education is function and responsibility 
of the individual states," said Kern Alex- 
ander, associate director of the project, 
"Therefore the state has the responsi- 
bility to assure that students have equal 
access to education." 


This equalization must recognize that 


the dollar has a different value in differ- 
ent districts, according to the research- 
ers. And it must also take into account 
the fact that some children have greater 
educational needs than others. 


An increase in government 
funds 


should not go hand in hand with local 
control, according to Roe L, Johns, proj- 
ect director "We have to preserve local 
control as we move toward centralized 
funds." 


"I believe the decisions concerning 


education should be made by the lowest 
level of government that can efficiently 
do it," added Johns. "Power of the lower 
levels of government should be de- 
creased only for the common good." 


THE STATE should overrule local con- 


trol in cases where a district is so small 
or so poor it cannot provide an adequate 
education program, according to Johns. 
In 
1 such cases he believes the state 


should consolidate districts.- 


"The state should also not allow the 
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state for a "tuition" for the Maryville 
students as well as the $5,000 a year rent 
Maryville charges for use of classrooms, 
music and science rooms and gym. 


Shortly before River Road opened as a 


Dist. 26 school, it was inspected by Rob- 
ert Hayes, an assistant superintendent in 
the Cook County education office, to see 
whether it met the Illinois Life Safety 
Code. 


It did not, and the district was granted 


a five-year extension to bring the build- 
ing up to regulations The extension is up 
. at the end of the 1972-73 school year. 


Items under inspection included heat- 


ing and ventilating systems, drinking 
fountains, toilet facilities, lighting and 
playgrounds The fire alarjn system and 
exits were also examined. As Kukla 
points out, River Road students are 
cleared out of the building 55 seconds af- 
ter the alarm sounds 


However, Hayes> could not say exactly 


why the building did not meet the codes. 
He said the district would have to hire an 
architect and an engineer to make such 
a survey. 


But officials are reluctant to spend the 


money for a survey of a building they 
may soon be moving out of Another fac- 
tor is that Dist. 26 >cannot use money 
from its life safety tax to improve a 
building owned by a parochial agency. 


This spring State Rep. Eugene Schlick- 


man, R-Arlington Heights, plans to in- 
troduce a bill into the Illinois General 
Assembly that would solve the school dis- 
trict's problems The bill would provide 
state funds for a new school, one that 
officials hope will contain a lot of open 
space and individual learning material 
centers 


But what if the bill never gets passed? 
"We'll just have to continue to use rub- 


ber bands, tape and paper clips to fix the 
building until the state realized its re- 
sponsibility is to provide educational fa- 
cilities for these, kids," Kukla said.

A 17-year-old bank teller defied dark- 


ness and an armed holdup man Tuesday 
night as she successfully foiled an at- 
tempted robbery at the First Arlington 
National Bank's drive-in windows on 
North Arlington Heights Road. 


Wendy Jenkins, 
17, of Arlington 


Heights, told police she was forced at 
gunpoint to reopen the door to the drive- 
in bank after she had locked up for the 
night and was preparing to drive home 
at about 6 p.m. 


While the would-be robber waited ner- 


vously for her to open the safe inside the 
small teller's cage, Miss Jenkins acti- 
vated a silent alarm that notified police. 


She then dropped the vault keys down 


a nearby heating vent, making entry to 
the safe impossible. 


"I'm just relieved that he didn't shoot 


me," she said afterward. "I was trying 
all the while to stall but he kept telling 
me that if I didn't hurry up he'd kill 
me." 


MISS JENKINS told police that as she 


was preparing to pull out of the parking 
lot behind the drive-in facility, a tall 
heavy-set man forced his way into her 
car and ordered her to give him her 
purse. 


She said the man brandished a blaek, 


snub-nosed revolver. 


"I was carrying a big, carpetbag purse 


and I guess he thought the (bank) money 
was inside," she said. 


After discovering that there was no 


money in the purse, Miss Jenkins said 
the man ordered her to open the outside 
door to the teller's cage and bring the 
money out.

Officials Get Look At Transit Plans 


Inverness and Bamngton officials and 


residents were given a close look at rec-

Harold Lenske, director of commuter 


and passenger services of the Chicago 4 
North Western Rwy., made the main pre- 
sentation In support of the railroad's pro- 
posal for coordinating mass transit units 
In the Chicago metropolitan area at a 
meeting this week. 


The Chicago Metropolitan Area Trans- 


portation System (CMATS), as conceived 
by the C&NW. provides for an overall 
agency to oversee the 26 private and 
public earners. 


About 30 persons attended the two-hour 


session In Bamngton, sponsored by the 
Village of Inverness and the Barrington 
Area Council of Governments. 


A member of the Inverness village 


board said after the meeting that the 
board would further study CMATS and 
other transportation plans before taking 
a stand on the issue 
- 


EARLIER THIS WEEK. Rolling Mead- 


ows Mayor Roland J. Meyer came out 
against CMATS The Hoffman Estates 
Village Board has voted against endors- 
ing the plan and Mayor Robert Teichert 
of Mount Prospect has expressed reser- 
vations about it. 


Lenske said the plan, which has been 


introduced into the Illinois General As- 
sembly, "is not carved out of stone" and 
can be modified. 


He said it was proposed partially to 


obtain federal funds for mass transit, 
which will only be awarded if a regional 
transit system exists. 


Some $3.1 billion has been appro- 


priated by Congress for transportation 
improvements, with a 12Vi per cent limit 
on the funds for each state. This comes 
down to $387.5 million in Illinois. 


Coupled with a $200 million trans- 


portation revenue bond issue in the state 
through 1975, $587.5 million is available 
to meet Illinois transportation needs 


However, Lenske said, the Chicago 


Transit Authority (CTA) has already re- 
quested $972 million, which does not in- 


clude a subsidy for a rail system which 
probably will be built ,in the median strip 
of the crosstown Expressway.

If the suburbs'keep putting off setting 


up a regional transportation district; 
which could apply for federal funds, "We 
believe every federal dollar will be 
gone," Lenske said. 


Besides federal and state support, 


CMATS would be financed by receiving 
part of the existing motor fuel taxes col- 
lected in the six-county region 


CMATS was given the support of 


Thomas Ploss, general attorney for the 
Milwaukee Road RR who suggested for- 
mation of an interim regional trans- 
portation board to help financially-trou- 
bled systems, such as the Milwaukee 
Road. 


Other panel members were John G 


Morris, director of transportation plan- 
ning for the Northeastern Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission, and Garred Jones, di- 
rector of the Chicago Area 
Trans- 


portation Study. 


Equal Education Findings Discussed

An equal education for every child has 


been mandated in a $2 millon research 
project, funded by the U. S. Office of 
Education, 


The four-year study, the National Edu- 


cation Finance Project, calls for more 
government aid to end disparities in edu- 
cation and to compensate for variations 
In school district wealth. 


Members of the research team, hailing 


from 20 U. S. universities, are meeting 
with educators across the country to dis- 
cuss their findings, Educators from the 
midwest region met with the team in Ar- 
lington Heights last week. 


The project is the first study made of 


school finance on a nationwide scale 
since 1933, according to federal education 
officials. It Is designed to take a central- 
i/ed approach to the problems of school 
finance and to serve as a unifying in- 
fluence 


Yet, this influence has not been backed 


by federal legislation. It has been left to 
the option of each state legislature to act 
on the project recommendations. 


CURRENTLY. LOCAL property taxes 


make up about one half of local school 
district budgets. The more the property 
in a district is worth, the more the dis- 
trict gets. Consequently more money is 
spent for a student In a wealthy district 
than for a student in a poor district, 


This system of school finance is being 


tested m courts across the country. 


Courts in California and Texas have 
ruled that school financing based on local 
property taxes is unconstitutional. 


Disparity in education is not limited to 


school districts according to the re- 
searchers, There is also disparity in 
state contributions to education. For ex- 
ample, the study ranks Illinois as 4&th in 
the nation in its contribution to education 
compared to its ability to pay. 


Education cannot be equalized, accord- 


ing to the project, until both the state 
and the federal government increase aid 
to local districts. 


"THE COURTS have long held that 


education is function and responsibility 
of the individual states," said Kern Alex- 
ander, associate director of the project 
"Therefore the state has the responsi- 
bility to assure that students have equal 
access to education " 


This equalization must recognize that 


the dollar has a different value in differ- 
ent districts, according to the research- 
ers. And it must also take into account 
the fact that some children have greater 
educational needs than others 


An increase 
in government 
funds 


should not go hand in hand with local 
control, according to Roe L Johns, proj- 
ect director "We have to preserve local 
control as we move toward centralized 
funds." 


"I believe the decisions concerning 


education should be made by the lowest 
level of government that can efficiently 
do it," added Johns. "Power of the lower 


levels of government should be de- 
creased only for the common good," 


THE STATE should overrule local con- 


trol in cases where a district is so small 
or so poor it cannot provide an adequate 
education program, according to Johns 
In such cases he believes the state 
should consolidate districts 


"The state should also not allow the 


c o n t i n u a t i o n of segregation Dis- 
criminatory district lines should be re- 
drawn," added Johns. 


Public support of private schools also 


received a denouncement from Johns, 
who believes, "public funds should not be 
appropriated for private purposes " 


Teller, 17, Foils Bank Holdup Attempt

A 17-year-old bank teller defied dark- 


ness and an armed holdup man Tuesday 
night as she successfully foiled an at- 
tempted robbery at the First Arlington 
National Bank's drive^n windows on 
North Arlington Heights Road. 


Wendy Jenkins, 17, of Arlington 


Heights; told police .she was forced at 
gunpoint to reopen the door to the drive- 
in bank after she had locked up for the 
night and was preparing to drive home 
at about 6pm. 


While the would-be robber waited ner- 


vously for her to open the safe inside the 
small teller's cage, Miss Jenkins acti- 
vated a silent alarm that notified police. 


She then dropped the vault keys down 


a nearby heating vent, making entry to 
the safe impossible. 


"I'm ]ust relieved that he didn't shoot 


me," she said afterward. "I was trying 
all the while to stall but he kept telling 
me that if I didn't hurry up he'd kill 
me " 


MISS JENKINS told police that as she 


was preparing to pull out of the parking 
lot behind the drive-in facility, a tall 
heavy-set man forced his way into her 
car and ordered her to give him her 
purse. 


She said the man brandished a black, 


snub-nosed revolver. 


"I was carrying a big, carpetbag purse 


and I guess he thought the (bank) money 
was inside," she said. 


After discovering that there was no 


money in the purse, Miss Jenkins said 
the man ordered her to open the outside 
door to the teller's cage and bring the 
money out 


She said she told him opening the door 


would set off an alarm but he insisted

She said that normally two tellers work 


in the drive-in branch but that Tuesday 
night the second teller had gone home 
early, leaving the high school senior to 
close up by herself 


"You never really expect that anything 


like this will happen. But when he 
walked in front of my car, I knew ex- 
actly what he wanted " 


Miss Jenkins said the robber leaned on 


the hood of her car and tapped the wind- 
shield with his gun. 


ARLINGTON Heights police have cir- 


culated a description of the man to other 
police departments and are continuing 
their investigation into the case 


Miss Jenkins said she has been work- 


ing as a part-time teller at the bank for 
about a y.ear. She said she spends about 
20 hours a week working Saturdays and 
afternoons after school 


Bruce Dodds, an officer at the First 


Arlington National Bank, said this was 
the first such holdup attempt at the 
bank. He praised the girl for her alert- 
ness in what he called a "rather unique 
situation."

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A Dead Issue? 
Police Silent In 
Tiff With Chief

T h e six-week-old charges of in- 


timidation and coercion against Rolling 
Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case died in 
silence Tuesday night at a closed meet- 
ing of the City Council, when no patrol- 
men spoke out against Case. 


According to Patrolman Bruce Mur- 


phy, Aid. Frederick Jacobson asked 
specifically at the meeting if any of the 
15 patrolmen had any statements to 
make regarding the allegations made in 
December that Case had coerced several 
patrolmen into resigning from their 
union, the Combined Counties Police As- 
sociation (CCPA). 


Murphy said none of the patrolmen 


made any statements in reply to Jacob- 
son's question. Murphy, the local CCPA 
president said he feels Tuesday's in- 
action kills the intimidation issue. 


Murphy could not offer 
any ex- 


planation why the men chose not to talk 
Tuesday. 


The special council session was called 


last week over the opposition of Mayor 
Roland Meyer and two dissenting alder- 
men. It was called to give the patrolmen 
a chance to discuss any departmental 
grievances," including the Case con- 
troversy. 


The mayor, all 10 aldermen, the city 


attorney and about IS patrolmen attend- 
ed the meeting. All patrolmen, even 
those on duty Tuesday night, got the 
chance to attend the gripe session. 


SEVERAL OF the patrolmen who at- 


tended the meeting were some who spec- 
ifically accused Case of trying to in- 
timidate them to leave the CCPA in De- 
comber, according to Murphy. 


Murphy said he did not instruct the 


men to keep silent about the intimidation 
charges. 


The policemen did talk with the alder- 


men about other matters, Murphy said, 
including department morale, the lack of 
communication between the policemen 
and the council, salaries and fringe bene- 
fits, and the status of the CCPA. 


Murphy said the discussion was friend- 


ly throughout, except when talk turned to 
the CCPA and became more heated. He 
said Meyer again told the men the CCPA 
will never be recognized in Rolling 
Meadows. 


The aldermen told the patrolmen, ac- 


cording to Murphy, they would look into 
several items In the area of salary and 
fringe benefits to see what benefits can 
be upgraded. Murphy said there was con- 
siderable) discussion about the possibility 
of broadening the departmental insur- 
ance program, and decreasing the num- 
ber of years to get to top salary from 
five to three. 


Aid. Jim Huddleston said he is "very 


optimistic things are going to work out" 
as a result of last night's meeting. He 
agreed with Murphy's version of the gen- 
fi'al trend of the meeting and said the 
council will begin taking action on some 
of the points covered within the next 
week. 


HUDDLESTON, ALONG with Jacobson 


and Aid. John Rock, was the driving 
force behind Tuesday's meeting. 


He said he thought "the discussions 


were very responsive and there was a 
very nice exchange among all con- 
cerned." 


Huddleston said he was "very proud" 


of the way the policemen and aldermen 
conducted the meeting. He added he was 
surprised about the lack of an answer to 
Jacobson's question about Case, but 
didn't know if that would put an end to 
the controversy. 


Boost Fringe 
Benefits, 
Police Ask 


Much of Tuesday night's closed special 


City Council meeting was devoted to dis- 
cussions between the aldermen and po- 
licemen about the possibility of improv- 
ing fringe benefits and increasing com- 
munication between the council and the 
police department. 


The council was receptive to die ques- 


tions and suggestions made by the pa- 
trolmen, the Herald learned yesterday 
from several people who attended the 
meeting. 


In the area of fringe benefits, the coun- 


cil agreed to try to cut the number of 
years it takes a patrolman to reach, the 
top of his salary scale from five years to 
three. The council was also receptive to 
a suggestion that the city's insurance 
plan be expanded to include the families 
of employes. 


The council also said it would probaibly 


pay for patrolmen to take courses hi po- 
lice work or criminology at Harper Col- 
lege. A requisite would be the successful 
completion of the course. 


The patrolmen complained they were 


not always kept up to date with the 
methods used to select candidates for ad- 
vancement in rank. 


THERE WAS TALK of increasing the 


uniform allowance, giving compensatory 
time and pay, for hour spent in court, 
and adding two half-days off to the holi- 
day schedule. 


In the area of communications between 


the department and council, the patrol- 
men asked why they were not permitted 
to see their own service records. The 
records are now available only to the 
chief of police and ranking officers. The 
council reportedly told the men the ser- 
vice records would be made available to 
them. 


One item received a less favorable re- 


sponse, according to sources. The men 
asked if they could have some say in the 
appointment of the aldermen who serve 
on the city's license, police and health 
committee. The council response was 
negative.

vated a silent alarm that notified police. 


She then dropped the vault keys down 


a nearby,heating vent, making entry to

"I'm just relieved that he* didn't shoot 


me," she said afterward. "I was trying 
all the while to stall but he kept telling 
me that' if I didn't hurry up he'd kill 
me."

MISS JENKINS told police that as she

Eye Renovation At Winston Park School 


Extensive renovation of Winston Park 


School In Palatine Is being considered by 
the Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 
Board of Education. 


The renovation would include adding 


locker rooms and showers, converting 
the kitchen into a classroom, adding 
practical aits classrooms and enlarging 
the teachers' lounge. 


The renovation work would be done in 


conjunction with life safety code work if 
studies indicate it is financially feasible. 


The board authorized Richard Dona- 


torn of the architectural firm of Del 
Bianco, Schwartz and Donatoni to pro- 
ceed with preliminary plans and spectft- 
cations for bidding Winston Park School 
life safety code work. 


The life safety code work will include 


widening the corridors, putting in new 
doors, electrical work and other items 
estimated to cost approximately $120,000. 
This will be funded from the life safety 
code levy. 


SINCE THE BUILDING will have to 


be "gutted" for the life safety code work, 
the administration is recommending to 


the board the renovations be made at the 
same time. 


"If we don't do it then, it just might 


not get done. It would be too costly to do 
individually," said Supt. Frank Whiteley. 


Deputy Supt Joseph Kiszka said the 


renovation plans are in compliance with 
the board's plan to create a total junior 
high program 


The renovation plans include the in- 


stallation of locker rooms and showers 
where the stage in the gymnasium is 
now located. The state would be moved 
to the opposite end of the gymnasium At 
the present time there are no shower fa- 
cilities in the school. 


The plans also call for conversion of 


the school's kitchen into an additional 
classroom. This is possible because when 
Palatine Hills Junior High School opens 
in the fall of 1973 all food service oper- 
ations will be centralized at that school 
and present kitchens in the schools will 
not be used. 


INCLUSION OF facilities for practical 


arts had previously been approved by the 
board but will also be done in con- 
junction with the life safety code work if 


financially possible Present plans are to 
expand and convert two rooms on the 
west side of the building originally de- 
signed for kindergarten classes into 
practical art facilities The anticipated 
cost of just this phase of the renovation 
program is $142,000 


Other renovation work would include 


enlarging the teachers' lounge and con- 
verting former locker rooms into two 
meeting and guidance rooms.

Equal Education Findings Discussed 


by BETSY BHOOKER 


An equal education for every child has 


been mandated in a $2 mlllon research 
project, funded by the U. S Office of 
Education. 


The four-year study, the National Edu- 


cation Finance Project, calls for more 
government aid to end disparities in edu- 
cation and to compensate for variations 
in school district weaKh. 


Members of the research team, hailing 


from 20 U. S universities, are meeting 
with educators across the country to dis- 
cuss their findings. Educators from the 
midwest region met with the team in Ar- 
lington Heights last week, 


The project Is the first study made of 


school finance on n nationwide scale 
since 1933, according to federal education 
officials It is designed to take a central- 
ized approach to the problems of school 
finance and to serve as a unifying in- 
fluence. 


Yet, this influence has not been backed 


by federal legislation. It has been left to 
the option of each state legislature to act 
on the project recommendations. 


CURRENTLY, LOCAL property taxes 


make up about one half of local school 
district budgets. The more the property 
in a district is worth, the more the dis- 
trict gets. Consequently more money is 
spent for n student in a wealthy district 
than for ti student in a poor district. 


This system of school finance is being 


tested in courts across the country. 
Courts in California and Texas have 
ruled that school financing based on local 
property taxes Is unconstitutional 


Disparity hi education is not limited to 


school districts according to the re- 
searchers. There Is also disparity in 
stH'c contributions to education. For ex- 
ample, the study ranks Illinois as 4Mb In 
the nation in its conttIbution to education 
compared to its, ability to pay. 


Education cannot be equalized, accord- 
' ln£ to the project, until both the state 


and the federal government increase aid 
to local districts 


"THE COURTS have long held that 


education is function and responsibility 
of the individual states," said Kern Alex- 
ander, associate director of the project 
"Therefore the state has the responsi- 
bility to assure that students have equal 
access to education " 


This equalization must recognize that 


the dollar has a different value in differ- 
ent districts, according to the research- 
ers. And it must also take into account 
the fact that some children have greater 
educational needs than others. 


An increase 
in government 
funds 


should not go hand in hand with local 
control, according to Roe L Johns, proj- 
ect director. "We have to preserve local 
control as we move toward centralized 
funds." 


"I believe the decisions concerning 


education should be made by the lowest 
level of government that can efficiently 
do it," added Johns. "Power of the lower 
levels of government should be de- 
creased only for the common good "

Unfavorable economic conditions have 


licld up construction in Mount Prospect 
of a $42-milIion office, apartment and 
recreation center — described as similar 
to New York City's Rockefeller Center. 


William Alter of Unity Venture Inc., 


owner of the site, said he has been wait- 
ing for the economic situation to im- 
prove. The 54-acre site is at the north- 
west corner of Algonquin and Elmhurst 
Roads. 


"There is no office market for now," 


Alter said last week. Ho added they were 
beginning to see "a glimmer of a light" 
but they have "to wait until we see a lot 
more light." 


With few firms looking to rent office 


space at present in this area, the pro- 
posed plan has been held in abeyance. 
The Alter property was annexed to 
Mount Prospect last April. 


If developed according to the plan pre- 


sented then to the village board, the cen- 
ter will include seven office buildings, 
ranging from eight to 16 stories; three 
12-story and two 10-story apartment 
buildings with a maximum of 1,200 living 


units; theaters; restaurants; year-round 
recreation facilities; underground park- 
ing for more than 6,000 cars; retail 
shops; and a hotel with convention facil- 
ities. 


LAST YEAR, Alter estimated that con- 


struction will be completed within five to 
eight years. But this may now have to be 
extended. The complex, according to Al- 
ter, will be basically an office-park de- 
signed to accommodate big companies 
with enough space for regional or nation- 
al offices. 


Similar problems have caused at least 


a temporary halt to plans for a 10-story 
professional office building at the Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center. 


Harold Carlson, vice president and 


general manager of the Randhurst Corp., 
last October said that plans for the build- 
ing were in a "status of suspended ani- 
mation," One of the reasons Carlson 
gave was that the corporation's officers 
felt the office market in the Northwest 
suburbs was being overbuilt, resulting in 
more buildings than tenants.

How To Avoid 
65-Year-Old School A Financial Burden? 
Catching Flu

River Trails School Dist. 26 is fighting 


a battle at its River Road School in Des 
Plaines — a battle against age. 


A 65-year-old building, deteriorating 


and growing obsolete, is the battlefield. 
Repairs, replacements and patchwork re- 
novations compose the arsenal. 


River Road School was leased in 1968 


by Dist. 26 from Maryville Academy for 
Dependent Children in Des Plaines. The 
lease was part of an arragement worked 
out between district and Maryville offi- 
cials at the time the district was taking 
over the job of educating Maryville chil- 
dren. 


The structure housing the school was 


built in 1907 as a dormitory. It was later 
used by Maryville as a school. Parts of 
the building are still used as a dormito- 
ry.In the years since the building was 
constructed, its wooden floors, tiled hall- 
ways and plaster ceilings have endured 
the wear and tear of hundreds of chil- 
dren and decades of harsh Midwest win- 
ters. 


SECTIONS OF the floors are warped 


and splintered. When it's cold, the drafty 


structure is hard to heat. Sometimes ceil- 
ings leak because the plumbing in the 
roof is worn out; paint is peeling from 
several of the high ceilings. One room 
must go unused because of the danger of 
falling plaster. 


School officials say that the present 


electrical system is not adequate to light 
the rooms and also provide a power 
source for audio-visual materials. 


"When we want to show a movie, we 


have to shut off lights in another room," 
said Principal Gene Kukla. 


Five days a week approximately 130 


' Maryville children come downstairs from 
their rooms, walk along a corridor and 
through the doors to the 11 classrooms 
which make up the major portion of the 
school. 


Temporary repairs have been made by 


the district to keep the building safe and 
operating for those children. Sashes of 
the 10-feet-high windows have been tight- 
ened to prevent cold from blowing in on 
windy days. Carpets are being installed 
to cover damaged floors. And officials 
are working to improve the electrical 
system. 


But how much will that help? 


Dist. 26 architect Wayne Fritsch esti- 


mates it would cost about $100,000 "just 
to make the building livable." Bringing it 
up to meet standards of the Illinois Life 
Safety Code, he said, would cost a lot 
more. "It's just a problem with an old 
building that hasn't been maintained at 
all," he said. 


But according to the Rev. John Smyth, 


Maryville superintendent, repairs on the 
building were made when Maryville was 
educating its children there and when 
Dist. 26 first occupied it. 


"We just couldn't afford it anymore," 


he said. "We tried to improve the heat- 
ing, but we had problems just keeping up 
the building." To prevent a sizable rent 
hike, Dist. 26 last summer agreed to take 
over repairs. 


Cost of repairs is one of the reasons 


Dist. 26 officials are seeking state funds 
for a new school. 


But there's another reason. Dist. 26 of- 


ficials want a building where they can 
better educate children whom they say 
are "culturally deprived." 


"For all practical purposes, this is a 


remedial school. These kids have spe-

Stay away from crowds, dress warmly 


and follow routine health precautions and 
chances are you'll avoid catching the flu. 


That's the advice of Dr. John B. Hall, 


a physician with the Cook County De- 
partment of Public Health in Chicago. 


Dr. Hall said plenty of sleep and an 


adequate diet, including proper nour- 
ishment and vitamins, coupled with avoi- 
dance of crowds, lessen the possibility of 
catching the flu bug. 


He indicated it's now too late for the 


more successful preventive to influenza 
— an inoculation. These shots are usually 
offered in fall, because they take time to 
build up immunity to the virus. 


If you have reason to believe you may 


have the flu, Dr. Hall recommends call- 
ing your family doctor for advice. 
"That's the only way we can separate 
the mild cases from the severe ones," he 
said. 


The flu which is now going around is a 


variety of the Hong Kong flu. It general- 
ly affects victims for about 48 hours. 


Dr. Hall said he expects the current 


wave of flu cases to end around March 1.

No wonder that Mount Prospect Mayor 


Robert D Teichert is doing his best to 
defuse the emotional and political bomb 
that threatens his village He mjy, how- 
ever, be unsuccessful and have to settle 
for mimmumg the effects of the bomb as 
much as possible before it does go off 


Teichert wants to uvoid a severe case 


of shell shock such as neighboring Ar- 
lington Heights and Des Flames- have 
suffered over the volatile housing issue 


"1 don't want to throw the community 


into a temporary turmoil," Teichert said 
at a meeting last week when a pioposed 
resolution made evident the danger He 
said he did not want people taking sides 
on whether or not they want low and 
moderate-income housing in the village 


FttOM THE REACTION of the some 30 


residents who were present at the meet- 
ing Teichert reali/ed the discussion of 
the resolution by which the village 
board would pledge "to take any and all 
action within its means to fostei, encour- 
<if>e and assist in the development of low 
and moderate-income housing within this 
community ' was the start of a vety hot 
fuse 


Teichert managed to have that ie>-olu- 


tion tabled indefinitely and have the me- 
chanics of a survey started He had 
lengthened the fuse consideiably but 
cle.irly stated opinions at that meeting 
by lesidents show why the best Teichert 
c.m probably hope for is a minimizing of 
the effects of the eventual explosion 


These lesidents had come to the meet- 


ing to protect low and model ate-m- 
tome housing under any circumstances 
Men like the one who said, "If you don't 
make the money, don't live heie" Tei- 


chert will never be able to win them 
over 


But for the vast majority of the vil- 


lage, the mayor's plan should work He 
will first establish a need for such hous- 
ing by present village residents, m par- 
ticular senior citizens, or else he will 
have it down on papei that theie is no 
need for low and moderate-income hous- 
ing in the village 


EITHER WAY, he will have a lational, 


welt-reseaiched argument to present to 
village residents Then he will move to 
fill those needs that are piesent "I'm 
concerned about the needs heie," he has 
said "No one has really taken the time 
to find out the needs " 


The aim of this methodology is to alle- 


viate fears that there will be a flood of 
low-income families moving to Mount 
Prospect from Chicago and surrounding 
suburban communities with large indus-

It is through an appeal to the rational

Teller, 17, Foils Bank Holdup Try

A 17-year-old bank tellei defied dat It- 


ness and an armed holdup man Tuesday 
night as she successfully foiled an at- 
tempted robbery at the First Arlington 
tVational Bank's drive-in windows on 
North Arlington Heights Road 


Wendy Jenkins, 
17, of Arlington 


Heights,, told police bhe was foiced at 
gunpoint to reopen the door to the drive- 
in bank after she had locked up for the 
night and was pteparing to drive home 
dt about b p m 


While the would-be robber waited nei- 


vously foi her to open the safe inside the 
small teller s cage, Miss Jenkins acti- 
vated a silent alarm that notified police 


She then dropped the vault keys down 


a heai by heating Tent, making entry to 
the safe impossible 


"I'm just relieved that he didn't shoot 


me," she said afterward "I was trying 
all the while to stall but he kept telling 
me that if I didn't hurry up he'd kill 
me" 


MISS JENKINS told police that as she 


was pieparmg to pull out of the parking 
lot behind the drive-in facility, a tall 
heavy-set man forced his way into her 
car and oidered her to give him her 
purse 


She said the man brandished a black, 


snub-nosed revolver 


"I was canymg a big, carpetbag putse 


and I guess he thought the (bank) money 
was inside," she said 


Aftei discovering that there was no 


money in the purse, Miss Jenkins said 
the man ordered her to open the outside 
door to the teller's cage and bring the 
money out 


She said she told him opening the door 


would set off an alarm but he insisted 
that she open it anyway and threatened 
to kill her if she did not 


"I told him it was .a bad idea to turn on 


the lights and in the dark I was able to 
push a button which set off a second 
alarm Then I ]ust tried to stall him until 
the police could get there 


"I made excuses about why I couldn't 


get the vault open and finally was able to 
crawl across the floor and throw them 
(the keys) down the vent " 


MISS JENKINS said the man then told 


hei to follow him back outside But after 
he was through the door, the girl pulled 
the door shut behind him, thus locking 
herself in the bank office 


Once secure inside the building, Miss 


Jenkins said she telephoned Arlington 
Heights police 


She said that normally two tellers work 


in the drive-in branch but that Tuesday 
night the second teller had gone home 
early, leaving the high school senior to 
cloSe up by herself 


"You never leally expect that anything 


like this will happen But when he 
walked in front of my car, I knew ex- 
actly what he wanted " 


Miss Jenkins said the robber leaned on 


the hood of her car and tapped the wind-

points out, River Road students aie 
cleared out of the building 55 seconds af- 
ter the alarm sounds 


However, Hayes could not say exactly 


why the building did not meet the codes 
He said the district would have to hire an 
architect and an engineer to make such 
a survey 


But officials are reluctant to spend the 


money for a survey of a building they 
may soon be moving out of Another fac- 
tor is that Dist 26 cannot use money 
from its life safety tax to improve a 
building owned by a parochial agency 


This spring State Rep Eugene Schlick- 


man, R-Arlmgton Heights, plans to in- 
troduce a bill into the Illinois General 
Assembly that would solve the school dis- 
trict's pioblems The bill would provide 
state funds for a new school, one that 
officials hope will contain a lot of open 
space and individual learning material 
centers 


But what if the bill never gets passed' 
"We'll just have to continue to use rub- 


ber

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Equal Education For 
All Studied By Group

An equal education for every child has 


b«en mandated in a $2 millon research 
project, funded by the U. S. Office of 
Education. 


The four-year study, the National Edu- 


cation Finance Project, calls for more 
government aid to end disparities in edu- 
cation and to compensate for variations 
in school district wealth. 


Members of the research team, hailing 


from 20 U. S. universities, are meeting 
with educators across the country to dis- 
cuss their findings. Educators from the 
midwest region mat with the team in Ar- 
lington Heights last week; 


The project is the first study made of 


school finance on a nationwide scale 
since 1033, according to federal education 
officials. It is designed to take a central- 
ized approach to the problems of school 
finance and to serve as a unifying in- 
fluence. 


Yet, this influence has not been backed 


by federal legislation. It has been left to 
the option of each state legislature to act 
on the project recommendations. 


CURRENTLY, LOCAL property taxes 


make up about one half of local school 
district budgets. The more the property 
in a district is worth, the more the dis- 
trict gets. Consequently more money is 
spent for a student In a wealthy district 
than for a student in a poor district. 


This system of school finance is being 


tested in courts across the country. 
Courts in California and Texas have 
ruled that school financing based on local 
property taxes is unconstitutional. 


Fire Probe Shows 
Schools Very Good

Disparity in education is not limited to 


school districts according to the re- 
searchers. There is also disparity in 
state contributions to education. For ex- 
ample) the study ranks Illinois as 4&th in 
the nation in its contribution to education 
compared to its ability to pay. 


Education cannot be equalized, accord- 


ing to the project, until both the state 
and the federal government increase aid 
to local districts. 


"THE COURTS have long held that 


education is function and responsibility 
of the individual states," said Kern Alex- 
ander, associate director of the project. 
"Therefore the state has the responsi- 
bility to assure that students have equal 
access to education." 


This equalization must recognize that 


the dollar has a different value in differ- 
ent districts, according 'to the research- 
ers. And it must also take into account 
the fact that some children have greater 
educational needs than others. 


An increase in government funds 


should not go hand in hand with local 
control, according to Roe L. Johns, proj- 
ect director. "We have to preserve local 
control as we move toward centralized 
funds." 


"I believe the decisions concerning 


education should be made by trie lowest 
level of government that can efficiently 
do it," added Johns. "Power of the lower 
levels of government should be de- 
creased only for the common good." 


THE STATE should overrule local con- 


trol in cases where a district is so small 
or so poor it cannot provide an adequate 
education program, according to Johns, 
In such cases he believes the state 
should consolidate districts. 


"The state should also not allow the 


c o n t i n u a t i o n of segregation. Dis- 
criminatory district lines should be re- 
drawn," added Johns. 


Public support of private schools also 


received a denouncement from Johns, 
who believes, "public funds should not be 
appropriated for private purposes."

While the would-be robber waited ner- 


vously for her to open the safe inside the 
small teller's cage, Miss Jenkins acti- 
vated a silent alarm that notified police. 


She then dropped the vault keys down 


a nearby heating vent, making entry to 
the safe impossible. 


"I'm just relieved that he didn't shoot 


me," she said afterward. "I was trying 
all the while to stall but he kept telling 
me that if I didn't hurry up he'd kill 
me." 


MISS JENKINS told police that as she 


was preparing to pull out of the parking 
lot behind the drive-in facility, a tall 
heavy-set man forced his way into her 
car and ordered her to give him her 
purse. 


She said the man brandished a black, 


snub-nosed revolver. 


"I was carrying a big, carpetbag purse 


and I guess he thought the (bank) money 
was inside," she said. 


After discovering that there was no 


money in the purse, Miss Jenkins said 
the man ordered her to open the outside 
door to the teller's cage and bring the 
money out. 


She said she told him opening the door 


would set off an alarm but he insisted 
that she open it anyway and threatened 
to kill her if she did not. 


"I told him it was a bad idea to.turn on 


the lights and in' the dark I was able to 
push a button which set off a second 
alarm. Then I just tried to stall him until 
the police could get there. 


"I made excuses about why I couldn't 


get the vault open and finally was able to 
crawl across the floor and throw them 
(the keys) down the vent."

ECC Anstvers Anti-Incinerator Ad 


An advertisement on Page 3 in today's 


Herald that raises eight questions about 
the possible > construction of 
an 
in- 


cinerator in Arlington Heights has drawn 
a sharp response from the chairman of 
Arlington Heights Environmental Control 
Commission. 


"There is no proposal for a specific so- 


lution to the solid waste disposal problem 
before the village board at this time," 
said ECC chairman Edward Kokkelen- 
berg in response to an advertisement 
paid for by the Buffalo Grove Jaycees. 


"The board is aware of Jhe problem 


and has only approved payment to a con- 
sultant who did some research on the 
matter," Kokkelenberg said. 


A vice president of the Buffalo Groye 


Jaycees, Ron Ludders, said yesterday 
that the advertisement was intended to 
show that the Jaycees are "against this 
thing." 


LUDDERS SAID while the ad "doesn't 


tell the people how to feel about it (the 
incinerator), it does present some ques- 
tions the residents of Arlington Heights 
should ask themselves." 


According to Kokkelenberg, some of 


the questions have been, answered by ex- 
perts in the field like Charles B. Willard, 


manager of the Chicago regional office of 
the state air pollution control board. 


'"The particulate emission from an in- 


cinerator that meets federal standards 
isn't much higher than your automobile's 
particulate emission," Willard said Jan. 
10 at an incinerator subcommittee meet- 
ing of the ECC. 


The question in the ad which Kokkelen- 


berg especially took issue was the one 
dealing with temperature inversions. 


"The Illinois Environmental Protection 


agency has the authority to close down 
incinerators if a temperature inversion 
were the case," Kokkelenberg said. 
"They could shut down all private in- 


cinerators, too." 


Ludders said the Jaycees created a 


special committee to study the in- 
cinerator, which may be located just 
based on the committee's findings. 


"Ultimately the committee did not feel 


the incinerator was in the best interests 
of the residents of Buffalo Grove and Ar- 
lington Heights." 


CARL VAN ENGEN, chairman of the 


Jaycees committee, said that the ques- 
tions appearing in the ad "should be an- 
swered before the incinerator is built." 


He said the main concern voiced by 


the Jaycees is the potential pollution 
which might come from the incinerator. 


At the present time the Arlington 


Heights ECC is studying viable alterna- 
tives to the solid waste problem by call- 
ing in experts because the north Arling- 
ton Heights landfill is filling up quickly. 
It is estimated that it has eight to 10 
years of life left. 


Other alternatives being considered 


are rail haul of garbage, another landfill, 
recycling and chemical decomposition, 
as well as incineration. 


"The Buffalo Grove Jaycees have ev- 


ery right to spend their money on any- 
thing they see fit," Kokkelenberg said. 
"Even though the ECC may take ex- 
ception to it." 


45th Brigade 'Not Part Of Site Bid' 


Richard Cowen, chairman of the Ar- 


lington Heights Park District committee 
for the acquisition of the Nike Missile 
site, said that the emphasis right now is 
on about, 100 acres of the 137-acre site;

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Equal Education For All Studied By Group 


by BETSY BROOKER 


An equal education for every child has 


been mandated in a $2 millon research 
project, funded by the U. S. Office of 
Education, 


The four-year study, the National Edu- 


cation Finance Project, calls for more 
government aid to end disparities in edu- 
cation and to compensate for variations 
in school district wealth. 


Members of the research team, hailing 


from 20 U. S. universities, are meeting 
with educators across the country-to dis- 
cuss their findings. Educators from the 
midwest region met with the team in Ar- 
lington Heights last week. 


The project is the first study made of 


school finance on a nationwide scale 
since 1933, according to federal education 
officials. It is designed to take a central- 
ized approach to the problems of school 
finance and to serve as a unifying in- 
fluence. 


Yet, this influence has not been backed 


by federal legislation. It has been left to 
the option of each state legislature to act 
on the project recommendations. 


CURRENTLY, LOCAL property taxes 


make up about one half of local school- 
district budgets. The more the property 
in a district is worth, the more the dis- 


trict gets. Consequently more money is 
spent for a student in a wealthy district 
than for a student in a poor district. 


This system of school finance is being 


tested in courts across the country. 
Courts in California and Texas have 
ruled that school financing based on local 
property taxes is unconstitutional. 


Disparity in education is not limited to 


school districts according to the re- 
searchers. There is also disparity in 
state contributions to education. For ex- 
ample, the study ranks Illinois as 4&th in 
the nation in its contribution to education 
compared to its ability to pay. 


Education cannot be equalized, accord- 


ing to the project, until both the state 
and the federal government increase aid 
to local districts. 


"THE COURTS have long held that 


education is function and responsibility 
of the individual states," said Kern Alex- 
ander, associate director of the project. 
"Therefore the state has the responsi- 
bility to assure that students have equal 
access to education." 


This equalization must recognize that 


the dollar has a different value in differ- 
ent districts, according to the research- 
ers. And it must also take into account 
the fact that some children have greater 
educational needs than others. 


An increase in" government 
funds 


should not go hand in hand with local 
control, according to Roe L Johns, proj- 
ect director. "We have to preserve local 
control as we move toward centralized 
funds." 


"I believe the decisions concerning 


education should be made by the lowest 
level of government that can efficiently 
do it," added Johns. "Power of the lower 
levels of government should be de- 
creased only for the common good." 


THE STATE should overrule local con- 


trol in cases where a district is so small 
or so poor it cannot provide an adequate 
•education program, according to Johns 
In such cases he believes the state 
should consolidate districts. 


"The state should also not allow the 


c o n t i n u a t i o n of segregation. Dis- 
criminatory district lines should be re- 
drawn," added Johns. 


Public support of private schools also 


received a denouncement from Johns, 
who believes, "public funds should not be 
appropriated for private purposes." 


Consider Pool Repair Work 


An extensive repair job for the Recrea- 


tion Park swimming pool is being con- 
sidered by Arlington Heights Park Dis- 
trict officials. 


According to L. S Hubbard and Associ- 


ates, who recently inspected the pool, a 
circulation pump must be replaced be- 
fore the next swim season, which would 
cost about $2,800. The surge tank and 
rate of flow indicators also need repair. 


The pool is the oldest, and one of the 


most heavily used in the park district. 
When the new bathhouse was built a few 


years ago, room was left for a new filter 
system, which will be needed in the fu- 
ture. Estimated cost of the project is 
about $50,000. 


AFTER AN inspection of the present 


filter system, the building and grounds 
committee will make a recommendation 
on what course to follow. 


In other business, the park approv- 


ed the purchase of a 1972 Chevrolet Bis- 
cayne from Lattof Motors for $2,773.68. 
and the resurfacing of Recreation Park's 
three tennis courts for $3,776.

Aging Building Poses Financial Woes 


by KAREN RUCEN 


River Trails School Dist. 26 is fighting 


a battle at Its River Road School in Des 
Plaines — a battle against age. 


A 63-year-old building, deteriorating 


and growing obsolete, is the battlefield. 
Repairs, replacements and patchwork re- 
novations compobe the arsenal. 


River Road School was leased in 1968 


by Dist 26 from Maryville Academy for 
Dependent Children in Des Plaines. The 
lease was part of an arragement worked 
out between district and Maryville offi- 
cials at the time the district was taking 
over the job of educating Maryville chil- 
dren. 


The structure housing the school was 


built In 1907 as a dormitory. It was later 
used by Maryville as a school. Parts of 
the building are still used as a dormito- 
ry 


In the years since the building was 


constructed, its wooden floors, tiled hall- 
ways and plaster ceilings have endured 
the wear and tear of hundreds of chil- 
dren and decades of harsh Midwest win- 
ters,. 


SECTIONS OK the floors are warped 


and splintered. When it's cold, the drafty 
structure is hard to heat. Sometimes ceil- 
ings leak because the plumbing in the 
roof is worn out: paint is peeling from 
several of the high ceilings. One room 
must go unused because of the danger of 
falling plaster. 


School officials say that the present 


electrical system is not adequate to light 
the rooms and also provide a power 
source for audio-visual materials. 


"When we want to show a movie, we 


have to shut off lights In another room," 
said Principal Gene Kukla. 


Five days a week approximately 130 


Maryvilte children come downstairs from 
their rooms, walk along a corridor and 
through the doors to the 11 classrooms 
which make up the major portion of the 
school. 


Temporary repairs have been made by 


the district to keep the building safe and 
operating for those children. Sashes of 


the 10-feet-high windows have been tight- 
ened to prevent cold from blowing in on 
windy days. Carpets are being installed 
to cover damaged floors. And officials 
are working to improve the electrical 
system. 


But how much will that help? 
Dist. 26 architect Wayne Fritsch esti- 


mates it would cost about $100,000 "just 
to make the building livable." Bringing it 
up to meet standards of the Illinois Life 
Safety Code, he said, would cost a lot 
more. "It's just a problem with an old 
building that hasn't been maintained at 
all," he said. 


But according to the Rev. John Smyth, 


Maryville superintendent, repairs on the 
building were made when Maryville was 
educating its children there and when 
Dist, 26 first occupied it. 


"We just couldn't afford it anymore," 


he said. "We tried to improve the heat- 
ing, but we had problems just keeping up 
the building." To prevent a sizable rent 
hike, Dist. 26 last summer agreed to take 
over repairs, 


Cost of repahs is one of the reasons 


Dist. 26 officials are seeking state funds 
for a new school 


But there's another reason. Dist. 26 of- 


ficials want a building where they can 
better educate children whom they say 
are "culturally deprived." 


"For all practical purposes, this is a 


remedial school. These kids have spe- 
cial needs that could not be met better in 
other schools in the district. Instruction 
and curriculum is geared to each individ- 
ual," 
said Principal Gene Kukla, who 


heads a staff of 22 teachers. 


According to Tom Warden, Dist. 26 su- 


perintendent, a school for these children 
should emphasize career as well as ac- 
clemic training since "many of them 
don't go on to college." Statistics show 
that this year about 50 per cent of Mary- 
ville's high school graduating class will 
enter college in comparison to 71 per 
cent in High School Dist.

"We need a place where we can devel- 


op practical training," Warden said. "We 


want to pull those kids out of their 24- 
hour environment. They need to be away 
and in a new school. We anticipate hav- 
ing places to inject the element of priva- 
cy for a child who now doesn't have 
much of it." 


The 400 children housed at Maryville 


Academy, operated by Catholic Chari- 
ties, have been sent there by the courts 
because of a "breakup in the child's 
home," 
according to Father Smyth, 


Maryville superintendent. 


"THAT HAPPENS for reasons from A 


to Z," Fr. Smyth said. "Most of the chil- 
dren could no longer be cared for. About 
99 per cent of them have parents," 


Maryville accepts children from first 


grade through high school age. About 120

students 
who have' 


"learned to adjust," according to achool 
officials) are being taught in other Dist. 
26 schools. About 150 attend public high 
schools. 


One-third of the 130 students at River 


Road are black. The rest are white with 
a small percentage of Mexican-American 
and Indian, 


It was during the summer of 1968, that 


Maryville officials made the llth hour 
decision that they could no longer edu- 
cate the children. Since Maryville is lo- 
cated within its boundaries, the responsi- 
bility fell on Dist. 26. 


At the time, the then Maryville super- 


intendent, 
the Rev. 
George Halpin, 


blamed the sudden decision on a short- 
age of nuns and lack of funds for hiring 
teachers. But Father Smyth said the 
move was made to give Maryville chil- 
dren "a change in program," naming 
lack of finances as a secondary reason. 


MARYVILLE RECEIVES about 70 per 


cent of its budget from the Department 
of Child and Family Services, a state 
agency. That agency gives Maryville 
$8.03 per child per day to pay for individ- 
ual needs, as well as maintenance of the 
buildings. Before 1968, those state funds, 
plus donations, had to also pay for edu- 
cation. Now Dist. 26 is reimbursed by the

Another fac- 
tor is that Dist 26 cannot use money 
from its life safety tax to improve a 
building owned by a parochial agency. 


This spring State Rep. Eugene Schlick- 


man, R-Arlmgton Heights, plans to in- 
troduce a bill into the Illinois General 
Assembly that would solve the school dis- 
trict's problems. The bill would provide 
state funds for a new school, one that 
officials hope will contain a lot of open 
space and individual learning material 
centers 


But what if the bill never gets passed? 
"We'll just have to continue to use rub- 


ber bands, tape and paper clips to fix the 
building until the state realized its re- 
sponsibility is to provide educational fa- 
cilities for these kids," Kukla said. 
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Anvan Industries Back 
To Full-Scale Production 


. Ten weeks after being hit by personnel 
problems, an Elk Grove Village business 
has resumed its production of modular 
building units and expects to complete its 
first major project, a five-story Holiday 
Inn in Itasca, next month. 


Anvan Industries Inc., pioneers in the 


modular construction of high-rise build- 
ings, has resumed full production in its 
plant at 1950 Pratt Blvd. after a series of 
problems 
between 
management 
and 


workers at the plant cut production off 
completely for a while during November 
and December. 


Company spokesmen said the plant 


now has 160 full-time workers, a number 
about equal to that employed prior to 
early November, when workers at the 
plant threatened to protest layoffs to the 
National Labor Relations Board. 


Firings and resignations later cut the 


number of employes to between 12 and 15 
in mid-November and production of the 
25,000-pound modules ceased completely 
for a time, spokesman Cliff Drozda said. 


THE COMPANY is now producing five 


or six modules a day for the Holiday Inn, 
which will be built on Irving Park Road 
near 111. Bte. 53. 


About half of the work for the hotel 


had been completed when the labor prob- 
lems occurred 
in early November, 


Drozda said, but the company now ex- 
pects no more problems. 


"The company agreed with the union 


(International Union Local 96) to go un- 
der the seniority rule," he said, "and 
now has more qualified workers at the 
plant." 


He noted that the newness of the in- 


dustry caused a number of personnel 
problems, since none of the men had 
ever been involved in similar work be- 
fore. "The company had a lot of weeding 
out to do," he said. Few of the original 
employes are still working at the plant, 
he added. Anvan has had a number of 
inquiries on additional work after its first 
project is completed, Drozda said. 


The new technique, which involves 


stacking the units in building-block fash- 
ion, has been cited as a major time-sav- 
ing method. Company representatives 
have said a building such as the Holiday 
Inn could be completely put up in 10 
days.

"During more than two years of delib- 


erations on the pros and cons of the pos- 
sible sites in the district for a permanent 
campus for Oakton," Falkoff continued, 
"a considerable portion of the board's 
time was devoted to efforts to justify to 
itself the selection of a site other than 
the Maryhill site." 


He told the audience the board consid- 


ered every possible site because it "was 
aware of the objections that would be 
raised and have been raised" to building 
a junior college campus adjacent to a 
cemetery and because of the fact that 
the Chicago Catholic Archdiocese, owner 
of the Maryhill site, had rejected the 
board's interest in the land. 


"HOWEVER, THE board, being con- 


scious of its statutory mandate and obli- 
gation to the community to select that 
site which in its opinion best fulfilled in 
all respects the requirements of the 
school and community, concluded unani- 
mously that it was in the best interests of 
the school and the community to recom- 
mend the Maryhill site," Falkoff said. 


He added that the board "gave careful 


consideration" to the issues raised by 
residents about the Maryhill site and 
"agonized for many hours over the sin- 
cere concerns" of the protestors who 
spoke at the last board meeting. 


Falkoff told the audience that the 


board "unanimously concluded" that it 
must reaffirm its selection of the Mary- 
hill site, which he added "best meets" 
stale junior college board criteria for a 
permanent campus site. 


The criteria, Falkoff said, include a 


central location in the district, accessibil- 
ity, cost in relation to land values and 
land availability in the district and cost 
of development of the site in relation to 
topography and soil conditions. 


"The board wants to take this occasion 


to assure the adjacent property owners 
and all the residents of the community 
that, upon approval of a bond referen- 
dum, the administration, staff, con- 
sultants and the board itself will build a 
campus that the community will be 
proud of with a minimum of disruption to 
the adjacent property," Falkoff con- 
cluded. 


Following

Aging Building Poses Financial Woes 


by KAREN RUGEN 


River Trails School Dist 26 is fighting 


a battle at its River Road School in Des 
Plaines — a battle against age 


A 65-year-old building, deteriorating 


and growing obsolete, is the battlefield 
Repairs, replacements and patchwork re- 
novations compose the arsenal. 


River Road School was leased in 1968 


by Dist. 26 from Maryville Academy for 
Dependent Children in Des Plaines The 
lease was part of an arragement worked 
out between district and Maryville offi- 
cials at the time the district was taking 
over the job of educating Maryville chil- 
dren. 


The structure housing the school was 


built in 1907 as a dormitory. It was later 
used by Maryville as a school. Parts of 
the building are still used as a dormito- 
ry. 


In the years since the building was 


constructed, its wooden floors, tiled hall- 
ways and plaster ceilings have endured 
the wear and tear of hundreds of chil- 
dren and decades of harsh Midwest win- 
ters. 


SECTIONS OF the floors are warped 


and splintered When it's cold, the drafty 
structure is hard to heat. Sometimes ceil- 
ings leak because the plumbing in the 
roof is worn out; paint is peeling from 
several of the high ceilings. One room 
must go unused because of the danger of 
falling plaster 


School officials say that the present 


electrical system is not adequate to light 
the rooms and also provide a power 
source for audio-visual materials. 


"When we want to show a movie, we 


have to shut off lights in another room," 
said Principal Gene Kukla. 


Five days a week approximately 130 


Maryvillc children come downstairs from 
their rooms, walk along a corridor and 
through the doors to the 11 classrooms 
which make up the major portion of the 
school 


Temporary repairs have been made by 


the district to keep the building safe and 
operating for those children. Sashes of 
the l()-feet-high windows have been tight- 
ened to prevent cold from blowing in on 
windy days. Carpets are being installed 
to cover damaged floors And officials 
are working to improve the electrical 
system. 


But how much will that help7 


Dist 26 architect Wayne Fnlsch esti- 


mates it would cost about $100,000 "just 
to make the building livable." Bringing it 
up to meet standards of the Illinois Life 
Safety Code, he said, would cost a lot 
more "It's just a problem with an old 
building that hasn't been maintained at 
all," he said 


But according to the Rev John Smyth, 


Maryville superintendent, repairs on the 
building were made when Maryville was 
educating its children there and when 
Dist 26 first occupied it. 


"We just couldn't afford it anymore," 


he said "We tried to improve the heat- 
ing, but we had problems just keeping up 
the building." To prevent a sizable rent 
hike, Dist 26 last summer agreed to take 
over repairs. 


Cost of lepairs is one of the reasons 


Dist 26 officials are seeking state funds 
foi a new school. 


But theie's anothei reason Dist 26 of- 


ficials want a building where they can 
better educate childien whom they say

9 New Parking Lots Needed By 1990

Second of Two Articles 


The City of Des Plaines will have to 


construct nine new parking lots by 1990, 
at a cost of well over $7 million, to make 
downtown redevelopment successful, ac- 
cording to a city engineering consultant. 


A 20-year parking plan, submitted this 


week to the city council by consultant 
Richard Beebe, shows the city's efforts 
this winter to sell $825,000 in parking rev- 
enue bonds may only be a preview of 
much larger bond sales and parking lot 
projects beginning in 1973. 


The $825,000 bond issue, which Beebe 


feels will pay for itself through increased 
revenue from parking meters and fines, 
should be followed by $3 5 million in bond 
sales between 1973 and 1977, and later 
projects to provide enough space for of- 
fice workers and shoppers who may be 
attracted 
by proposed redevelopment 


buildings and stores. 


The parking proposals and financial 


projections, results of nearly two years 
of study and consultation with city offi- 
cials and the Des Plaines Redevelopment 
Association, are being examined now by 
representatives of three Des Plaines 
banks, which have been asked to pur- 
chase the bonds for the start of the park- 
ing lot projects 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel has 


said he expects to reach an agreement 
soon with the bankers on the terms for 
the bonds, and the city council may be 
asked for approval at the Feb 7 council 
meeting 


The $825,000 bond issue would be used 


to finance projects that include a $105,000 
125-car lot on Chicago and North Western 
Rwy right-of-way land along Ellmwood 
Street, between Lee and Pearson streets, 
across from the proposed "Superblock" 


mall shopping center 


The bond issue would also pay for a 


$275,000 lot on the east side of Center 
Street, from the Ellmwood alley to 
Prairie Avenue, a 140-space $160,000 two- 
tier city hall parking area, near Grace- 
land Avenue and Miner Street, and con- 
version of the old North School lot to me- 
ter parking for S50,000 


Other costs of the bond issue would in- 


clude $87,000 to complete payment of a 
1952 and a 1965 parking revenue bond 
sale, miscellaneous costs, $98,000, capi- 
talization of interest, $50,000 


BEEBE STATES in his report that for 


the 350 new spaces this pioject will pro- 
vide, each space will cost $1,900 


By 1974. revenue from 
these

spaces and the other existing spaces 
would be about $365,000 a year, with ex- 
penses of $91,000 for maintenance and

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Say 15 Buried In Cemetery

"They seem to have a death wish." 
This comment about Oakton Commu- 


nity College's trustees came from John 
Philbin. executive director of Catholic 
Cemeteries and representative of the 
Chicago Catholic Archdiocese following 
Tuesday's Oakton board meeting. 


There are 15 bodies buried in the 105- 


acre portion of Maryhill Cemetery in 
Niles that Oakton plans to condemn, 
Philbin announced for the first time 
Tuesday, if Oakton were to win a con- 
demnation suit, these bodies, many of 
which Philbin said have been buried 
smco 1939. would have to be exhumed. 


Me added that the bodies were scat- 


tered throughout an estimated 10-acre 
area and that the only way Oakton could 
avoid exhuming them would be to con- 
struct a permanent campus on only 95 
acres of the Maryhill land. 


William Koehnline, Oakton president, 


said it is "news" to him that there are 15 
burials in the site Oakton has chosen for 
its permanent campus. "The archdiocese 
has accused us of withholding informa- 
tion. If we were to accuse them of with- 
holding anything, it could be information 
about these burials," he added. 


Koehnline said Oakton's real estate 


consultants will be notified about the bur- 
ials and that their locations will be in- 
vestigated. 


"it is our desire to avoid any disturb- 


ance of any graves if at all possible," 
Koehnline said. "If there would be a con- 
venient way to modify our boundary so 
as not to disturb the graves we would 
certainly be agreeable. However, if the 
graves are scattered, it might be quite 
impossible to exclude some of them from 
the taking," Koehnline added. 


Speaking during the public participa- 


tion period of Tuesday night's Oakton 
board meeting. Mrs. Theodore Sielbki of 
Mies 
accused Oakton's trustees of 


"pumping acid instead of blood" in their 
veins by their sticking to their plans to 
condemn consecrated cemetery land for 
1 


a permanent campus. 


"You would exhume the body of my 


Icivotl one only over my dead body," Mrs. 
Sielski said, She told board members 
their choice of the Maryhill site "shows a 
lack of compassion" for their fellow hu- 
man beings. 


Bob fiutchick. a student at Oakton 


Community College's interim campus in 
Morton Grove, told trustees and the au- 
cherfje Tuesday he had heard a rumor 
that the IS bodies had been "sneaked" 
into the vacant portion of Maryhill last 
week, 


S K V K R A L SPEAKERS said they 


would turn to President Nixon for help if 
Oakton were to win a condemnation suit 
;md exhume bodies. One man said that if 
the body of his son, which came from 
Vietnam sealed in a box, were exhumed, 
the trustees could "keep it if they wanted 
it that badly." 


Catherine Zaremski of Park Ridge ac- 


cused the Oakton board of "ignoring the 
needs of the people" and becoming "en- 
grossed only in their own power" by in- 
sisting on the Maryhill site. She ques- 
tioned whether the trustees "deserve to 
stay in office" and "deserve to lead our 
young people." 


Mrs. Zaremski appealed to students, 


human relations groups, churches, syna- 


gogues and taxpayers to form groups to 
fight Oakton's condemnation of the land 
and to work to defeat the March 4 refer- 
endum. 


Mitchell Kobelinski, president of the 


Polish American Congress of Illinois, 
said the board's "insensitivity" to a 
"very large religious and ethnic commu- 
nity" has "polarized" the district, He 
said the referendum is "doomed to fail- 
ure." 


Kobelinski added that it is "grossly in- 


considerate of the students" for the 
board to "risk a timely and expensive 
court fight" when "a few miles away 
they can get a campus site right away." 
He said, "it sounds like the trustees are 
saying to hell with the students and the 
community, we'll prove our point." 


Defending the Oakton Board were Al 


Scrota, a PTA official from Skokie Ele- 
mentary School Dist. 68, and Doris Sop- 
kin, a former Oakton Board member 
from Skokie, 


"I know these gentlemen on the board 


. . . I know their efforts. These accusa- 
tions are wrong," Serota said. 


MRS. SOPK1N PRAISED the board for 


its difficult decision and also praised stu- 
dents who spoke at the meeting. 


"We have a unique board and unique 


students. Many of them have come to the 
meeting to defend the site and yet none 
of them will reap the benefits of a per- 
manent campus. They will be gone in 
two years. They're not here tonight for 
selfish reasons." 


Oakton student, Beth Burgess, said, 


"They're helping me here and I don't 
think they're trying to do anything to 
hurt the community." 


According 
to Philbin, 
the Oakton 


Board's decision Tuesday to stick to their 
plans to condemn archdiocesan-owned 
land for a permanent campus will lead to 
"a long, costly, time-consuming" court 
fight between Oakton and the arch- 
diocese. 


The archdiocese has repeatedly voiced 


its opposition to Oakton's choice, both in 
statements from John Cardinal Cody, 
Archbishop of Chicago, and in full-page 
advertisements 
in several 
suburban 


newspapers and in the archdiocese's own 
publications. 


Philbin has claimed the 105-acre site 


comprises 40 per cent of Maryhill and is 
scheduled to replace overcrowded St. 
Adalbert's Cemetery on the Miles-Chi- 
cago border. Philbin has said the land 
Oakton "wants has already been platted 
for graves and "cannot be sacrificed." 


The archdiocese has .promised to fight. 


Oakton's condemnation of the site "all 
the way to the Illinois Supreme Court,' if 
necessary," 
in a court battle Arch- 


diocesan Atty. Don Rueben has said will 
cost Oakton $250,000 in legal fees. 


The state junior college board agreed 


to hear archdiocesan arguments at its 
December meeting, but did not reverse 
its November approval of the' site for 
Oakton's permanent campus. 


THE STATE BOARD did, however, in- 


struct Oakton officials to review their ap- 
praisal of the cost of the cemetery land 
and to notify the board if the cost is now 
more than was originally estimated. 


The archdiocese has claimed the price 


offered for the land and approved by the 
junior college board is too low. "If Oak- 
ton's plans go through, it will have in- 
flicted the costliest acquisition of a col-

There's a brand new breed of animals 


for 1972 wall decor. A merry monkey, a 
large snail and a fat walrus are just a 
few of the offerings. 


The animal collections were introduced 


by Arabesque, a division of the Burwood 
Products Co., and Simpro Graphics, a di- 
vision of Simpro Corporation of Ameri- 
can, last week at the International Home 
Furnishings Market in Chicago. 


Simpro Graphics features stylized de- 


signs of animals in a new line of silk 
screened bulletin boards. Designed by 
Angela, an artist noted for her highly 
original animal creations, these' decora- 
tive and practical bulletin boards are 
available in four subjects "including 
"Lion," "Lions," "Owl" and "Ele- 
phant." 


Made of 18 by 24-inch pieces of.-cork 


mounted on press board, -the bulletin 
boards are designed to retail for about 
$7. 


For those who find it difficult to choose 


one wildlife species over another, Ara- 
besque's new Animal Kingdom wall 
plaque may be the answer. 


THIS LOW-RELIEF composition, 33 


inches wide and 15% inches high, depicts 
a most unlikely gathering of jungle 
creatures. In the group are a leopard 
and a lion, neither very ferocious- 
looking, as well as an impala, a zebra, a 
pair of playful mice, a hummingbird and 
a butterfly.

A merry monkey 
perches atop the elephant's head.

wreathed in flowers, is accompanied by 
a winking owl, a drowsy tortoise and a 
friendly frog.

Little Action Expected On Women's 
Rights In Spring Legislative Session 


Since the Illinois legislature met only 


three clays in January little action on 
bills pertaining to women's rights was 
taken. The spring session will reconvene 
April 4 after the primary election. 


However, before recessing both houses 


did agree to the Governor's amendment 
to HB2209 which removes the prohibition 
against 
women receiving 
workman's 


compensation during the three months 
before and the one month after child- 
birth. 


Gov. Ogitvie had previously exercised 


an amendatory veto with recommended 
language changes in the original bill that 
had passed both the Senate and the 
House and was before him to be signed. 


SINCE HIS AMENDMENT has now 


been accepted by both houses of the state 
legislature, the law automatically will go 
Into effect. The Governor having already 
endorsed its current wording, certifica- 
tion of the bill is now a mere formality. 


Primary attention In the area of wom- 


en's rights while the state legislature is 
not in session will be on the Equal Rights 


Amendment which passed the U. S. 
House of Representatives Oct. 12 and is 
expected to be brought up for a vote on 
the floor of the Senate shortly. 


Bills requiring appropriations will re- 


ceive the greatest amount of attention 
when the state legislature reconvenes in 
April. 


It is doubtful that HB2210 allowing 


married women to choose their surname 
for legal purposes will be introduced at 
this time. The bill was defeated on the 
floor of the house last spring. 


REP. EUGENIA CHAPMAN of the 3rd 


District, a co-sponsor of the original bill,' 
said re-introduction is a matter of tim- 
ing. "I may wait before bringing it up 
again," she said. 


Neither does Mrs. Chapman plan to 


push HB2208 which would create an Of- 
fice of Women's Activities under the gov- 
ernor, dedicated to alleviating cases of 
sex discrimination in the state. 


In retrospect, Mrs. Chapman views 


1971 as an important year for the pas- 
sage of legislation promoting women's

We know that people are part of the 


problem of pesticide misuse (here we are 
not even talking about the safety and 
danger 
inherent in pesticides them- 


selves). 


The evidence points one way: People 


often don't read pesticide labels. They ig- 
nore them. 


A team of researchers in the state ag- 


ricultural school is trying to find out 
why. 


The researchers analyzed samples of 


the more than 37.000 labels, using a read- 
ability formula that takes into account 
factors such as sentence length and num- 
ber of syllables per 100 words. 


They examined such things as the type 


size antl form of printed words, color 
combinations. 


ACCORDING TO the study, the re- 


searchers found that city people have 
trouble understanding the meaning of the 
f o l l o w i n g terms, which are used 
frequently in label statements: 


Fungicide: (chemical to kill fungus — 


what's a fungus? — mildew, mold, rust, 
smut, toadstools). 


Herbitlcide: a weed killer. 
Pesticide: a chemical used to kill all 


pests, i.e. moles, rabbits, soil organisms, 
weeds, the works — this is a broad term 
for the whole area of chemical killing 
agents. 


Insecticide: an insect killer. 
Systemic insecticide: insect killers

which are absorbed through the plant's 
system and translocated by sap move- 
ment. These are very poisonous and dan- 
gerous to use, because they can be ab- 
sorbed through a person's skin and circu- 
lated through the blood stream. 


Infestation: it means your plant is 


crawling with bugs! 


Inhalation of mist: It means the 


breathing in of the spray into your lungs. 


EARLIER RESEARCH showed that it 


takes a person with a high school or bet- 
ter education to read and understand the 
average pesticide label. 


Somebody should remind the manufac- 


turers of bug killers that they will have 
to come up with something better for the 
majority of us — and especially for our 
brothers — the under-educated migrant 
workers of our country.

The biggest of the fiberglass bathtub 


manufacturers would give you the rib- 
bon. Abrasive cleansers aren't any better 
for fiberglass bathtubs than they are for 
the regular porcelain tubs. The gentler 
the cleaner, the longer a tub will stay 
beautiful. If you should have a persistent 
stain, try some powdered detergent on a 
damp sponge. But continued use of abra- 
sive cleansers creates rough, scratchy 
surfaces which catch dirt and film. When 
this happens, a brisk rubbing with a liq- 
uid auto cleaner often restores the origi- 
nal luster. There is no appliance in a 
house that needs better care than a bath- 
tub whether it be fiberglass or porcelain.

are "culturally deprived." 


"For all practical purposes, this is a 


remedial school. These kids have spe- 
cial needs that could not be met better in 
other schools in the district. Instruction 
and curriculum is geared to each individ- 
ual," said Principal Gene Kukla, who 
heads a staff of 22 teachers. 


According to Tom Warden, Dist. 26 su- 


perintendent, a school for these children 
should emphasize career as well as ac- 
demic training since "many of them 
don't go on to college." Statistics show 
that this year about 50 per cent of Mary- 
ville's high school graduating class will 
enter college in comparison to 71 per 
cent in High School Dist. 214. 


"We need a place where we can devel- 


op practical training," Warden said. "We 
want to pull those kids out of their 24- 
hour environment. They need to be away 
and in a new school. We anticipate hav- 
ing places to inject the element of priva- 
cy for a child who now doesn't have 
much of it." 


The 400 children housed at Maryville 


Academy, operated by Catholic Chan- 
ties, have been sent there by the courts 
because of a "breakup in the child's 
home," according to Father Smyth, 
Maryville superintendent. 


"THAT HAPPENS for reasons from A 


to 2," Fr. Smyth said. "Most of the chil- 
dren could no longer be cared for. About 
99 per cent of them have parents." 


Maryville accepts children from first 


grade through high school age. About 120 
(the elementary students 
who have 


"learned to adjust." according to achool 
officials) are being taught in other Dist. 
2B schools. About 150 attend public high 
schools. 


One-third of the 130 students at River 


Road are black. The rest are white with 
a small percentage of Mexican-American 
and Indian. 


it was during the summer of 1968, that 


Maryville officials made the llth hour 
decision that they could no longer edu- 
cate the children. Since Maryville is lo- 
cated within its boundaries, the responsi- 
bility fell on Dist. 26. 


At the time, the then Maryville super- 


intendent, 
the Rev. George 
Halpin,

The bill would provide 
state funds for a new school, one that 
officials hope will contain a lot of open 
space and individual learning material 
centers. 


But what if the bill never gets passed? 
"We'll just have to continue to use rub- 


ber bands, tape and paper clips to fix the 
building until the state realized its re- 
sponsibility is to provide educational fa- 
cilities for these kids," Kukla said.

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Teller, 17, Foils Bank Holdup Attempt

A 17-year-old bank teller defied dark- 


ness and an armed holdup man Tuesday 
night as she successfully foiled an at- 
tempted robbery at the First Arlington 
National Bank's drive-In windows on 
North Arlington Heights Road. 


Wendy Jenkins, 17, of 
Arlington 


Heights, told police she was forced at 
gunpoint to reopen the door to the drive- 
in bank after she had locked up for the 
night and was preparing to drive home 
at about 6 p.m. 


While the would-be robber waited ner- 


vously for her to open the safe inside the 
small teDer's cage, Miss Jenkins acti- 
vated a silent alarm that notified police. 


She then dropped the vault keys down 


a nearby heating vent, making entry to 
the safe Impossible, 


"I'm just relieved that he didn't shoot 


me," ahe said afterward. "I was trying 
all the while to stall but he kept telling 
me that if I didn't hurry up he'd kill 
me." 


MISS JENKINS told police that as she 


was preparing to pull out of the parking 
lot behind the drive-in facility, a tall 
heavy-set man forced his way into her 
car and ordered her to give him her 
purse. 


She said the man brandished a black, 


snub-nosed revolver. 


"I was carrying a big, carpetbag purse 


and I guess he thought the (bank) money 
was inside," she said. 


After discovering that there was no 


money in the purse, Miss Jenkins said 
the man ordered her to open the outside 
door to the teller's cage and bring the 
money out. 


She said she told him opening the door 


would set off an alarm but he insisted 
that she open it anyway and threatened 
to kill her if she did not. 


"I told him it was a bad idea to turn on 


the lights and in the dark I was able to 
push a button which set off a second 
alarm. Then I just tried to stall him until 
the police could get there. 


"I made excuses about why I couldn't 


get the vault open and finally was able to 
'crawl across the floor and throw them 
(the keys) down the vent." 


MISS JENKINS said the man then fold 


her to follow him back outside. But after 
he was through the door, .the girl pulled 
the door shut behind him, thus locking 
herself in the bank office. 


Once secure inside the building, Miss 


Jenkins said she telephoned Arlington 
Heights police. 


She said that normally two tellers work 


in the drive-in branch but that Tuesday 
night the second teller had gone home 
early, leaving the high school senior to 
close up by herself. 


"You never really expect that anything 


like this will happen. But when he 
walked in front of my car; I knew ex- 
actly what he wanted." 


Miss Jenkins said the robber leaned on 


the hood of her car and tapped the wind- 
shield with his gun, 


ARLINGTON Heights police have cir- 


culated a description of the man to other 
police departments and are continuing 
their investigation into the case. 


Miss Jenkins said she has been work- 


ing as a part-time teller at the bank for 
about a year. She said she spends about 
20 hours a week working Saturdays and 
afternoons after school. 


Bruce Dodds, an officer at the First 


Arlington National Bank, said this was 
the first such holdup attempt at the 
bank. He praised the girl for her alert- 
ness in what he called a "rather unique 
situation." 


"This kind of thing just doesn't happen 


very often here," he said. "This was the 
first and hopefully the last time at our 
bank." 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS police have 
put out this composite picture of a 
man suspected of Tuesday night's at- 
tempted armed robbery at the First 
National Bank's drive-in facility on 
North Arlington Heights Road. 


Miss Jenkins said she is not looking for

State., Mayor 
To Meet On 
Bus Purchase 


DCS Plaines Mayor Herbert Bebrel will 


meet with state officials within the next 
few weeks to find out what steps the city 
must take before It can purchase the 
United Motor Coach bus company. 


Mayor Behrel told the city council 


Monday he will speak to officials of the 
Department of Local Government Affairs 
to find out how the city can tap state and 
federal transportation funds to purchase 
the company for the city's mass transit 
district. 


The mayor's actions follow a unani- 


mous decision Monday by the city coun- 
cil to formally authorize transfer to the 
mass transit district of $20,000 in motor 
fuel tax funds, to give more than $16,000 
to the financially troubled bus company, 
and to begin a purchase feasibility study. 


BEJIKEL REPORTED he met Satur- 


day with mass transit district officials. 
He Indicated several thousand dollars re- 
maining from the $20,000 transfer would 
not be enough to pay for a feasibility 
study, although Harper College in Pala- 
tine and the Northwest Municipal Confer- 
ence may be able to supply some infor- 
mation. 


Aid. Daniel Bonaguidi (7th) said he 


hoped a detailed study of the company's 
financial condition could be made, possi- 
bly by a city-hired consultant. Behrel 
said this will be considered. 


The city had agreed to provide $1C,520 


to the bus company to help pay $65,000 in 
debts currently facing the firm, following 
an appeal Jan. 9 from bus company 
manager John Hanck. 


Behrel said that a regional trans- 


portation district should be created to 
run the bus company, but steps would 
have to be taken now to prevent the com- 
pany from going into bankruptcy.

Regulations to insure the humane han- 


dling, care, treatment and transportation 
of zoo and performing animals, pets and 
research animals are now in force. 


The new regulations were originally 


published as a proposal in the Federal 
Register of October 22. More than 350 
written comments on this pioposal were 
received and considered in writing the 
effective version as published in the Fed- 
oral Register December 23. 


They became effective December 24, 


as provided in the Animal Welfare Act of 


1970 (Public Law 91-579), an amendment 
to the Laboratory Animal Welfare Act of 
1966 (P.L. 89-544). Enforcement of the 
Act is delegated to USDA's Animal and 
Plant Health Service (APHS). 


Zoos, circuses, carnivals, animal acts, 


the wholesale pet trade, research animal 
and pet auction markets, and previously 
exempted research facilities, will be af- 
fected by the regulations.
